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An Act to regulate the practice of Pharmacy in the State of Illinois, approved 
and in force July 1, 1881, Amended, approved and in force July 1, 1887, 
Amended, approved and in force July 1, 1889, 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, represented 
in the General Assembly, That it shall not be lawful for any person, other 
than a registered pharmacist, to retail, compound or dispense drugs, medi- 
cines or poisons, or to open and conduct any pharmacy or store for retailing, 
compounding or dispensing drugs, medicines or poisons, unless such person 
shall be, or shall employ and place in charge of said pharmacy or store, a 
registered pharmacist, within the meaning of this act, except as hereinafter 
provided. 

Sbc. 2. Any person shall be entitled to be registered as a registered 
pharmacist, within the meaning of this act, who shall be licentiate in phar- 
macy, or shall furnish satisfactory evidence to the State Board of Pharmacy 
that he has had fi7e years' practical experience in compounding drugs in a 
drug store or pharmacy, where the prescriptions of medical practitioners 
are compounded. The said board shall have the.right to refuse registration 
to applicants whose examination or credentials are not satisfactory evidence 
of their competency. This provision shall also apply to the registration of 
assistant pharmacists hereinafter mentioned. ^As amended by act approved 
June 4, 1889 ; in force July 1, 1889), 

Sec. 8. Graduates in pharmacy must be such persons as have had four 
years' practical experience in drug stores where the prescriptions of medical 
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practitioners are compounded, and have obtained a satisfactory diploma or 
credentials of their attainments from a re^larly incorporated college or 
school of pharmacy. 

Sec. 4. Licentiates in pharmacy must be persons not less than 18 years 
of age, who have had three years' practical experience in compounding drugs 
in drug stores where the prescriptions of medical practitioners are com- 
pounded, and have passed a satisfactory examination before the State 
Board of Pharmacy hereinafter mentioned. The said board may, in their 
discretion, grant certificates of registration to such persons as shall furnish, 
with their application, satisfactory proof that they have been registered by 
examination in some other State : Provided, that such other State shall 
require a degree of competency equal to that required of applicants in this 
State. (As amended by act approved June 4, 1889 ; in force July 1, 1889). 

V Sec. 5. The Governor, with the advice and consent of the Senate, shall 
appoint five persons from among such competent pharmacists in the State 
as have had ten years' practical experience in the dispensing of physicians 
prescriptions, who shall constitute the Board of Pharmacy. The persons so 
appointed shall hold their offices for five years : Provided, that the term of 
office of the first five appointed shall be so arranged that the term of one 
shall expire on the thirtieth of December of each year ; and the vacancies 
so created, as well as all vacancies otherwise occurring, shall be filled by the 
Governor, with the advice Hud consent of the Senate ; And, provided, also, 
that appointments made when the Senate is not in session, may be confirmed 
at its next ensuing session. The Illinois Pharmaceutical Association shall 
annually report directly to the Governor, recommending the first year the 
names of at least ten persons, whom said Association shall deem best quali- 
fied to serve as members of the Board of Pharmacy, and the names of at 
least three persons each year thereafter, to fill any vacancies which shall 
occur in said board. 

Sec. 6. The said board shall, within thirty days after its appointment, 
meet and organize by electing a president from among their members, and a 
secretary, who shall not be a member of said board. The board shall also 
elect a treasurer who is a member of the board. Said board shall prescribe 
the duties and compensation of such treasurer, and shall require the said 
treasurer to give such bond as the said board shall direct. The secretary 
shall pay over to the treasurer all moneys that shall come into his hands as 
such secretary. It shall be the duty of the board to examine all applications 
for registration submitted in proper form ; to grant certificates of registration 
to such persons as may be entitled to the same under the provisions of this 
act ; to cause the prosecution of all person^ violating its provisions ; to report 
annually to the Governor and to the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association 
upon the condition of Pharmacy in t)ie State, which said report shall also 
furnish a record of the proceedings of the said board for the year, and also 
the names of all the pharmacists duly registered under this act. The board 
shall hold meetings for the examination of applicants for registration and the 
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transaction of such other business as shall pertain to its duties, at least once 
in six months : Provided, that said board shall hold meetings once in every 
year in the city of Chicago and in the city of Springfield, and it shall give 
thirty days' public notice of the time and place of such meetings ; shall have 
power to make by-law^ for the proper fulfillment of its duties under this 
act, and shall keep a book of registration, in which shall be entered the names 
and places of business of all persons registered under this act, which book 
shall also specify such facts as said persons shall claim to justify their regis- 
tration. Three members of said board shall constitute a quorum. <As 
amended by act approved June 4, 1889, in force July 1, 1889). 

. Sec. 7. Licentiates in pharmacy shall, at the time of passing their 
examination, be registered by the Secretary of the State Board of Pharmacy 
as registered pharmacists. (As amended by act approved June 4, 1889 ; in 
force July 1, 1889). 

Sec. 8. Any person shall be entitled to registration as assistant phar- 
macist wlio is of the age of 18 years, of good moral character, temperate 
habits, and has had three years' service under a registered pharmacist, and 
the time of attendance at any respectable school of pharmacy shall be 
accredited on the above time, or shall pass an examination before the State 
Board of Pharmacy, that shall show competency or qualification equal to 
such service. Each applicant for registration by examination as assistant 
pharmacist shall pay to said board the sum of five dollars before receiving 
his certificate of registration. Applicants other than by examination shall 
pay the board a fee of one dollar. Any assistant pharmacist shall have the 
right to act ap clerk or salesman in a drug store os pharmacy during the 
temporary absence of the owner or manager thereof. (As amended by act 
approved June 4, 1889 ; in force July 1, 1889). 

Sec. 9. Every person applying for registration as a registered pharma- 
cist, shall, before a certificate is granted, pay to the secretary of the board 
the sum of two dollars ; and a like sum shall be paid by licentiates of other 
boards who shall apply for registration ; and by every applicant for regis- 
tration by examination shall be paid the sum of five dollars. Provided, that 
in case of the failure of any applicant to pass a satisfactory examination, 
his money shall be refunded. (As amended by act approved June 4, 1889 ; 
in force July 1, 1889). 

Sec. 10. Bvery registered pharmacist who desires to continue the prac- 
tice of his profession shall annually thereafter during the time he shall 
continue in such practice, on such date as the Board of Pharmacy may 
determine, of which date he shall have 80 days' notice by said board, pay to 
the secretary of the board a registration fee, to be fixed by the board, but 
which shall in no case exceed one dollar, for which he shall receive a 
renewal of said registration. The failure of any registered pharmacist to 
pay said fee shall not deprive him of his right to renewal upon payment 
thereof; nor shall his retirement from the profession deprive him of the 
right to renew his registration should he at any time thereafter wish to 
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resume the practice, upon the payment of said fee. Registered assistants^ 
upon receiving notice as aforesaid, shall, if they desire to renew their regis- 
tration, pay to the secretary of said board an annual fee of one dollar. Every 
certificate of registration granted under this act shall be conspicuously 
exposed in the pharipacy to which it applies. (As amended by act approved' 
June 4, 1889 ; in force July 1, 1889). 

Sec. 11. The secretary of the board shall receive a salary which shall 
be fixed by the board ; and which shall not exceed the sum of fifteen hundred 
dollars (f 1,500) per year; he shall also receive his traveling and other 
expenses incurred in the performance of his official duties. The members or 
the board shall receive the sum of five dollars for each day actually engaged 
in this service and all legitimate and necessary expenses incurred in attend- 
ing the meetings of said board. Said expenses shall be paid from the fees 
and penalties received from the board, under the provisions of this act, and 
no part of the salary or other expenses of the board shall be paid out of the 
State treasury. All moneys received in excess of said per diem allowance- 
and other expenses above provided for shall be held by the tieasurer as a 
special fund for meeting the expenses of said board, and the cost of the 
annual report of the Proceedings of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association, 
and the necessary expenses of said Association : Provided, that when the 
amount of money in the hands of the treasurer at any time exceeds two 
thousand dollars the amount of such excess shall be paid into the State 
treasury. The board shall make an annual report to the Governor and to 
the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association of all moneys received and disbursed 
by them pursuant to this act. (As amended by act approved June 4, 1889 ; in 
force July 1, 1889). 

Skg. 12. Any person not being, or having in his employ, a registered 
pharmacist, within the meaning of this act, who shall, sixty days after this 
act takes effect, keep a pharmacy or store for retailing or compounding 
medicines, or who shall take, use or exhibit the title of a registered pharma- 
cist, shall, for each and every such offense, be liable to a penalty of fifty 
dollars. Any registered pharmacist who shall permit the compounding and 
dispensing of prescriptions, or the vending of drugs, medicines or poisons 
in his store or place of business, except under the supervision of a regis- 
tered pharmacist, or except by a '' registered assistant" pharmacist, or any 
pharmacist, or ''registered assistant," who while continuing in business,, 
shall fail or neglect to procure his annual registration, or any'person who 
shall willfully make any false representation to procure registration for 
himself or any other person, shall, for every such offense, be liable to a pen- 
alty of fifty dollars : Provided, that nothing in this act shall apply to nor 
in any manner interfere with the business of any physician, or prevent him 
from supplying to his patients such articles as may seem to him proper, nor 
with the making or vending of patent or proprietary medicines, or medi- 
cines placed in sealed packages, with the name of the contents and of the 
pharmacists or physicians by whom prepared or compounded, nor with the 
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sale of the usual domestic remedies by retail dealers, nor with the exclu- 
sively wholesale busiuess of any dealers, except as hereinafter provided r 
And, provided, further, that no part of this section shall be so construed aft 
to give the right to any physician to furnish any intoxicating liquor as a 
beverage on prescriptions, or otherwise. 

Sbc. 18. No person shall add to or remove from any drug, medicine, 
chemical or pharmaceuti5al preparation, any ingredient or material for the 
purpose of adulteration or substitution, or which shall deteriorate the qual- 
ity, commercial value or medicinal effect, or which shall alter the nature or 
composition of such drug, medicine, chemical or pharmaceutical preparation 
so that it will not correspond to the recognized tests of identity or purity^ 
Any person who shall thus willfully adulterate or alter, or cause to be 
adulterated or altered, or shall sell or offer for sale any such adulterated or 
altered drug, medicine, chemical or pharmaceutical preparation, or any per- 
son who shall substitute, or cause to be substituted, one material for another, 
with the intention to defraud or deceive the purchaser, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and be liable to prosecution under this act. If convicted, he 
shall be liable to all the costs of the action and all the expenses incurred by 
the Board of Pharmacy ih connection therewith, and for the first offense be 
liable to a fine of not less than fifty dollars nor more than one hundred 
dollars, and for each subsequent offense a fine of not less than seventy-five 
nor more than one hundred and fifty dollars. On complaint being entered, 
the Board of Pharmacy is hereby empowered to employ an analyst or chem- 
ist expert, whose duty it shall be to examine into the so-called adulteration, 
substitution or alteration, and report upon the result of his investigation ; 
and if said report justify such action, the board shall duly cause the prose- 
cution of the offender, as provided by this law. 

Sec. 14. No person shall sell at retail any poisons commonly recog- 
nized as such, and especially aconite, arsenic, belladonna, biniodide of mer- 
cury, carbolic acid, chloral hydrate, chloroform, conium, corrosive sublimate, 
creasote, croton oil, cyanide of potassium, digitalis, hydrocyanic acid, lauda- 
num, morphine, nux vomica, oil of bitter almonds, opium, oxalic acid, strych- 
nine, sugar of lead, sulphate of zinc, white precipitate, red precipitate, 
without affixing to the box, bottle, vessel or package containing the same^ 
and to the wrapper or cover thereof a label bearing the name of the article, 
and the word '' poison " distinctly shown, with the name and place of busi- 
ness of the seller ; who shall not deliver any of said poisons to any person 
under the age of fifteen years, nor shall he deliver any of said poisons with- 
out satisfying himself that such poison is to be used for a legitimate purpose : 
Provided, that nothing herein contained shall apply to the dispensing of 
physicians' prescriptions of any of the poisons or articles aforesaid. Any 
person failing to comply with the requirements of this section shall be liable 
to a penalty of five dollars for each and every such offense. 

Sec. 15. All suits for the recovery of the several penalties prescribed 
in this act shall be prosecuted in the name of the *' People of the State of 
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Illinois," in any court having jurisdiction ; and it shall be the duty of the 
State's attorney of the county where such offense is committed, to prosecute 
all persons violating the provisions of this act, upon proper complaint being 
made. All penalties collected under the provisions of this act shall inure, 
one-half to the Board of Pharmacy, and the remainder to tfie school fund of 
the county in which the suit was prosecuted and judgment obtained.

OP THB 

ILLINOIS PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION 



THE CONSTITUTION. 

Abticlk I. 

This Association will be called the Illinois Pharmaceutical Associ- 
ation. 

Article II. 

The object of this organization shall be to promote the interests of 
pharmacy by urging the enactment of such laws as will be of mutual advan- 
tage to pharmacists and the public, by restricting the dispensing and sale of 
medicines to competent parties, to encourage a more thorough training of 
assistants, and, finally, to bring the pharmacists of this State into more 

intimate social relations. 

Article III. 

Section 1. This society shall consist of active and associate members. 

Sec 2. All registered pharmacists in the State of Illinois, whose names 
shall appear on the register of the Board of Pharmacy, shall be deemed 
members of the association. 

Sec 8. Pharmacists, chemists, wholesale druggists, pharmaceutical 

journalists, and other persons interested in the welfare of this Association 

who may be thought worthy of the distinction, may be elected associate 

members. They shall not, however, be eligible to office or vote at the 

meetings. 

Article IV. 

The officers of this Association shall be a President and three Vice- 
Presidents, a Permanent Secretary, a Local Secretary (to be selected from 
place of next meeting), a Treasurer, and an Executive Committee consisting 
of one member from each Congressional District in the State (and of which 
committee the President, Secretary and Treasurer shall be ex-officio mem- 
bers), all of whom shall be elected annually by ballot, and shall hold office 
until the election of their successors. 

Article V. 

Section 1. The President, or in his absence or inability to serve, the 
Vice-Presidents in their order, shall preside at all meetings of the Associ 
ation, call special meetings at the written request of twenty-five members. 
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shall present at each annual meeting a report on the affairs of the Associ- 
ation, and perform such other duties as pertain to the office. 

Sec. 2. The Secretary shall keep a record of all the proceedings of the 
. Association. He shall read all communications, conduct all correspondence 
of the Association, at each annual meeting render a report of the duties 
performed by him since the last annual meeting, and, in conjunction with 
the- ExecHtive Committee, shall superintend such publications as the Asso- 
ciation shall direct. He shall notify members of committees of their appoint- 
ment and election, and furnish each member of the committee with the 
names of their associates on said committees. He shall receive and collect 
all moneys for the Association, giving receipts for the yarious amounts. 
Keep a correct account thereof, and pay the same to the Treasurer, taking 
his receipt therefor. He shall give a sufficient bond, subject to the approval 
of the Executive Committee. 

Sbo. 3. The Treasurer shall have charge of all the funds of the Asso- 

; elation, for which he shall be personally responsible, shall be authorized to 

pay all bills when countersigned by the President, and report the state of the 

treasury, when called upon by the Executive Committee. He shall give a 

sufficient bond, subject to the approval of the Executive Committee. 

Sbc. 4. It shall be the duty of the Secretary and Treasurer to turn over 
to their successors, without unnecessary delay, all papers and property of 
the Association committed to their care. 

Sec. 5. The Executive Committee shall have full power to act for, and 
have general charge of the affairs of the Association in the intervals of the 
sessions of the Association, provided that the action of such committee 
shall not contravene instructions of the Association, and its action may at 
any time be overruled by the Association. The committee shall organize 
by the adoption of rules, and with such officers and committees as it shall 
deem desirable or necessary. Nine members shall constitute a quorum. 

Abticlb VI. 

This Association may establish for its future government and regulation 

such by-laws not in conflict with this constitution, as may be deemed proper 

and desirable. 

Abticlb VII. 

Every proposition to alter or amend this constitution shall be submitted 
in writing and received at an annual meeting, and may be voted for at the 
next annual meeting, when, upon receiving the votes of three- fourths of 
^the members present, it shall become a part of this constitution. 
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THE BY-LAWS. 



Abticlb I. 
Twenty-fiye members shall constitute a quorum. 

Article II. 

On the payment of one dollar by any member of this Association, he 

-flhall receive a certificate of membership, which shall be issued by the 

^Secretary. 

Article III. 

Section 1. The President shall, before the close of each annual meet- 
ing, appoint the following committee (of which he shall be an ex-officio 
member), each to consist of three members, viz. : Committee on Matters of 
'Trade Interests, Committees on Papers and Queries, Committee on Legis- 
lation, Committee on Board of Pharmacy Records, and Committee on 
Prize Essays. 

Seo. 2. The Committee on Trade Interests shall report at each annual 
meeting such observations and information upon that subject as may seem 
to them of interest to the Association. 

Sec. 3. The Committee on Papers and Queries shall prepare and pre- 
sent, near the close of each annual meeting, a number of questions of 
scientific or practical interest, and invite members of this Association and 
other persons as they deem proper, to prepare and present answers to the 
questions, or upon other subjects of interest to the profession. 

It shall be the province of the committee to receive and examine all 
papers being answers to^queries, or volunteer papers which are presented 
and intended to be read at the meetings. It shall also be the duty of the 
•committee to determine at each annual meeting the order in which the papers 
presented to the Association shall be read. 

Sec. 4. The Committee on Prize Essays shall examine such papers as 
may be presented and read before this Association. They shall determine 
which, if any of them, shall be of sufficient merit to justify the award of the 
prize or prizes offered by or through this Association. Such award or 
awards shall be made within six months after the meeting at which the 
papeis or essays were read, and at which said committee was appointed. 

Sec. 5. The award of prizes by the Committee on Prize Essays shall 
be determined with regard to the usefulness, originality, and other merits of 
the paper, essay or work presented ; but no prize shall be awarded except in 
cases where the original work actually performed, or the practical utility of 
the additions to knowledge are of sufficient importance in the opinion of the 
committee to merit such reward. The decisions of the Committee on Prize 
Essays shall be final, and the names and addresses of the recipients of prizes 
shall, together with their papers or essays, be furnished to the pharmaca 
Journals for publication. 
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Sbc. 6. The Committee on Legislation shall keep a record of, and com- 
pile for reference, the enactments of the different States regulating the 
practice of pharmacy and the sale of medicines. They shall report at each 
annual meeting of the Association what legislation on the subject has 
occurred during the year, and what additional legislation shall be desirable 
in this State. 

Sxc. 7. The Committee on Board of Pharmacy Records, created by 
invitation of the Board of Phsrniacy, shall, at such time as it shall elect, 
and at least annually, inspect the Records, Books, and Examination Papers 
of the Illinois Board of Pharmacy, and shall annually report thdr observa- 
tions to this Association, with such suggestions and recommendations as 
said committee may deem available. 

Articlb IV. 

Section 1. These By-laws shall not be suspended without the consent 
of two-thirds of the members present. 

Sec. 2. Any amendment to these By-Laws must be made in writing, 
read before the Association at one sitting, and laid over to a subsequent 
sitting, when, upon receiving ihe votes of two-thirds of the members present, 
it shall become a part of these By-Laws. 

Article V. 

All papers read before the Association shall be referred to the Executive 
Committee, and shall, by their consent and under their direction, be published. 

Articlk VI. 

The Proceedings of the Association, the Roll of Officers, Committees, 
and Members shall be published annually, under the supervision of the 
Secretary and Executive Committee, and a copy of the Proceedings sent to 
each member of the Association. 

Article VII. 

Any member may be expelled for improper conduct, or any officer 
removed from office for violating the Constitution or By-Laws ; but no per- 
son shall be expelled or removed except by a two-thirds vote of all the 
members present at a regular meeting, and after he shall have been given 
an opportunity to be heard in his own defense. 

Article VIII. 

Nominees for the State Board of Pharmacy shall be elected in the fol- 
lowing manner : At each annual meeting of the Association, twenty-five 
registered pharmacists of the State, having the qualifications as prescribed 
by the pharmacy law, shall be selected by the Association, the names of 
said twenty-five members shall be forwarded by the Secretary to all regis- 
tered pharmacists in the State, with the request that from such members, or 
others as said pharmacists shall severally prefer, five members shall be 
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selected and their names transmitted to the Secretary. From the five mem- 
bers receiving the highest number of votes cast in the aggregate, the Associ- 
ation may, at its next annual meeting, elect three members whose names 
shall be submitted to the Governor as nominees of the Association, as required 
by the State Pharmacy Act. 

Abticlb I£. 

The Association invites manufacturers and others to exhibit at the 
annual meeting, crude drugs, chemical, pharmaceutical preparations and 
such objects as possess a general scientific or special pharmaceutical interest. 

Article X. 
The Order of Business shall be as follows : 

1. Reading the minutes. 

2. Applications for membership. 

3. Election of members. 

4. President's address. 

5. Reports of officers and committees. * 

6. Unfinished business. 

7. Election of officers. 

8. New business. 

9. Installment of officers elect. 
10. Adjournment. 
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PROCEEDINGS. 



FIRST DAY — Afternoon Session. 

The Association convened in a tent, erected for the purpose, 
on the shore of the Kankakee River, near Hotel Riverview, and 
was called to order at Two p. m., by the President, Mr. A. A. 
Culver, of Momence. 

The President — Owing to the absence of Mayor Letour- 
neau, who is to deliver the welcoming address, we will proceed to 
the next order of business, which is the reception of visiting 
delegates, and the Mayor will deliver his address when he 
arrives. On behalf of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association, 
I take pleasure in welcoming whoever may be here as visiting 
delegates from other associations, and extend to them the privi- 
lege of the tent, and also ask them to feel at liberty to take part 
in any of our discussions that may come up. 

The first order of business is the report of the Committee 
on Arrangements and Entertainment. 

The Secretary — The chairman, Mr. Shinkle, is unavoid- 
ably absent. The other members of the committee are Messrs. 
Martin, Schubert, Green, and myself. Inasmuch as Mr. Schu- 
bert and myself are the only ones present of the committee, I 
suppose it would devolve upon me to make a synopsis of the 
report. 

The Committee on Entertainment held a meeting here last 
July, when there were present Messrs. Green, Schubert, Martin 
and myself, of the committee, as well as a number of the drug- 
gists of Chicago and the local druggists. We decided upon 
having a tent, and holding the meeting in this open space here. 
Under instructions of the Association last year, we formulated 
a programme which required an expenditure of some $200. 
Inasmuch as the Association, in coming here to Kankakee, had 
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stipulated that the members in attendance were to defray the 
expenses of the meeting, we were authorized to make this 
expenditure, and therefore recommend that every member in 
-Attendance contribute one dollar to the entertainment fund ; for 
this they will receive the badge as a souvenir, the programme, 
and, if they have ladies or others of their family with them, 
they will have one of' the medals and programmes for each one, 
for the payment of one single dollar. Of course visitors are 
•exempted from paying towards these expenses. The committee 
believes that in this way we will be able to secure sufficient money 
to pay for the expenses that we have been at in getting up 
this programme, which has amounted to about $220, the expense 
of the tent being considerable, as well as the music and other 
arrangements. We have also secured some cash contributions 
from wholesale druggists of Chicago, as you will notice upon 
the programme, which will help us out. We have also secured 
about twenty-five lots of prizes, of an aggregate value of proba- 
bly $200. These prizes will be bestowed upon the winners, 
and, in some cases, even upon the losers of the various games 
which you will find described in the programme. And I must 
say that the ladies have not been forgotten, as there are three 
races for the ladies on the programme, and several more I 
believe have been formulated afterward. 

It is not necessary for me to go into details with reference to 
the entertainments as described in the programme, nor shall I 
now go into the details of the expense ; that will be furnished 
afterward, or to the Executive Committee. The Entertain- 
ment Committee only desires that as each member signs the 
-constitution, that he contribute one dollar to the Local Secretary 
or his representative, and in doing so the Local Secretary or his 
representative will credit him with the amount right on the 
book, in order that we may keep track of it in that way, just as 
well as by keeping a separate account. 

The Committee on Entertainment has also, in connection 
with the Secretary, arranged for transportation and accommoda- 
tions here. In case that the crowd that will arrive here probably 
to-morrow morning should be too great to be accommodated at 
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the Hotel Kiverview, there is no doubt that accommodations 
will be provided in the other hotels in the city, and also at some 
outside places. It has also arranged transportation facilities to 
secure the usual reduction of one and one-third fare on the 
certificate plan, and I hope that all of jou, especially those that 
come from a distance that have bought first-class tickets to 
Chicago or Kankakee, have taken a receipt for it, and that, after 
the close of the session, you will take this receipt to the Local 
Secretary, Mr. Frank Fries, to countersign the certificate, so 
that upon presentation of the certificate to the various railroad 
offices you will be entitled to return for one-third the regular 
fare. Heretofore there has time and again been some difficulty 
with reference to this reduction — that the Chicago & Alton and 
other roads have not consented to return the delegates for one- 
third regular fare. I hope this year there will be no such com- 
plaint. We have received the authorization from nearly all the 
railroads in the State of Illinois, but this reduction only applies 
to the railroads within the State of Illinois. The regular rate, 
as you all know, from Chicago to Kankakee and return, is $2.25 
for a ticket good for thirty days ; there is no certificate required 
for this, as this is an excursion rate. 

I will only say further, that for this evening there is arranged 
a ball and reception at the Hotel Kiverview ; to-morrow night 
there will be a musicale and soiree, arranged by local talent, 
which has also been recently added to by a distinguished visitor 
from abroad, the celebrated Professor Hussung, of St. Louis, 
who will give a character imj^ersonation that will no doubt be 
highly appreciated. Thursday afternoon there will be a steam- 
boat ride on the river, and the games, pastimes, and so on, will, 
of course, be sprinkled in between times in the afternoon and 
evening. That is all that the Committee On Entertainment 
and Arrangements have got to report now. If anything comes 
up during the course of the session we shall advise the members 
of it. I would suggest that the earlier the members sign the 
constitution and provide themselves with the badges, the more 
quickly will the work of the Committee on Entertainment be 
facilitated. 
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A motion that the report of the Committee on Arrangements 
and Entertainment be received and placed on file was adopted. 

The Second Vice-President, Mr. Andrew Scherer, was called 
to the chair, while President Calver read the following address: 

ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT CULVER. 

FeUow Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association: 

* It is with great pleasure that I greet you tO'day, and welcome you to 
this the twelfth annual meeting of our Association. We meet as usual for the 
object, principally, of discussing questions of interest to our profession and 
business, and incidentally for the purpose of renewing: acquaintanceship 
and enjoying the social features generally of the occasion. Our Committee 
on Order of Business have, very wisely, I belieT^;- concluded to change the 
<iustomary plan of holding two sessions <^ach day during our meeting to that 
of one session, this commencing at 9 a. m., and closing at 1 p. m. 

This I believe, will give us sufficient time for the regular order of busi- 
nesa, provided we keep out of our discussions questions that are unimpor- 
tant, and alAo provides liberal time in which to enjoy the'SOcial features that 
our Comijiitteei of. Arrangements intend shall be quite prominent at this 
meeting. I will not attempt to review the doings of the pharmaceutical 
world since o.ur meeting of last year, for in this resf»ect, no doubt, you are all 
well informed through reading the many excellent journals published for 
this purpose, but wilL in accordance with an established custom, present for 
your consideration a few suggestions upon questions that 1 believe are of 
sufficient importance for discussion. .:i 

CUTTIW^O OP PRICES IN TPROPHlAi'ARt MEblCINRS.^ 

As I believe this subject to be uppermost in t^e. minds of most pharma- 
oists at present, I will, speak of it first. Wh,l)e the cutter of prices in most 
lines of goods can be dealt, with by empJloy^i^g the. ordinary methods of 
business competition, no plan has as yet been (ievised., or if devised has 
never been successfully carried out, that will prevent cutting of prices in 
proprietary medicines. No man has a moral right to injure his neigh bor, 
but in a sense has a legal right to do so, and unless this state of affairs be 
ohanged by some wise dispensation of Providence, the cutting of prices will 
■continue as long as selfish men can deceive the public as to the value of 
other goods by using this as a device. ^ ' 

I believe, however, that to quite an extent we dan control the evil, and 
the only plan that to me seems a feasible one is now being tried, that where- 
by the cutter is prevented from obtaining goods, the manufactdrier and 
jobber to not sell any but the legitimate trade. This plan, if made general 
by the co-operation of all concerned, will as nearly solve the cut price 
problem, I believe, as any that can be devised. We have the tight to 
demand of the manufacturer and wholesaler, whose business and consequent 
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profit comes from the retail druggist, that they adopt this plan and carry it- 
out to the best of their ability. County and other organizations of druggists- 
throughout the State, would aid largely in carrying out this plan, and at 
the same time be a source of strength to the State Association in many 
ways. The wholesale trade, through these local organizations, would be- 
QOtified more promptly of the location of cutters than it would if left to 
indiyidual druggists, more interest in pharmacy generally would be deyel- 
oped, and our pharmacy law more enthusiastically supported. 

LEGISLATION. 

It is not my object to usurp the duties of the Committee on Legislation, 
but under this subject I have a few words to say in regard to our pharmacy 
law. Whether it is policy or not at this time to bring up the subject of' 
amendments to our pharmacy law, I will leave to the discretion of the mem- 
bers present. I believe, however, that the sooner we can blot out the clause* 
that allows one with five years' experience only to become a registered 
pharmacist, the sooner we will be rid of one of the most ridiculous features 
ever introduced into a pharmacy law. The annual registration fee should 
also be made a somewhat larger sum, an amount at least sufficient to cover 
the current expense of the Association, so that coming administrations will 
not be put to their wits end on the question of finances. 

I believe no member would object to a small advance in the fee, and our 
Association would be placed on a sound financial basis. 

I wish to congratulate the Association upon the fact that the proposed 
amendment to our pharmacy law, whereby physicians could register as- 
pharmacists without examination, failed to pass at the last session of our* 
legislature. 

No doubt similar attempts to make this law a farce will be made from-, 
time to time, and we should be ready at all times to prevent such attempts- 
f rom becoming successful. 

The pharmacist has nothing to fear from the educated, intelligent phy- 
sician, for he who would register as a pharmacist without examination, does* 
not belong to this class, but to the species who obtain their supply of castor 
oU, from trees, and who still believe that "a pint's a pound the world 
around." 

BOABD OF PHABXACT. 

The committee on Board of Pharmacy records will no doubt make a- 
report covering the action of the board during the past year, but there are 
some questions I would like to notice in this connection, that this committee- 
will probably not touch upon. The Board of Pharmacy of Illinois takes 
high rank among similar organizations in the United States, and in their 
construction of the law and its administration the board is deserving of 
much credit The new feature in examinations, as yet only adopted in part 
by the board, that of requiring applicants to pass a thorough, practical ex- 
aaiination in addition to the one in theory, can not, in my opinion, be too highly 
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commended, and I hope this plan will soon be made general. Our pharmacy 
law was designed for the purpose of insuring to the people of this State, a 
class of pharmacists of broader education and better professional skill than 
the past had produced, and at the same time to protect the skilled pharma- 
cist against the competition of men not fitted for the profession. During 
the ten years that our law has been in force, our Boards of Pharmacy hare 
preferred to put a rather liberal construction upon its yarious sections until 
all fully understood and appreciated its real object before enforcing it in a 
literal sense. This I believe was right, and creditable to the intelligence of 
the board, and according to the spirit of American institutions ; but now that 
all concerned must surely understand the full meaning and scope of the law^ 
is it not time to commence drawing the lines closer by asking the board to 
demand of applicants a higher order of skill than has been required hereto- 
fore, in order that in the f utare the supply of registered pharmacists may no' 
exceed the demand. It was suggested by the President of one of our Stat% 
Pharmaceutical Associations, in his annual address last year, that his Asso- 
ciation, through a competent committee, prescribed a course of study in 
which all applicants for registration must be well advanced before being 
allowed to practice pharmacy, that it was not enough to say that the candi- 
date should pass a satisfactory examixiation, but t^e Assodatioh should lay 
down the subjects upon which he shall be examined. I believe that this 
plan, if adopted by this Association, would result in great good. It would 
relieve the Pharmacy Board from blame in many instances, and throw the 
responsibility of their actions upon the Association where it belongs. It 
would cut down th« dupply of registered pharmacists to somewhere near the 
actual demand, thereby lessening competition in the future, and pave the 
way for the ideal pharmacy law that must have ideal pharmacists to sup- 
port it. 

The importance also of having our Pharmacy Board composed of men 
qualified for the position, not only by education, but in general good char- 
acter, must not be underestimated, and I would suggest that in voting for 
nominees to fill vacancies on the board, that members be extremely careful in 
their selection of candidates, and to cast their votes for men of whose ability 
and character they have no doubt. Noth with standing the high rank ef the 
board in the past, let us make it still better each year if possible, for upon 
this body do we depend for the proper regulation of Pharmacy within our 
State. 

SALB OF INTOXTGATINO LIQUORS. 

At the risk of being called a crank I will notice this subject. We find 
drug stores occasionally that are but little better than so-called doggeries, 
the whisky interest taking the lead to such an extent that the identity of 
the pharmacy is lost. In almost every community there is a class who, when 
a " little under the weather," find the symptoms indicate whisky, and the 
druggist who is* willing to cater to the demand of this class fills the 
prescription. I believe this practice cannot be too strongly condemned aii 
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it not only is a discredit to the one most concerned, but has its effect upon 
the reputable druggist also, who is often classed in the same category with 
the whisky seller. Without going into the subject any further, I will sug- 
gest that this Association put itself on record as disapproving of the illegal 
sale of intoxicating liquor. 

8B0RETABT. PERMANBNT, BTC. 

It has been suggested to me that in view of the great amount of work 
imposed upon the Secretary of our Association, that we provide for a 
Recording Secretary also, making the Secretary of the Pharmacy Board the 
permanent officer, the work being divided between the two. Notwith- 
standing the busy life of our present Secretary, Prof. Hallberg, he has found 
time to attend to the duties of this office in all its details, and has performed 
the same with credit to himself and I hope with satisfaction to all. In order 
to settle the question of having an additional Secretary, I would suggest that 
the past Secretaries who may be present, as well as the present one, be 
asked to give us their views upon the question. 

. . AMBNDMBNTS TO CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS. 

I recommend that Sections 2 and 8, Article V, of the Constitution, be 
amended in such a way that the Secretary and Treasurer shall be required 
Xo complete their bonds and forward same to the President for his approval, 
within sixty days after their election to office. As the Oonstitation now 
istands, the Executive Committee approves the bonds of these officers, and 
as this committee often does not meet for seversLl months after the annual 
meeting, the Treasurer has, on several occiEtsions, not received the funds of 
the Association until more than one-half of his term of office had expired. 

Article III, Section 1, of By Laws, should be amended so that the Presi- 
dent may appoint the committee named in the section at some other time 

than ju6t before the close of the annual meeting.

PLACE OP MEETING.

> Personally I favor a permanent place for pur annual meetings, but in 
fact that MfQ )iaye never as yet visited the northwestern section of this State, 
^nd as by mutual consent the meeting of 1893 will be in Chicago, we might 
visit this section in 1892, selecting, say Rock Island as the point of meeting, 
and then, after the Chicago meeting, settle upon some permanent place. I 
will leave this question for the members to decide. 

CLOSING. 

During the past year I have been anxious to fulfill all the duties required 
of me as President of the Association, but from my inability to discharge 
the same properly, I have no doubt, in many ways, failed to meet your 
expectations. I wish to express my appreciation, however, of the honor you 
confe^rred upon me in making me your presiding officer, and my gratitude 
to both officers and memberti for the many kindnesses and favors shown 
me during my administration. I earnestly hope the meeting of 1891 will, in 
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many respects, be an eventful one in the history of our Association, and be 
marked by that cordial good fellowship that should exist between men who 
have met for the purpose of advancing the interests of the profession they 
love^ and the Association in which we Iiave a common interest and a com- 
mon pride. Assuming that this feeling will exist, and that the work per- 
formed at this meeting will redound to our credit iildividually and collec- 
tively, I shall go to my home at the close of the meeting, feeling that, in 
many respects, the past year has been one of the most pleasant and profita- 
ble of my whole life. [Applause]. 

A tootion that the President's address be referred to a com- 
mittee of three, to be appointed by the chair, was seconded and 
carried ; and the following were appointed on such committee : 
Mr. Feldkamp of Chicago ; Mr. Reed of Lincoln, and Mr. Sohr- 
beck of Moline. 

The President (resuming the chair) — I would like to make 
a request in connection with this appointing of committees — 
that each committee, as soon after its appointment as possible, 
would take the work they have in hand and attend to it, and 
report at the earliest opportunity. It helps the business of the 
meetings a great deal, and it is quite important that it should be 
attended to in this way. 

On motion, the reading of the minutes of the previous meet- 
ing was dispensed with, and the report of the Secretary called for. 

The Secretary — Gentlemen, owing to the physical eiForts 
connected with the Committee of Entertainment and Arrange- 
ment^ I have been unable to make this report of the Secretary 
as elaborate and comprehensive as I otherwise might, so that 
you will have to, for once at least, bear with me in case this is 
not as great in scope as the occasion warrants. 

REPORT OF SECRETARY. 

To tM Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association: 

Gentlemen, — Shortly after the meeting last year the President 
appointed the members of the various committees and delegates, which 
were not, according to the Constitution, appointed before adjournment. 

The various members being notified and acceptances being received in 
most cases, two thousand letter-heads were printed with list of all standing 
committees and delegates, and about one half of these distributed to the 
chairmen of the committees, the President, Treasurer, etc. The fact that 
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the thousand in the hands of the Secretary were not sufficient to meet the- 
demands of the correspondence, indicates the amount of work required to 
keep the Association moving. 

As soon as the copy of the report of the 1880 wtmBtmg wias received 
from the stenographer it was sent to the Secretary of the Board of Phar- 
macy at Springfield, the copy of the 1889 meeting having in the meanwhile 
undergone considerable revision, having been previously forwarded. The 
printing having been arranged for by the Board of Pharmacy at a cost of 
six hundred dollars for four thousand copies, comprising the reports of two 
meetings, the publication was issued soon after January 1, 1891. Because 
of the work being done at such distance, all proof having been sent by 
mail, caused considerable delay, and some typographical errors in the 
report. The list of Associate Members was inadvertently omitted. Inas- 
much as it required two hundred dollars for postage in sending a copy of 
the Report to every registered pharmacist in the State, it was suggested at 
the meeting of the Executive Committee that the members of the General 
Assembly would gladly send them out free, and the suggestion was adopted 
except so far as it related to Chicago. The Secretary and local offlcera 
undertook the distribution. in the city, aided by the wholesale druggists. 
About one hundred copies were sent out to the pharmaceutical journals and 
secretaries of other Associations. The proposition with reference to the 
members of the Assembly proving impracticable, the Secretary of the Board 
of Pharmacy advanced one hundred and twenty-five dollars for postager 
on those undelivered. The reports are, no doubt, fairly distributed through- 
out the State by this time. By direction of the President, the Executive 
Committee was called together for a meeting, January 14, more than a 
quorum being present. The chief business transacted was the selection of 
nominees for the vacancy on the Board of Pharmacy, January 1, 1892, of 
which a full report will be rendered.

Because of the meeting of the American Pharmaceutical Association at 
an earlier date than usual and long before our annual meeting, there are 
two sets of delegates who have not reported. President Culver appointed, 
at the close of our meeting last year, the foUowiiig delegates to attend the 
American Pharmaceutical Association meeting at Old Point Comfort, Vir- 
ginia, August 1st, last year: Messrs. A. E. Ebert, Chairman; Hallberg, Old- 
berg, Chicago; Hogan, Englewood; and Biroth, Blue Island. For the 
American Pharmaceutical Association meeting in New Orleans, in April 
last, the following were appointed : Messrs. Ebert, Chairman; Oldberg, 
Hogan ; Hattenhauer, Peru, and Zimmerman, Peoria. There was a full 
delegation at each session except in the case of Mr. Biroth. 

Several State Associations are contemplating revising their membership 
plan upon that of our Association. That of New Jersey, the oldest Pharma- 
ceutical Association in America, has been considering it for some time. 
There is but little doubt but that if we can solve the financial question, our 
plan would be preferable to any other. 

Because of the expense of fifty dollars required, there has been na 
general circular issued to the pharmacists of the State with reference to* 
this meeting, but the pharmaceutical journals, especially the Reffistered 
Pharmacist, the Western Druggist, and Meyers Brothers' Druggist, of St. 
Louis, have kept the fact constantly before their readers, while the latter, 
through our worthy member. Prof. Whelpley, has actively circulated the 
slips calling attention to the meeting. In this we have been aided by the 
wholesale druggists of Chicago, and the Secretary of the Board of Phar- 
macy. It is to be regretted that any one should endeavor to detract from 
the general harmony of the occasion by circulating gauzy rumors about the 
way the meetings have been conducted in the past. As one who has 
attended many meetings I can assure the members, if there should be any 
necessity for it, that our meetings, while sometimes lively in their discus- 
sions, have always been carried on in a decorous and respectable manner. 
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After the reading of the regular report the Secretary read 
extracts from a circular received from the Department of Chem- 
istry of the Agricultural Department at Washington, and stated 
that a meeting of the National Wholesale Drug Association 
would be held at Louisville, on the 23d of September, to which 
this Association is requested to send delegates.

The President — Next in order is the report of the Executive 
Committee. 

The Secretary then read the following: 
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MEETING EXBCCJTIVE COMMITTEE. 

Chicago, January 14, 1891. 

The meeting of the Executive Committee of the Illinois Pharmaceutical 

Association was called to order by President A. A. Culver, of Momence, in 

Parlor M, Sherman House, Chicago, January 14, 8 p. if. The calling of the 

ToU of the members of the Executive Committee showed the following to 

be present :

Dyson, Bloom- 
ington ; Treasurer A. L. Moody of Lockport. The following members of 
Committees: Messrs. Ebert, Martin, Frerksen, Fleischer, Schubert, Day, 
and L. C. Hogan, and T. N. Jamieson of the Board of Pharmacy, and the 
: Secretary. 

A quorum being present the regular order of business was called for. 

Upon motion, it was ordered that the Secretary and Treasurer be re- 
•quired to file a bond in the sum of $500 each, to be approved by the Presi- 
dent on behalf of the committee. 

The Secretary reported the work performed by him since the meeting, 
consisting of notifying members of their appointment on committees, etc. 

Nominees for Board of Pharmacy, to be voted on by mail, for vacancy 
occuring December 81, 1891, had been received from twelve out of twenty 
' districts. 

The report of the Proceedings of 1889-90 had been printed and ready 
for delivery December 15, 1890. Copies had been sent to other State Associ- 
ations and the journals. Some means should be devised to defray the 
expense of distributing the copies to the 4000 registered pharmacists of the' 
state, requiring $200. The Board of Pharmacy had paid nearly $600 for 
printing and binding the report, and could, perhaps, not be expected this 
year to do more. 

The Treasurer, Mr. Moody, reported having received seventy-nine dollars 
from the Board of Pharmacy, the balance due December 81, after all expen- 
ses of the Board and the cost of report had been paid. The former Treas- 
urer, Mr. Dyson, reported thirty-three dollars in treasury, to be turned over 
to his successor upon the latter filing a bond as provided in the Constitution. 

The Secretary reported the following bills, and was ordered to draw an 
order on the Treasurer for the relative amounts :

Suggestion approved, and the Secretary of the Board to take the matter ^ 
in charge. 

The 1,000 copies of Report in possession of the Secretary to be deliv- 
ered in Chicago, and the expense defrayed by the Chicago members of the 
committee. It was so ordered. 

The nominees for the Board of Pharmacy as far as received was read, 
and after having been added to by members present whose districts were not 
already represented, were approved, and the Secretary instructed to have the 
vacancies remaining named by correspondence with niembers of the com- 
mittee not heard from.

C. S. Hallbbrg, tieereta/ry. 

A motion that the report of the Executive Committee be 
received and placed on file was seconded and carried. 

The President — ^This completes the order of business for 
this afternoon. 

The Secretary — Mr. Chairman, the Local Secretary has 
gone after the Mayor ; he said he would be back here in a short 
time. I move that there be a recess of five minutes to give the 
members a chance to register. 

The President — Mr. Cobb, it has been suggested to me that 
we ask you to address a few words to the Associatioti. The 
Mayor, from some cause, did not appear. 

Mr. Cobb — Do you want tbat 1 should like to play Mayor 
for a few minutes ? 
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The President — We should like to hear from you. I will 
introduce to you, gentlemen, Mr. Emory Cobb, of Kankakee. 

Mb. Oobb — Gentlemen, this is quite unexpected, and, as I 
am not in the habit of making speeches, yon must not expect 
too much of me. I know very little about medicine, as I have 
made it a rule in my life to give the doctors a very wide berth. 
It just came to my notice a few moments ago that there was a 
hitch in the proceedings. I am a very busy man, but if I had 
known anything about this, that there had been no one arranged 
to meet you and give you a welcome, I should have tried to 
have done something in that way myself, or procured some one 
to do it properly. 

Now, gentlemen, you all know that as far as our people are 
concerned, we are very glad to see you ; we are very glad to 
encourage you in your work. We are delighted to think you 
have favored us with your presence again. This is the second 
time, and the State Board met here once. I feel, myself very 
much mortified and chagrined that you have not been better 
received, and I will do what I can from this time on to make it 
agreeable and pleasant for you. I do not know that I can say 
very much more. I have an engagement at the bank at half- 
past three— my hours at the bank are between half-past three 
and four — probably it will be just as well for me not to be 
there ; somebody might ask me for a discount which I would 
not want to give him, but as I was just starting out I hope you 
will excuse me. If there is anything which I can do for you I 
shall be very glad to do it. (Applause). 

The Pbesident — I want to thank Mr. Cobb, on behalf of the 
Association, and extend to him the courtesies of the meeting. 

Mb. Ebebt — Mr. President, it seems well at this time that 
you call upon the .committees that are expected to report to* 
morrow, asking them, at least, if they are here, whether there 
are any reports from them, so that the Committee on Business 
might best arrange for it. You have a programme already 
laid out for to*morrow, but it is well enough to know what 
reports are in, so we can arrange our business for to-morrow in 
some way, and not take up a great deal of time in waiting for a 
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report when we might know to-day whether it is to be expected 
or not. It seems to me that we are to have a great amount of 
work to-morrow, and it appears to me that it would be well to 
have some of these reports read to-day. Unless yon have 
arranged for some amusement this afternoon we might take up 
considerable time by hearing some of these reports. 

The President — What reports do you refer to ? 

Mb. Ebbbt — Reports of delegates to the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association, reports of the Committee on Legislation, 
etc. The proper thing is to have the Chairman or Secretary 
call on the chairmen of these committees — or does the Secretary 
know of those who are ready to report? Then it would be 
quite well to have the Secretary report to us. 

The Seobetary — If the President will allow me, I will say 
that this has been formulated with reference to the time at our 
disposal and to the time that the various members of these com- 
mittees would be present. I am sorry to say that not a single 
chairman of the committees that are to report to-morrow, with 
the exception of the report of delegates to associations, is 
present. Neither the Committee on Legislation, Papers and 
Queries, or Trade and Commercial Interests, is present here 
to-day. As far as I have heard, Mr. Frisbee will undoubtedly 
be here to-morrow and make his report on Legislation. I believe 
that Mr. Hiss will be here and make his report on Papers and 
Queries, — that is, on the eleven o'clock train, — and Mr. Smith, of 
Decatur, I expected to see here this afternoon, but he has not 
come yet. But we have not filled up the programme of to-day. 
The reception of delegates means also that we hear from the 
delegates. It is well enough to receive them, now let us hear 
from them, and after having heard from the delegates from the 
outside states, then let us proceed — I would suggest — to the 
reports of delegates to other associations, which is the first part 
of the programme for to-morrow. 

The Pbesident — Gentlemen, we have our old friend. Dr. 
Whelpley here from Missouri, and I know that we would all be 
very glad to hear from him. I would like to ask the Doctor to 
address us. 
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Dr. Whblplby (greeted with applause) — Mr. President and 
members of the Illinois State Pharmaceutical Association, I 
have attended so many of your meetings, and been present so 
often with you on these occasions, that I scarcely feel as if I 
was in a position to address you as a delegate from another 
state. ' It is true that I am a member of the Missouri Pharma- 
ceutical Association — I think I am in good standing, I think I 
received a receipt from the Treasurer a short time ago — but 
while I am a member of the Missouri State Pharmaceutical 
Association by virtue of my habitation, at the same time I am 
a member of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association by associa- 
tion, — I am an associate member. If I were an extempor- 
aneous speaker in the sense required to speak here in this man- 
ner, I might follow the good example set by your delegates to 
our association. Although I am an extemporaneous speaker, 
it is when something spurs me for the moment to make an 
extemporaneous speech ; but when I have to get up for the sake 
of making an extemporaneous speech, I need it written out 
beforehand. I can say to you though, that we had a representa- 
tion of the Illinois State Pharmaceutical Association at our 
meeting at Excelsior Springs last June, for the first time in the 
history of the two associations. The Illinois organization and 
the Missouri State association are both about the same age, and 
have worked along year after year side by side, and this is the 
first time that we have had the hand crossed from the Illinois 
side to the Missouri side ; and I must say, that if your delega- 
tion from this State enjoyed our meeting as well as we enjoyed 
having them with us, there is no question but that great good 
will result from the meeting in that direction. There were 
questions of groat interest to the association brought up, but I 
do not know as it is proper to bring them up at this time. I 
always feel free, Mr. President, to speak in this Association on 
any question when it comes up, and you may hear from me 
again frequently as occasion may arise. I can assure you that 
after this small beginning in the way of a delegation from Illi- 
nois, it should be increased in a geometrical ratio, and as years 
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pass by yon should continue to send ]arger and larger delega- 
tions, because we have* plenty of room in Missouri to receive 
you, and our arms are large — we will receive you with large and 
open arms. (Applause). 

The President — We have also with us a distinguished phar- 
macist from Wisconsin, Mr. Max Gessler. 

Mb. Gessler, being greeted with applause, spoke as follows r 
Mr. President, I did not think I would be called upon ta speak^ 
or I should have stayed outside and played lawn tennis. I am 
not a distinguished pharmacist any more — I am an ex-pharma- 
cist. I do not know whether to say I am glad or I am sorry ;. 
I think I am sorry. I never attended these meetings here be- 
fore, but I am glad to see such a large attendance. I am not 
very well versed in the proceedings of the state meetings, as it 
was only a year ago that I attended one for the first time in 
Wisconsin, but I took greater interest in the one we had a few^ 
weeks ago in Milwaukee. As long as my predecessors have 
made an apology, I won't make one ; but I am in about the same 
boat as they are, and I must say, that this is the very first time 
that I have been called upon in public to say something, and I 
am afraid if I would say a great deal I would consume too much 
time, and somebody might fall asleep ; if 1 say very little, they 
might say, Well,' Mr. Gessler don't say very much, so I think 
the best thing I can do is to say nothing. (Applause). 

The Secretary — Mr. President, I have to report that the 
Mayor will be down on the next car. 

A Member — May 1 ask how often the cars run ? (Laughter). 

The President — As we have plenty of time while waiting^ 
for the Mayor to arrive, I think we had better go to the order 
of business of to-morrow and take up the reports of delegates. 
We will hear from the chairman of the Committee of Delegate*^ 
to the American Pharmaceutical Association. Mr. Ebert, I 
believe, is the chairman. 

Mr. Ebert — I have a report in the hotel ; if you have some 
State delegations to hear from, I will go after it while you are 
hearing the others. 
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Thb Pbesidknt — We will hear the report of delegates to the 
l^ational Wholesale Druggists Association, if the Ohairtnan is 
here ; or the delegates to State Pharmaeeatical Associations, if 
there are any delegates here. 

Thb Seobbtaby — The Secretary desires to state that at the 
jmeeting of the National Wholesale Druggists Association there 
was no one at that time goin^ to attend the meeting. I was in 
hopes that Mr. Allaire would have gone, but he sent some one 
outside of the Association associated in his business, who is not 
^ member of our Association, and so we had no representative 
there. I have received a report from Mr. Thomas Knoebel, of 
East St. Louis, delegate to the Missouri State Association, 
which is quite an interesting report. If there is no objection I 
will read it. 

The following report was then read by the Secretary : 

JREPORT OF THE DELEGATION TO THE MISSOURI PHARMA- 
CEUTICAL ASSOCIATION. 

Jir. President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association: 

The thirteenth annual meeting of the Missouri Pharmaceutical Associ- 
4ktion was held at Excelsior Sprin/i^s, June 9 to 12, with President W. E. Bard, 
of Sedalia, in the chair. 

I must confess it was a most successful and harmonious meeting, and 
Missouri, having a model association, with a membership of oyer 1,300, the 
largest of any state association, as usual, brought out a full attendance of 
4ibout 350. 

One point in the Secretary's report made an especial impression on me ; 
it was this : The meeting in 1890 took place June 8, and in the latter 
part of July (same year, not next), the proceedings were already in print, 
ready for distribution, and I presume sufficient funds were in the treasury to 
|>ay for stamps required for mailing. 

The American Pharmaceutical Association plan for prevention of cutting 
was adopted with the amendment or rather addition : *'That manufacturers 
be required to plainly print the retail price on all packages of goods/' 

A resolutioifwas passed which I think well for our Association to adopt. 
That all papers to be read before the Association must be sent to the Com- 
jnittee on Papers and Queries at least twenty days before annual meeting, so 
that the papers be printed previous to the meeting and ready for distribu- 
tion at the meeting, giving all an opportunity of being posted on such papers. 
Mad better able to discuss inteliigently. 
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. The entertainment was, as usual, a prominent feature of the meeting', 
and no doubt brought many members to Excelsior Springs, who would not 
haye attended, had they not known beforehand that a good time was in 
store for them ; and since druggists, as a rule, do not get a chance to leave 
their business cares more than once or twiee a year, it is not more than Just 
that they should look for a good and jolly time at these annual State 
meetings. 

Nevertheless I want it distinctly understood that these amusements da 
not in the least, at the Missouri meetings, detract from the interest taken in 
the scientific portion of the proceedings, as the following list of papers will 
show, which, for practical papers, were the ideal :

The President — There can certainly be no objection to thi» 
report, gentlemen, so 1 will ask the Secretary to tile it. 
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Mb. Hallbebg — The Secretary would like to supplement 
this report : I was present, and I would like to say Mr. Knoebel 
has given a very true and fair account of the meeting. They 
had a large gathering ; there were, no doubt, three hundred and 
fifty present, and a large number of papers were presented, and 
these papers were all of a practical character ; they were not 
only read, but there was demonstration with nearly all of them — - 
highly interesting, exceedingly so. The Third Vice-President, 
Mr. R. H. Sweeney, of Ash Grove, known as ''the great 
orator of Western Missouri," has advised me that he expected to 
be present at our meeting to-morrow. If he comes we will be 
honored by one of the younger members of that Association, but 
nevertheless a pharmacist, brought out by the very features 
which the Missouri Association has adopted and carried to a 
greater extent than perhaps any other state. The idea in Mis- 
souri is to get up amusements that will be tempting to all the 
druggists. Let them come up and attend simply on account of 
the amusements. After they get here it is our business to see 
that the amusements do not overshadow the real business — that 
is our business, and they are unquestionably correct. This Mr. 
Sweeney, and a number of others from the interior of Missouri, 
have been brought in to see the mule rides, and to see the 
various games that have been the features of the gatherings of 
the Pharmaceutical Association, and after a while they come 
steadily ; and after attending some of these meetings they are 
elected vice-presidents, and, before you know it, they become 
celebrated pharmacists and members of the Association in full 
standing. 1 believe their idea is right ; I believe it is a good 
plan, 1 believe we ought* to extend the amusement features in 
order to captivate these men that you cannot get together on 
any other basis. 

The President — We would like the report of the delegates 
to the Wisconsin Association, Mr. Feldkamp, Chairman. 

Mr. Feldkamp — I have no report to make, Mr. President. 

The Secretary — There were twelve delegates to the Wiscon- 
sin Pharmaceutical Association, — Messrs. Feldkamp, Scherer^ 
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Fleischer, and myself — four that are present here now that were 
delegates to the Wisconsin Association, and it seems to me we 
ought to have a report. 

Mb. Gesslbb — I would like to suggest that some one of the 
other delegates report, if the chairman has not any report to 
make. I am from that State myself, and I would like to hear a 
report. 

The Pbbsidbnt — Certainly it is hardly courtesy to the Asso- 
ciation of Wisconsin that we do not mention this matter. I will 
call upon any gentleman who was in that delegation, to make a 
verbal report. 

Me. Fbldkamp — ^The Secretary was the most verbose mem- 
ber of that delegation, and it is very fitting that he should make 
a report. He participated in everything that was going on. 

The President — Secretary Hallberg has already talked so 
much, it is hardly right to ask him. Still, under the circum- 
stances, I believe I will Oall upon Professor Hallberg to say 
what he can about the visit of our delegation to Wisconsin. 

Mb. Hallbebg— r-It seems to me as though the members 
thought that I was one of those slot machines, with the differ- 
ence that they can get me into operation without dropping in 
any nickels. (Laughter). Now I have made here four or five 
reports already, and I have got as many more, and 1 think the 
gentlemen certainly ought to overcome their bashfulness and 
not charge that I alone participated in all the festivities in 
Milwaukee. They know as well as I do that they ran in as 
many races as I did ; they also know that I was not the man 
who caused the Chicago delegation to lose the base ball game. 
I was the mascot. If it had not been for me they would not 
have made a single inning ; as it was, the score was 23 to 1 ; 
that one 1 got. Isn't that so, Mr. Gessler ? 

Mb. Gesslbb — That is so. 

Mb. Hallbebg — I stole a Base. [Sotto voce. But having 
no Acid in my constitution could not convert it into Salt, hence 
the freshness of ray report.] (Laughter). But if I have got to 
say anything about the Wisconsin meeting, gentlemen, I can 
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only come back to what I spoke of a while ago, and that is the 
amusement feature. They had, I am satisfied, some two hun- 
dred and fifty present. Were there not, Mr. Gessler ? 

Mr. Gesslbb — Yes, we had two hundred and fifty for sup- 
per, and a great many did not come till after that. 

Mr. HALLBBRG-^But there is one feature about the amuse- 
ments and entertainments which is to be avoided, and that was 
the fact that by poor arrangements in Milwaukee, they allowed 
the amusement feature to encroach upon the business session — r 
detracting from the business — and that is the thing that you 
must guard against whenever you have these amusement feat- 
ures. For example, all the prizes that were to be given in the 
games were stacked up in the same hall in which the meeting 
was carried on ; consequently, during the business sessions, the 
members, instead of paying attention to the business before the 
Association, were examining the prizes, counting the number of 
pills in a bottle, to see whether they could win five gross pres- 
cription bottles with nlime blown in, and that sort of thing. 
Now we have to be very careful, in whatever we undertake, 
that the amusement feature does not in the slightest way 
encroach on the business session. The professors up there, of 
course, have a certain amount of dignity; it is not everybody 
that can carry such an amount of dignity, especially if it is a 
professor in a college. They made a great kick about the 
amusements up there — said it would interfere with the meet- 
ings ; the members would not sit still an hour and a half listen- 
ing to a paper with reference to investigations that had been 
conducted with the students of pharmacy, and so on. Of 
course, when a druggist is offered plenty of amusement, he is 
expected also to yield up the pound of flesh that goes with the 
blood ; that is, he has to sacrifice himself at least for the stated 
hours of each session to devote to the shrine of pharmacy. 
That was the most prominent feature about the Wisconsin meet- 
ing. It was a successful meeting in every respect, aside from 
that little hitch. They had quite a number of papers that 
eeemed exceedingly practical, and a general good time was had ; 
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and th^ expressed, a nnmber of them, a desire to come here 
and attend onr meeting, and I would not be surprised if by 
to-morrow we will have, in addition to Mr. Gessler, a number 
of Milwaukee gentlemen present. 

A Member — How about Iowa? 

Mb. Sohrbbck — I was pnable to attend. 

The Secretary — The Secretary corresponded with the 
delegates to the Iowa Association, but could not even get a 
reply from any of them. He had intended to have gone him- 
self, but was prevented. In regard to Michigan, I received 
word from Mr. Strathman, that he was prevented from going ; 
and Mr. Shinkle was not able to attend the Indiana meeting 
because the Secretary had not informed him in time, which was 
the case. The Indiana meeting occurred the week after the 
meeting in New Orleans of the American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation, and I did not know that it would come off so soon, and 
did not inform Mr. Shinkle and the other delegates until my 
return from New Orleans, the week just preceding the meeting 
at Indianapolis, and consequently they could not attend. If any 
member present here took part in the Indiana meeting at 
Indianapolis, I would like' to hear from him. 

The President — I notice that the Rev. Mr. Sanders, of 
Kankakee, is present, and I can assure him that our Associatioi^ 
would like to hear a few words from him at this time, if he will 
step forward. 

Eev. Mr. Sanders — Mr. President, I stepped in here for a 
little rest and to see you, but I was quite surprised to hear 
my name called, and I do not kuow yet what my name was 
called for, except to report at headquarters. I can give you a 
warm welcome and congratulation, as one of the citizens of this 
beautiful town. I am very glad to meet you here this after- 
noon. I do not know what the subject before you is, or even if 
you have any. We ministers generally have a text, but when 
we have one we do not always stick to it. (Laughter). I do 
not know whether you druggists do. I remember hearing 
about an old lady who was speaking about the rambling 
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discourse of a minister, and said, that if his text had got the small- 
pox, his sermon would not catch it. I have just had a pro- 
gramme handed me, and I see this is the beginning of your 
work in this convention, and I see you believe in advertising, 
and I do. I was talking about advertising on the way down 
here, and we were having a little friendly dispute in regard to 
the matter. Perhaps you have heard what Josh Billings say& 
in regard to advertising : 

"Early to bed and early to rise, 
Never get tight and advertise." 

SO I see you have begun well in advertising. We knew you 
Svere coming some days ago, but I did not know my friend. 
Dr. Schubert, was going to bring me so prominently before you 
this afternoon, and 1 am not sure that I have ever had the 
privilege of speaking to a body of doctors before. It reminds 
me of an advertisement I read in London some time ago — I 
think the best I ever read. Maybe some of you have read it — 
the advertisement of the celebrated pill. Now you are all pill- 
makers professionally, and I will give you the advertisement a& 
1 read it : 

If you want a Real Pure, Unsophisticated Family Pill, 
Buy Dr. R's Liver Encouraging, Kidney Persuading, Silent Perambulator,. 

27 in a box. 

This Pill is as mild as a pet lamb 

And as searching as a small-tooth comb. 

It don't go fooling about, but attends strictly to business. 

And is as certain as an alarm clock. (Laughter). 

I want to take the next street car back, and so I will not 
talk any more this afternoon. I am very glad to see you, 
gentlemen, and hope you will enjoy yourselves very much. 
(Applause). 

A short recess was here taken,, after which, upon calling the 
members to order, the President said : The Mayor has arrived, 
but in view of the fact that we are just about to close our after- 
noon session, it hardly seems appropriate to make an address of 
welcome at the close of our first session, and we think it will be 
better if the Mayor will make his address at the beginning of 
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the morning session. I think it will suit the Mayor better to do 
that. There will probably be a good many members here at 
that time, also visiting members, so that there is nothing to do 
now. Gentlemen, we have taken up the order of business for 
to-day, . and part of the business that was Idid down for to-morrow, 
so we are getting along remarkably wril. I would make an 
address myself, but this is too small a crowd. I am in the habit 
of making addresses to very large audiences, and somehow I 
<;an't get enthusiastic at all before a small crowd, so you will 
have to excuse me. So there is nothing before the house now 
but a motion to adjourn. 

Mr. Ebebt — Mr. Chairman, before we adjourn, it seems to 
your Business Committee that, to-morrow, from all the reports 
we have heard, we are going to have an exceedingly large num- 
ber of persons here, and they are likely to come on the eight 
o'clock train from Chicago. That will bring them here closely 
on eleven o'clock, after all, or nearly all, of our business has 
been transacted, at least th« modt important. Now it seems to 
me really if you want to make that a successful meeting, and if 
there are going to be a large number of persons here tomorrow 
— though I would not wish to encroach on the amusement part 
of the afternoon, although I am one of those that are guilty in 
having been the cause of this arrangement that we have no 
meeting in the afternoons — I think under the conditions that 
Are before us, that we should have a meeting to-morrow after- 
noon, because there are very important matters, that especially 
relating to trade interests, that ought to come up when those 
who come hundreds of miles, yes, two or three hundreds of 
miles, to take part in the discussion, are here. We will see Iowa 
men, and men coming from Indiana and from Wisconsin, arriv- 
ing here after we have got through with it, and come here and 
hear the tail-end of it. Now, it seems to me too bad to come 
to Kankakee, and not really go over that ground which is so 
very important, and if there is any way out of it by which we 
-can change the amusement, I think it is advisable that we do it. 
I think we can go out and play base ball now, or have a mule 
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race, or do anything of that kind, which adds so mach to the 
attractiveness of these meetings ; now, I think this is the time, < 
and to-morrow afternoon you ought to have a meeting. 

The Secretary— I cannot agree with Mr. Ebert when he 
claims that members are coming here hundreds of miles to hear 
the discussion going on at these meetings. Now, they know, 
and they knew weeks ago, that this meeting would commence 
at two o'clock this afternoon, and if they were so vitally inter- 
ested in hearing the discussion on these papers, it is their busi* 
ness to come here while the meeting is in progress, tod not 
when it is over. The members who are coming down on these 
trains, are probably just as much interested in these games as 
in the discussion. I move that we adjourn till nine o'clock. 

Mr. Martin — As one of the members of the Business (Com- 
mittee, 1 do not think we ought to take any time for amusement 
which would be necessary to do the work of this Association, 
but on the other hand — the hours set are from nine to one. It 
seems to me, if these gentlemen do not arrive until eleven 
o'clock, we can extend that session one hour or longer if neces- 
sary, and still not encroach on the amusement programme. 

After further discussion, a motion was adopted fixing the 
hours of session from 10 a. m. to 1 p. h. 

On motion, the Association adjourned till Wednesday,.

SECOND DAY— Morning Session. 

Association called to order at 10 a. m., by President Culver 

The Peesideht — It seems that the Mayor of Kankakee has 
yet not put in an appearance, so we will have to postpone his 
address of welcome again. I understand that since our meeting 
yesterday quite a number of visiting delegates have arrived, 
members of other associations, and also members of the whole- 
sale trade. I wish to extend to them also the privileges of our 
meeting, and would be pleased to hear from any of them at any 
time. Dr. Barnum, of Louisville, is also here ; and while we 
are waiting for the Mayor we would be pleased to hear from Dr. 
Sarnum. 

Me. Barnum — Mr. President, it affords me a great deal of 
pleasure to meet the druggists of this State. Sorry to say that 
I cannot do better justice to our people in the way of speaking, 
but I can assure you if you, will come to Kentucky at any time, 
we will give you our old-fashioned Kentucky welcome, which 
means — latch-string hang out all the time. (Applause). 

The President — We would be very glad, gentlemen, to 
hear from any other delegates who may be present. If not, we 
will proceed to the regular order of business. Is the Commit- 
tee on President's Address present? Is the Chairman of the 
Committee on Legislation present ? 

The Secretary — The Secretary received by mail, last night, 
the report of the Chairman of the Committee on Legislation. 
Chairman Frisbee finds it impossible to be present, but he has 
done the next best thing, and that is, to render a report. Some- 
times chairmen of committees do not appear, and do not even 
send a report. 

The Secretary then read the report of the Committee on 
Legislation, as follows : 
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REPORT OF COMMITTBB ON LEGISLATION. 

To iTie President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association: 

Obntlrmen — As Chairman of the Committee on Legislation, I beg to 
submit the following report : 

The Pharmacy Act» as amended by the 36th General Assembly, has been 
in force two years. 

Like all hastily prepared legislation it has proved but' partially satis- 
factory. But as my own name was, at the time the amendments were under 
consideration by the Legislature, somewhat intimately Identified with the 
Senate bill that became the law, I desire to express my great pleasure in the 
fact that the pharmacists of this State have kindly considered and recog- 
nized the sincerity of efforts then put forth, to prevent entire repeal of the 
Pharmacy Act, and at the same time to secure modified legistation, which, 
imperfect as it was, served to prevent the wreck of the entire law, enacted 
at first for the protection of the people, and at the same time for the good of 
our profession. 

It is not necessary to review the stormy days preceding the 86th General 
Assembly. 

It may suffice to say we still labor under the odium incurred by too re- 
strictive legislation. The hostility against the severe, iron-clad law of 
former years will not give way. It is most unfortunate that the first few 
years of pharmacy regulation should have brought on a crisis, the danger of 
which still threatens us. 

But the errors of the former period must be cured by wise discretion, 
and time must pass while the wounds are healing, and we must carefully 
ecan the signs of the times, and be awake to new danger as it arises, and 
wisely meet and defeat its purposes until safety is eetablished ; so that we 
shall not dread the session of each new Assembly as fraught with constant 
peril. 

Through the courtesy of Mr. Jamieson 1 have been favored with the 
history of session of last winter, as relates to the interests of pharmacy. 

A bin was introduced in the House by Mr. Callahan, which provided 
that physicians should have the right to open drug stores without being 
registered. 

It is obvious that such a change as this in the law would be simply 
fatal ; as it would sever every nerve of efficiency, and cause even our most 
conservative pharmacists to ask for the repeal of the mutilated statute. 

The danger was for a time imminent, and while for the present it has 
been put aside by the prudence of the Board of Pharmacy, it will be again 
upon us in the near future, uqless it can be avoided by some provision in 
the law, that will enlarge to some extent the privileges of physicians in local- 
ities remote from the shops of those duly registered. 

Another bill defining the drugs that could be dispensed by general deal- 
ers was introduced by Mr. Norse worthy. This was not recommended by the 
committee to whom it was referred, and thus two very undesirable addi- 
tions to the present law were averted. 
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The druggists of Illiaois owe many thanks to the Board of Pharmacy, 
and to Secretary Fleury, for active, zealous and efficient work in behalf of 
their legislative interests during the 37th session. 

While there is obvious danger in any indiscreet efforts to change the 
present law, there are certain amendments that ought to be made. Such sis 
have been suggested as proper, and in fact necessary, and those whose 
expediency can hardly bo doubted, I submit to the consideration of the 
Association. 

First In localities that are distant from registered pharmacies, a per- 
mit, locitl in effect, might be given either to a physician or some proper 
person to sell drugs or medicines. I believe a provision of this nature will 
go very far towards silencing the demands of physicians, and I am sure in 
country districts it would satisfy what seems a reasonable demand, and 
relieve an embarrassment or actual hardship that very often occurs. 

This Is a point that must be met. It will be for the Association to decide 
whether there shall be concession or not ; and I can say, I believe if the 
legislature is approached with a carefully formulated bill, in which it shall 
appear that there is intention to meet a popular want, such bill will receive 
favorable consideration, and will not open a door for mischievous or hostile 
intentions. 

Second, It is complained that the renewal fee, being only one dollar, 
does not furnish means sufficient to enable the Board of Pharmacy to meet 
the expenses necessary to a proper enforcement of the law. 

It is recommended that the fee for renewal of registration be increased 
to at least one dollar and a half. 

Third. The provision in the present law, requiring that money in 
excess of two thousand dollars in the hands of the Treasurer of the Board, 
be paid into the hands of the State Treasury, should be repealed. 

As this money does not come from the State, and is in fact the funds 
derived solely from the druggists, it can not be said that the State has any 
right whatever to it, and should no more ask for it than for the funds of any 
commercial or beneficiary institution. 

Fourth, The following is also submitted : That no person other than 
a registered pharmacist shall have the right to open or conduct a pharmacy. 

This would prevent department stores from employing a registered 
clerk, and opening a drug and prescription department. 

This is becoming a serious injury to our profession in the larger cities, 
and if it could be reached without imperiling the law in some other direction, 
would be a very judicious provision. 

It will be for the Association to determine whether these changes, are^ 
any of them, to be recommended. 

It will be prudent not to attempt too much, as we do not wish to be our- 
selves the agents through whom injury may come. There is abundant time 
before another session of the General Assembly to prepare what shall be 
asked for, and by means of proper information, to gain the approval and 
assistance of the druggists of the State. 
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We have reason to believe that the Legislature will grant such changes 
as are unitedly asked for. The support of those interested should be active 
and outspoken, especially when the amendments come before the Legisla- 
ture. 

In conclusion I will say, that I wrote to the other members of the Com- 
mittee on Legislation, asking their views and advice. 

Mr. Diller, of Springfield, does not approve of increase of renewal fee* 
but recommends the granting of permits spoken of in first section. 

Mr. Warner, of Lemont, favors the amendments proposed in this report. 

From the other members of the committee I received no reply.

The Pbesidbnt — Before acting on this report, I will call 
Mayor Letoumeau to the platform. 

Mator Letournbau — Ladies and gentlemen, it aflPords me 
great pleasure to welcome you to our little city on this occasion. 
1 deem it a great honor to our people because of yourselves and 
because of your selection, and I hope that your meeting wilf be 
successful and be pleasing to yourselves; and I will also say 
that 1 have great sympathy with your profession. Your profes- 
sion is certainly one of great honor ; a profession that requires a 
great deal of knowledge and care ; and this sympathy may be a 
little somewhat prompted in me because of the fact that I have 
five members of my immediate family that are in the business 
peddling out medicines and drugs, and the beautiful •and sweet 
little pills. Gentlemen, I hope that your meeting and our city 
will be so pleasing to you, that you will be here again next 
year; and I hope, and I know, that our people would highly 
appreciate the honor that you conferred upon them in using our 
little city for your meeting. Ladies and gentlemen, you have 
the liberty of the city I (Applause). 

Upon request, Mr. Forsyth responded, as follows : Mr. 
President, and Mr. Mayor, I can assure you, sir, that we very 
highly appreciate your kindly welcome to this city. That we 
like to come here is amply demonstrated by the fact that this is 
the second visit, and, so far as 1 am personally concerned, — 
and I think that is the sentiment of almost every mem- 
ber of the Association — in the northern part of the State, at 
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least — will be very glad to come again. Last year when we 
visited Kankakee, we were completely carried away with the 
surroundings — so much so, that we determined to come here 
again, and probably in the very near future, the city of Kanka- 
kee will be made our permanent meeting place. That seems to 
be the sentiment of the members of the Association here present 
now, and I think it will be next year, as well. Of course, in 
1893, there is only one place in the State of Illinois where the 
Illinois State Pharmaceutical Association can meet, and that is 
in the city by the shores of Lake Michigan. All the associa- 
tions of any magnitude will be meeting there in '93, I suppose. 
I can assure you, Mr. Mayor, that the members of the Illinois 
Pharmaceutical Association will not abuse your hospitality ; 
they won't turn the town upside down, and they won't stay out 
any later than two o'clock in the morning ; and if any of us 
should happen to run across any of your guardians of the peace, 
we expect your kind interference to restore us to liberty again. 

The President — I will also say to the Mayor, on behalf of 
the Association, that we extend to him all the courtesies of our 
meeting, both in business and in the amusement line. 

Now, gentlemen, I believe fche report of the Legislative 
Committee is open to debate before the house. 

Mb. Jamieson — As a member of the Board of Pharmacy, 
Mr. Green has something to say along the same line, or along 
the same lines, and I would like to have that presented and dis- 
cussed along with the report of the Chairman of the Committee 
on Legislation. 

The President — If there is no objection to Mr. Jamieson's 
proposition, gentlemen, we will defer the report of the Legis- 
lative Committee until the report of Mr. Green of the Board of 
Pharmacy. On Papers and Queries, A. E. Hiss. 

The Secretary — Will be here on the eleven o'clock train. 

The President — On Trade Interests, Henry ISmith, of 
Decatur, Chairman. 

Mr. Smith — Mr. Chairman, I would beg that the committee 
have a little more time. I have not met any of the others of 
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the committee ; I understand that one of them is present or 
will be, and I do not know but both of them. I have corres- 
ponded with them somewhat, but 1 do not know that I know 
them. 

The Sbcrbtaby — ^Neither of the other mepibers are present. 
Mr. JacobseUj of Chicago, will be here on the eleven o'clock 
train. 

Mb. Smith — 1 should like a little conference with the com- 
mittee before we make that report. 

At the suggestion of Mb. Hallbebg, that Mr. Green's paper 
be heard next, so as to clean up all matters of legislation at this 
time, Mb. Gbeen was called upon, who said : 

Mr. President, the paper which I have prepared is in the 
nature of a volunteer paper. I may be said to be on the good 
graces of the Association to some extent. I was stimulated to 
append a few remarks, as it was the idea, there being no legisla- 
tion, the report of the Committee on Legislation would not be 
so extensive and complete as it really has been. . I think it is a 
very valuable report, and the suggestions are good, and I must 
beg the indulgence of the Association to listen again to some of 
the ideas that were advanced by the Chairman of that committee. 
The only deduction from such a circumstance would be that 
people differently situated think in similar lines. I may also 
say that the Board of Pharmacy is not responsible for this paper. 

The following paper was then read by Mr. Green : 

SOME OBSERVATIONS ON THE ILLINOIS PHARMACY LAW. 

Jdr. President and Members of the Illinois Pharmacy Association : 

What I am about to say must not be dignified by any official signifi- 
•cance. I am stimulated to raise a few points and make a few suggestions, 
in the hope that a discussion may be provoked, from which we can get the 
ideas of this Association as to the best modes of administration and the 
changes yet required to make our law more perfect, and its enforcement 
more simple and satisfactory. 

After some experience on the board, I discover, as anyone would, that 
tl^e administration of a law is freighted with questions of greater diversity, 
by far, than the enactment of it. The problems presented are many times 
^extremely prolix, and they come to us, as a rule, without a precedent. 
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Questions of cold law in one case and pleading equity in another, must be 
decided by the board ; shall they apply the same rigid construction to the 
village applicant which they would to the more serious one of the populous 
city, or shall they undertake to give to the law that elasticity so much> 
to be desired in a territory of such varied needs ? 

There are three ways by which one may acquire the privileges of phar- 
macy in this State. 

Fifrst By being licentiates of other States, whose examination and 
requirements equal ours. Up to the present time, this board has not felt war- 
ranted in giving full recognition to the ezaminates of any other state, but 
has made them assistants only, granting them the further privilege of prov> 
ing their ability by passing an examination if they desire. Illinois has car- 
ried the spirit and practice of pharmacal reciprocity to this limit ; could we, 
or should we, do more until the requirements of the various states become^ 
more nearly uniform. We believe it the duty of the board to be more^ 
exacting with applicants from other states, whose experience we have n<v 
power to regulate nor enquire into, who are not amenable to our law s, and 
whose credentials cannot be readily verified. 

Second. By becoming licentiates in pharmacy, by passing a satisfactory 
examination before the board, and having had three years' practical experi- 
ence. Under this head, and to more entirely meet the requirements of the 
profession, the practical examination was organized, which has become the 
ideal one for the present. Too much credit cannot be given Messrs. it^gai^ 
and Jamieson of this board, who were the substantial promoters of thift^ 
scheme. Under its provision the theorist is graded down, so to speak, and 
the practical man graded up, until the latent virtues of each are given full 
development, and the exaiqiner may know to his entire satisfaction, whether 
or not the applicant is worthy and well qualified ; whereas, by the merely 
theoretical examination (which does not always examine) there is every 
chance for those of retentive memories to cram for the occasion, and by the 
aid of quiz compends, which they have at their tongue's end, but which at 
best is superficial knowledge, they acquire the necessary average on the 
examination prepared for them ; yet this does not always signify that they 
are pharmacists in whom we can have explicit faith. They are sometimes 
the most dangerous persons in the profession, a disappointment to the 
trade, a menace to the public, and a disgrace to the board who gave thence 
recognition. ^ Of the results of the practical examination ^his can hardly be 
said, and I am constrained to speak of it, and endorse it with the warmest* 
enthusiasm. By its provisions the applicant is given ten or more questiocs 
in writing on the subjects of chemistry, pharmacy and materia-medica each. 
Then he is given an opportunity, under the eyes of the examiners and 
behind an actual prescription case, to compound recipes, as suggested,, 
of pills, powders, suppositories, emulsions, ointments, etc., and dispense them 
ready for the customer. He is then required to go through all the step» 
necessary to complete one or more officinal preparations indicated, such as a. 
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tincture or fluid extract, and he is graded on each of these processes as he 
goes along. After he has answered the questions, identified the specimens 
of drugs shown him, and demonstrated his knowledge and skill as a manipu- 
lator, he is submitted to the crucial test, by having him read fifty or a 
hundred prescriptions as they come from any file borrowed for the occasion. 
These prescriptions must be read accurately and promptly, and his know- 
ledge tried as to each ingredient, its dose, potency, remedial virtues, com- 
patibility, solubility, the best manner of compounding, and general 
characteristics thoroughl^T* which gives the examiners a fine opportunity to 
discover whether or not the applicant understands the science of his busi- 
ness, for he cannot, by any process, know what questions may arise. Much 
time is consumed in this way, for it is regarded the supreme test of fitness, 
and leaves only to conjecture those qualities of worth which an every-day 
association in actual service could alone display, for we cannot know, on so 
short an acquaintance with the examinate, whether or not he has the 
energy, integrity, business snap and tact so essential to success, and so val- 
uable to his employer and to the public. 

The expense of this mode of examination, I regret to say, is a bar to its 
general application For lack of funds under the present revenue, the 
board cannot make this the general form. In order to accommodate the 
hundreds who apply yearly, examinations would have to be held monthly at 
least, and the time of a majority of the board, the rental of appropriate 
•quarters, the expense of materials used, and the incidental outlay, are not 
•equaled by the fee charged nor the funds at hand. 

I have now outlined two modes of admission, and come to the third and 
last, which has occasioned many comments and criticisms on oiir law, but 
which, notwithstanding, has many friends and many virtues. I refer to the 
^'five year experience qualification," which, personally, I may say, has not 
been a favorite with me, but which had to be insisted upon when the law 
was revised, two years since, because the demand for it was so widespread 
«nd so earnest. As I do not look upon it as in any respect a standard require- 
ment, I am nevertheless able to see in it qualities invaluable to the proper 
enforcement of the statute, and I predict now, that any law which recog- 
nizes the examination, and especially the theoretical and technical examina- 
tion, as the only manner of acquiring pharmacal privileges in a state, will 
ultimately fail. 

I am told that a train of twenty cars should have a slack of nearly twenty 
feet, that with this play between the couplings, the engine has only to start 
the first car, which, in taking up the slack, starts the next, and so on until 
the whole train is steadily in motion, with a very little exp*ense of power ; 
but that if the train were rigidly bound together it would take twenty times 
the force, and that the engine with all its weight and power could not 
cause the train to move. Bo it is with the enforcement of a statute where 
the conditions and requirements are so variable and the law itself so rigid. 
The old law did not succeed, for it had no slack, it did not possess sufficient 
elasticity to prevent an irritation, that in the course of a very few years 
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resulted in a /i^eneral revolt. The original draft of the present act contem- 
plated seven years of service ; this was amended in the senate to acquire 
*'flve years' practical experience in compounding drugs in a drug store or 
pharmacy, where the prescriptions of medical practitioners are compounded."^ 
The Board of Pharmacy, from their experience as^actical men, believe that 
no prudent pharmacist should, or would, trust his apprentice to compound 
drugs and fill prescriptions in this sense contemplated in this statute to any- 
great extent, within his first year of service at Jeast, and have so ruled, 
therefore, what would amount to five years of compounding, must be at least 
six years of service. < 

The assistant is registered on three years' service, but when he appliea 
for the full privileges of pharmacy, he should be held to a stricter rule, and 
I think the man who asks to become a registered pharmacist within the 
meaning of this act, should be thoroughly competent, and it should not be 
considered a hardship to require him to demonstrate the ability which he 
claims, by a test sufficiently strong, to command respect among the represent- 
ative pharmacists throughout the country. 

I believe the licentiates' certificate should be the true standard for 
registration in this State, especially s&, if acquired by the practical examina- 
tion ; and so far as my observation goes, the trade has already put a prem- 
ium on this class of help, and discriminate between them and those 
registered on time service merely. It is a satisfaction to me to note, that not 
a single member of the Board has ever shown a disposition to weaken the 
requirements for admission ; but, on the contrary, have made and are mak- 
ing an honest effort to strengthen the conditions on a practical and reasona- 
ble construction, and it will be a matter of still greater pride to see the 
certificates of the Illinois Board respected everywhere, because they are 
never unworthily bestowed, and because their basis of acquirement is- 
respectably profound. 

Generally speaking, it will not be disputed that the present law, as 
construed by the board is operating in a satisfactory manner. Yet there are 
a number of changes and amendnaents required to make it more valuable ta 
all interested. For their support of it the trade has a right to expect some 
positive benefits from the law, beyond the mere raising of a professional 
standard and the protection of the public. In other words, they have a right 
to, and do expect some commercial value as well as educational regulation 
from it, and unless this is made clear in protecting them from incompetent^ 
law-breaking competitors and general stores, who insist upon handling 
drugs, which should only be sold by persons competent to judge by physical 
appearance and otherwise, as to thdir genuineness, quality, power, and dan- 
ger, the trade will soon tire of a contribution now freely given. Therefore,, 
the law should be so amended as clearly to define what is meant by the 
terms "domestic remedies" and '* grocers' drugs," as they are sometimes 
called, in order to make clear the duties and powers of the board. 

The law should provide that the proprietor or owner of a drug store or 
pharmacy should be a pharmacist. The quality of experience, and the 
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length of it, should be so closely defined, that the right of the applicant to 
demand registration in a proper case, could not be defeated under the discre- 
tionary powers of the Board, now entirely too great, should they be inclined 
to abuse it. A Vice-President should be provided for, and the Secretary 
should be required to turn over all moneys to the Treasurer every month. 
The clause giving the right of the assistant to conduct the store during the 
* temporary absence "of the proprietor, should be clearly set forth, to pre- 
vent abuse of this privilege. Some limit should be made on the life of a 
certificate, that is, the length of time a man can remain out of business and 
still be entitled to re-registration, should be fixed, and the annual fee made 
$1.60, as it was by the original draft, instead of $1.00, as now. This is 
absolutely necessary to the proper enforcement of the law, the protection of 
the people and the trade, and the establishment and continuance of a more 
practical and thorough examination. One that will give the man of experi- 
ence and years some chance to demonstrate his knowledge and skill, and 
will not put him in the unfair attitude of competing with students of un- 
trammeled mind and keen memory, just fresh from the graduating class, the 
lecture room, and the laboratory, as the written or more or less technical 
examination now does. The value of the renewal fee. from a legislative 
standpoint cannot be overestimated. It gives caste at once to a profession 
who will yield up their common law rights, and not only submit to statu- 
tory regulations, but meet the expense of it themselves, merely for the 
elevation of their chosen calling. It puts us beyond the influence of the 
general tax-payer, above the waves of party prejudice and spite, which 
menace other Boards so much, and, with the non-partisan manner of select- 
ing our members, puts our demands squarely on their merits, subject to' no 
caprice of political parties, nor administrative authority. The $'3,000 disa- 
bility clause should be removed from the statute, every candidate for 
Board honors should be a Licentiate in Pharmacy, or otherwise demons- 
trate his fitness, and he should be actually engaged in the retail drug busi- 
ness, and should not succeed himself. Candidates for pharmaceutical pre- 
ferment should have at least a common school education, and should not be 
addicted to the use of spirituous liquors, narcotics, nor anodynes, and should 
bear an honest name. The Board should have the power to revoke the 
certificate of any man who becomes unsafe from his own vicious habits. 

The powers of the Board under this statute are very great, and much 
more depends on a good Board than on a good law. It is very desirable, 
therefore, that the relations between the executive body and the trade 
should be close and confidential. 

The Board should stand ever ready and willing to report to this Asso- 
ciation on all matters proper to be divulged, and which do not savor too 
strongly of its discretionary functions. Its members should not forget that 
they hold their official position by the favors of the trade, and the confidence 
thus reposed in them should never be abused. On the other hand, the 
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trade should not be unmindful of the sacrifice made by any man who will 
give his time and thought, his energy and faithful attention, to the adminis- 
tration and enforcement of the law.

The President — Gentlemen, the report of the Committee on 
Legislation, and also the paper of Mr. Green, is now before the 
house. What shall we do with the two reports ? I believe the 
question is open for discussion. 

Mr. Forsyth — Mr. President, those reports are so long that 
we might possibly have lost sight of some of the salient features 
of them. I move that the report of the committee, and also 
Mr. Green's paper, be brought up seriatim for discussion. There 
were several points enunciated in both papers that I think will 
be best arrived at by taking them up in that way, so that the 
points will be clearly in the minds of the members as they come 
along. 

The Secretary — If the Chair will allow me, I would like to 
say a word on this question. If you are going to take up Mr. 
Frisbee's report and Mr. Green's paper in this way, it is going 
to take up a great deal of time. Of course we are willing to 
devote the time to the work, that is what we are supposed to be 
here for ; but it strikes me that the paper of Mr. Green is largely 
an elaboration of the views set forth by Mr. Frisbee, at least 
there is nothing in the two that conflicts. Mr. Green's, 1 must 
say, is the most masterly exposition on legislation that I have 
ever heard, and I believe that both of them are directly in the 
same vein, and Mr. Frisbee's report has four conditions which 
are the main conditions of Mr. Green's report. Would it not 
be well for the Association to simply hear again these four con- 
ditions ot* Frisbee's report, and pass upon them or not as they 
deem fit. Then refer the whole matter to the Committee on 
Legislation for our next year's meeting, in order to, from these 
reports, formulate a further report, and a^raft for amendments 
to the new bill. I think we could get at it better in that way, 
and we can clean the whole business up in a very short time, 
rather than if we go over the whole ground. 1 would make an 
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amendment that the Secretary be requested to read the four 
amendments that are offered by Mr. Frisbee, and put them to 
the vote of the house, or for discussion. 

Mb. Foesyth accepted Mr. Hallberg's amendment, on the 
condition that if Mr. Green's paper contained anything further, 
it should be considered at the same time. 

The motion was then seconded and carried. 

The Sboretary then read the first proposition, and Mr. 
Frisbee's comments thereon relating to the issue of permits in 
local districts remote from registered pharmacists. 

Mr. Jamieson — In order to start the discussion on that which 
we ought to have — this is the place for it, that is what we are 
here for, — last winter, during the meeting of the legislature, we 
were threatened with the legislation as there indicated by the 
Chairman ; legislation which would permit physicians to open 
and conduct drug stores in any place in the State without even 
as much as by the leave of this Association or Board- That we 
conceived to be about as bad as it could be in that line, and 
immediately went to work to overcome it if possible. Mr. 
Callahan, one of the prominent members of our last assembly, 
was very earnest in his efforts to have that enacted. I met with 
him two or three times, as did several of the other members, 
and the position, as he stated it, was this : In his district there 
were some three or four different localities where there were 
probably, perhaps, fifty or one hundred people at some cross- 
roads settlement remote from any town where there was a regis- 
tered pharmacist, anywhere from six to twelve miles. There 
was located in each of these places a physician. The impres- 
sion is abroad, and I find it the most difficult thing in the world 
to overcome among legislators, that the man who prescribes 
must necessarily be the most qualified man to dispense. You 
will meet that, gentlemen, everywhere. It is very difficult to 
overcome, especially when you meet, it in the legislature, and 
any bill which will recognize the right of physicians to dispense 
medicines and conduct a pharmacy the same as the registered 
pharmacists do, will always be a. popular bill there, for the 
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reason I stated, and for the faither reason that there are nsuallj 
from six to ten or twelve doctors in the legislature, most of them 
there for that purpose. Now, what the Board would like, I 
believe, to have this association do, is to give voice to a senti- 
ment as to whether it is feasible, whether it is proper, under 
any circumstances, to recognize men in localities remote, that is, 
for us to select them. Not to allow th-em at hap-hazard, but for 
the Board to select who, in the various localities outside of a 
registered pharmacist, would be the most qualified to dispense 
the ordinary remedies as called for in that locality, and for that 
locality alone. It is something which we will have to meet in 
some form, or we will have to light in the legislature every two 
years the proposition to give physicians the same rights as we 
have in the matter of conducting pharmacies ; which is the lesser 
of two evils, — some form of permit issued by the Board for 
some specific locality, or the general right, which I doubt very 
much if we can hold off, unless some modified right is given. 
Now, I would like the expression of the gentlemen here. There 
are many of them here who ought to speak on these questions, 
gentlemen located in various parts of the State. I think it is 
unfair, it is wrong, it is unreasonable for the members of the 
Board and for members from one locality to do all of the talking 
here ; to talk to all questions that come up without hearing what 
our brethren scattered over the State have got to say in relation 
to these questions. They are just as vital to the gentlemen from 
Decaftur, Bloomington, Peotone or elsewhere as they are to any 
man from Cook County, in some localities much more so ; hence 
I hope that every man here present will give us his word in 
relation to these questions as we are going along, and the first 
now is whether the Board would be justified, or whether the 
law should be modified in such a way as to allow the Board to 
issue permits to the most qualified persons in certain remote 
localities, certain distances from a registered pharmacist. 

Dr. Lee Hatch, of Jacksonville-— I am opposed to doctors 
or anybody being registered as pharmacists without complying 
with the law. I am peculiarly situated in this respect. Our 
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physicians all put up their own medicines. They do not know 
much about prescriptions in our town. They seem to have all 
the privileges, whether the Board gives it to them or not. They 
employ boys and girls — anybody — to put up their medicines. 
They do not seem to take into consideration that it requires 
skill to do it. Within three blocks from my store six physicians 
put up their own medicines, myself and clerk being registered'; 
they pay no attention to us whatever, and I am entirely opposed 
to any physician, unless he comes up to the law, dispensing 
medicines anywhere. I do not know of a place in the State of 
Illinois where a man cannot get medicine, when he wants it^ 
from a qualified druggist. Then, the great trouble would be, 
what will you call distant? One man would say six miles, 
another eight miles, and the first thing you would know would 
be that every doctor in the State would have a drug store. 

Mr. Hallbbbg — ^The Secretary would like to call the atten- 
tion of the members to the fact that on page twelve of the copies 
of the report, paragraph twelve, last part of it, is the clause in 
the law which, 1 believe, covers all the exemptions with refer- 
ence to this question. It may be well to know that as we go 
along. 

At the request of a member, the Secretary read the section 
in question. 

Me. Hallbero — Section fourteen enumerates all remedies 
which are poisonous. Except poisons, all other preparations 
will be considered as domestic remedies. This question of 
domestic remedies has never been clearly defined until a court 
in Pennsylvania, three years ago, ruled that any medicine which 
required to be taken in doses of less than one teaspoonful was* 
not a domestic remedy. 1 doubt whether that luw would hold* 
On that ruling, quinine was placed in the category of remedies 
not domestic, and consequently, no one had a right to sell 
quinine unless he was a registered pharmacist. 

Mb. Frank Fleury — For your information, I will state that 
in 125th Illinois Keports, page 278, the Court held that quinine 
was not a domestic remedy. This was recently, within the last 
two years. 
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Mr. C. H. Grubb — I am a townsman of the Mr. Callahan 
that Mr. Jamieson referred 'to, and the question was brought 
about by a country doctor selling quinine to ^ome of his patients, 
and I do not know just how he got along with the people in 
that neighborhood, but I think that some of them threatened 
him witli prosecution for selling drugs, because he was not regis- 
tered. He was a man who was quite distant from a drug store, 
and the question was brought up whether a physician had a 
right to sell a small quantity of quinine without giving the pur- 
<;haser an examination, and considering him a patient of his, 
and I think that that was why Mr. Callahan took such an inter- 
est in it. 

Mr. Ebert — Mr. President, I think really, that if we would 
«imply take in what Mr. Green said on this subject, and if this 
meeting, or rather this Association, would simply agree that 
the men that represent the Board of Pharmacy in this State are 
men who can be relied upon, who are doing their best for the 
interests of pharmacy at large, these questions of who shall 
dispense, and who shall sell, or who shall get a permit, should 
be left to them altogether. Your law is just as good as it can 
be in that respect ; it is not a question of a good law, but a 
question of a good Board. (Applause). That is where it comes 
in. But you gentlemen have made a law, — and I am speaking 
now of the time when 1 served you — you made a law, and you 
made us walk along that law just as closely as the law said. 
You gave us no lee-way that we might act in the spirit of the 
law, and that is why you made this law of Illinois such an 
obnoxious law in time gone by. If the druggists of the State of 
Illinois have confidence enough in the men that they choose, — 
in the men that- they select for the Board, let them say to them, 
You five men administer the law to the best interests of phar- 
macy in the State of Illinois, and we will stand by you ; we will 
not come every year to, the meeting with prejudices and with criti- 
•cisms, and say that somebody did this, and somebody did that. 
You gentlemen have the law. Those men are, no doubt, better 
qualified, having given attention to it the year around : they are 
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much more qualified than any one here to judge in regard to 
the matter. I refer to this matter of permit. If this Board 
sees fit to give a certain permit to a certain party, where it ia 
absolutely necessary for a certain time, they can do it just a& 
well as under the law as it is written to-day, as under any 
amendment that you may make to that law. 

Mr. Forsyth — I bog to differ with Mr. Ebert on that ques- 
tion. It may be possible that' I do not understand the law the 
same as he does. It seems to me that it is not in the power of 
the Board to present a permit to any one who is not a registered 
pharmacist under the meaning of this law ; they could not give 
any permit to any physician, ten miles below Cook County. 
The law does not contemplate that, and it does not give them 
that power, and that is just the reason this amendment is offered 
by Mr. Frisbee ; it is to give the Board the power to issue such 
permits. I would like to hear from the gentlemen from the 
country, and if they do not see fit to do so, I shall offer a motion 
that will probably cover the points indicated by the report of 
the committee. But the men who are really interested in thia 
thing are not the members from Cook County, but the members 
from the remote districts. They are the ones whose voice should 
be raised now to tell us what is needed there. We do not know 
anything of the needs of a cross-town settlement. The majority 
of the members of this Association who come to these meet- 
ings never get outside of the city limits except when they come 
to a meeting of this kind. 

The President — I notice, gentlemen, that a few more visitors 
have arrived, and I wish to heartily welcome them to the courtesy 
of our meeting, extend to them all the privileges we have ; and 
will say to the members who have arrived that the question 
under discussion is the scope that the Board of Pharmacy may 
have in issuing permits to physicians who may live in remote 
districts where it is inconvenient for people to get to a drug 
store. 

The Secretary here read again the first proposition of the 
report. 
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W. P. Hallock — I am no public speaker, but I live almost 
in the country. My home is in Harrisburg, 111., way down in 
•Saline County, and perhaps there is not another one here from 
so remote a point as that. While I cannot tell the situation 
there, if any gentleman will ask me I will try to answer. But 
my idea of this thing is that it is not necessai'y, nor would it be 
desirable, to give any physician in a country place — take a 
country postoiiice or cross-road — a permit to sell medicine, from 
the very fact that all physicians in those places buy their supplies, 
or are supposed to buy their supplies, from the druggists in the 
city, or the largest places in the county, and there will be no 
trouble, I think, in people getting all the supplies they want 
from the registered druggists in their neighborhood. 

Mb. Loehb — In my locality there are a number of small 
towns, perhaps ten or a dozen, and in most of them there is a 
resident physician. Now all the people there that need medi- 
cine in an emergency, can get it from the physician ; he has the 
power to give them that under the present law. If they want 
poison, they are not too far away from registered pharmacists, 
in cases of emergency. They are pretty well supplied with 
physicians, or with competent persons to give them any medi- 
cine that they need. I think the kick comes from physicians 
not properly qualified, and they think by combining what little 
knowledge they have of medicine with retailing drugs, they can 
manage to make a living. I believe that is the case in the 
majority of cases where there is objection to the present law. 

Mb. Fleuby — I do not wish to take up the time of the Asso- 
ciatiation, but having had something to do do about the legisla- 
tion of the last session, as I understand the question, this ques- 
tion will have to be met at every legislature that meets. Two 
or three bills were introduced, and they will be introduced 
constantly. Some provision must be made to meet this thing, 
or else they will pass such a law. Only those who have been 
on a committee of legislation and have had something to do 
with those meetings, know it is not a small matter to head off 
these things when they come up. A member of the legislature 
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will have some friend that is a physician in an out-of-the-way 
place as spoken of, and he will, by means in his control, intro- 
4Qce a bill, and make headway with it at every session of the 
legislature. This was attempted in two or three ways last 
winter, and will be brought up constantly. Complaint comes 
from localities where there is not any registered pharmacy, and 
the members make considerable inroads, and make considerable 
headway hy stating, — '*In my locality they cannot get any 
medicine, and this physician ought to have the right to supply 
it." This question will come up at every legislature, and you 
will have to meet it, sooner or later. 

Mr. Loehb — Would it not be advisable for the delegates 
to the State Medical Association to bring this matter before 
them, and get an expression from physicians as to whether it is 
really necessary for physicians to dispense medicines. I believe 
they will decide that it is not. 

Thb Pbesidbnt— If you will allow me to leave the chair a 
moment, I would like to say a word. I believe Mr. Loehr's 
idea is a good one. We have nothing to fear from the intelligent, 
educated physicians of this country. It is self evident that 
these men know they are incompetent who want to be registered 
as pharmacists ; it is the best evidence that they want to be 
registered without examination, that is plain enough to all of us. 
Now I don't know of a remote district in this State, in the 
thickly settled State of Illinois, a district so remote that they 
<;annot be supplied with medicines, according to the terms of the 
pharmacy law as it is. Now I believe that there may be times 
when the Pharmacy Board can be allowed some discretion in 
this matter. There may be cases where ijt would be probably 
<][uite an interest to a community that physicians be allowed to 
sell remedies ; there may be such cases, but I am a country 
<lruggist, and I live thirteen miles east of^h^re, right near the 
line of Indiana, where east of us, perhap^, the district is as 
lightly settled as, perhaps, *any portion of this State, and I do 
not know of any little settlement in my section of the country 
where any community would be put to any inconvenience by 
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not having a registered pharmacist. According to our phar- 
macy law, a physician has a right, if you are sick, to dispense 
whatever remedy he may see fit, and the ordinary domestic 
remedies and patent medicines are usually sold in the stores in 
those little settlements. If there is only one store, it generally 
carries quite a little litie of these remedies, and I should be 
perfectly satisfied if the Pharmacy Board as it is to-day — I 
should be perfectly satisfied to allow them some discretion in 
this, but we may not always have a Pharmacy Board as good as 
we have to-day. It is quite a question. Suppose you issue a 
permit, in a town of two hundred inhabitants, to a physician ; 
suppose you register that man ; this town continues to grow, 
and in a little while he starts a drug store and considers himself 
a druggist, has a right to increase his trade. He may not know 
beeswax from borax in dispensing medicine ; but, as Mr. Ebert 
said, I think the suggestion was a good one, that the Pharmacy 
Board should be allowed some discretion in the matter. At the 
same time our Pharmacy Board should feel that they have the 
backing of the whole Illinois Association, although a very small 
part of the Association is represented here now. 

Mb. Green — ^This is not a situation that the pharmacists of 
Illinois have called upon themselves by any motion of their own. 
It is a stubborn condition of facts that we have to meet. It is no 
speculative matter, it is a thing that we have to meet at every 
session of the legislature ; it is the difficulty of the country 
doctor not being able to succeed in his own profession and 
wanting to share the profits of ours. That condition will 
always arise in some localities, and such bills will always be 
introduced adverse to our own interests. Now this thing is 
what we have got to battle with. It becomes a question of 
policy. Now, imagine the Board of Pharmacy issuing a permit 
to a man to sell drugs for the convenience of the people of his 
locality, and we give this permit to a physician, assuming that 
he is the most careful and capable m*an of that locality to handle 
these drugs. Now that permit cannot be made revocable in a 
year ; it cannot be a limited permit, because the man will go on 
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this permit to make the investment, by this authority. You 
see it becomes a knotty question. The Board becomes involved 
in law-suits, it engenders a feeling against this scheme, and it 
seems to me if it is worthy of consideration, and it certainly is, 
that the Board of Pharmacy ought to have explicit authority to 
grant these permits on certain conditions. Now it had been sug- 
gested, last winter, that we agree to a proposition to issue these 
permits to physicians who are located at a distance, so many 
miles from a registered pharmacist. Now,' what would be the 
condition of the physician supposing a registered pharmacist 
wished to move into his territory? Could we cut him out? 
Hardly. It seems to me, gentlemen, that this fight between the 
pharmacists and the doctor must take either one of two heads. 
We must either conciliate him or paralyze him. It is just one of 
two things. We must either conciliate him by giving him these 
half privileges, you might say, for the locality, and protect our- 
selves against the doctor who undertakes, in a remote locality, to 
run a substantial drug store. Under the pretext of this law he 
has this young lady or that young gentleman, and under the 
Medical Practice Act, as I understand it, this young lady or that 
young gentleman has a perfect right to prescribe in his absence, 
because they are under his tutelage and advice. How can we 
prevent that? The Pharmacy Act grants this physician the 
right ; how can we help ourselves? The legislature won't pass 
any act to prevent it, as they have the absolute power now. On 
the other hand, if the pharmacist were to prepare himself and 
fit himself to prescribe in certain cases, not to practice general 
medicine or general surgery, but if we were to add to our schools 
and study, and requirements of pharmacy, a chair or department 
of therapeutics, and surgery and physiology, and claim the 
right and get the right under the statutes to practice medicine 
over the counter, and the ordinary cases of surgery, then we 
would be coming back at the doctor with his own kind of 
ammunition. 

Mb. Smith — I would like to ask Mr. Fleury — he has had a 
great deal to do with this legislative business, and the making of 
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this pharmacy law— and I would like to ask him what the actual 
strength of the proposition, such as was made in our last legis- 
lature, and has been made in previous legislatures, how strong 
is it, by what proportion of the legislature ? 

Mr. Fleuby — Well, that is rather a diflicult question to 
answer, Mr. Smith. It all depends on the popularity of the 
member and the influence he can exert. 

Mr. Smith — Well, one third of the entire legislature? 

Mr. Flbury — I will have to explain, probably. You know 
that it is the case in the Legislature, that there are all the way 
from six to fifteen doctors, and there are generally only one or 
two pharmacists — generally narrowed down to but one in the 
whole body. We have one in the Senate in this present legis- 
lature ; there are about eight or nine doctors. There was only 
one doctor that was positively opposed to it, and the others 
were, in my judgment, in favor of it, but were persuaded other- 
wise. There are always from six to eight physicians in the 
legislature in the lower house that will press these matters, and 
you can well imagine that they can gain an influence of all the 
way from fifty to seventy-five members — it depends upon what 
kind of men they are, and how they can exert their influence. 
The proposition last winter was to provide a permit in localities 
outside of registered pharmacists. It was pressed by Mr. 
Callahan, who is rather a strong man, and it was only gotten 
out of by compromise. Now that will come up every session. 
There will be all the way from six to fifteen physicians in the 
legislature, and you can count on, perhaps, one or three to be 
with the pharmacists, and the rest will be against them. 
They want this privilege, and they want it bad. They may not 
come out square ; but under-handedly, they are for this propo- 
aition. 

Mr. Smith — It seems to me that there is a great deal of 
danger of running on a great big snag, and that was one of my 
reasons in asking Mr. Fleury the strength of a question of that 
kind. While it is true we have got to consider the policy of 
this question, yet it seems to me that the druggists of the State 
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of Illinois, having spent the money and the time that they have 
in the legislature, and in legislating laws, are certainly entitled 
to some of the benefits of the law, and it looks to me very much 
as if we are trying to remove all the benefits that we have 
acquired by such a law. 1 believe, ai^ has been asserted by one 
gentleman here, that the class of physicians who are asking this 
amendment to this law are not a class of men that we need very 
much fear. You remember, in our first law, we permitted 
physicians to register as druggists without an examination. We 
labored hard in the legislature to repeal that law, and in order 
to test the opinions of the physicians in my town, I personally 
went to all the best physicians in the city, stated to them the 
-circumstances, that we, as druggists, did not believe it was fair 
that we should be compelled to educate ourselves as pharma- 
•cists, and have to pass an examination before the Board, when 
they, as physicians, could apply to the Board, and the Board 
would be compelled to register them under the law. Every 
physician out of fifteen in number, in the city of Decatur, in 
which I live, signed a petition petitioning the legislature to re- 
voke that law. I was careful not to go to a class of men that I 
thought wanted to start a drug store simply biecause they were 
•doctors. I know of a number of instances near Decatur where 
drug stores were started and run by physicians, and physicians 
were registered, where the physicians had no more interest in 
the store than I had. The capital was furnished by a man out- 
•side of the business, the store was run by a man outside of the 
business, and the only interest the physician had in the store, 
was the fact that his registration hung in the store, and he 
received a per cent, on the sales of the goods for that permit. 
Now T think we are in great danger of running upon a snag if 
we endorse a proposition of this kind, and while we may meet 
with obstacles, we all know, gentlemen, that there is nothing we 
can engage in in life without meeting some obstacles, and I do 
not believe these gentlemen on the Board when they accepted 
the position, believed it would be all smooth, nice sailing ; no 
doubt they expected to meet obstacles, and they must expecl: to 
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meet them as long as they are members of the Board of Phar- 
macy. It has been suggested by Mr. Green, that they will meet 
points without precedent ; there will be new features present- 
ing themselves all the time, and while we would be glad to- 
give this Board of Pharmacy — give them lee-way in which 
they could exercise their own judgment in the matter of giv- 
ing permits, yet it seems to me, if we make a law of that 
kind, — if we recognize an act of that kind, — that we are tread- 
ing upon dangerous ground. Personally, I would rather see 
the law as it is, and meet this fight, as it may be, from year 
to year, from legislature to legislature ; and, it the legislature 
sees tit to walk over us, and make a law differently than we 
desire, then we can, at least, feel that we have done our duty, 
that we have been just to ourselves. Now, these gentlemen 
who live in larger places hardly know how to sympathize with 
a druggist who lives in a place like the one which the gentle- 
man lives in who sits on my right, and who are supplying^ 
doctors with medicines. Suppose that doctor starts a drug store 
right in such a little place. He buys his medicines elsewhere^ 
he does not buy his medicine of the druggist, consequently 
there is an injury to the man whom we hare required lo qualify 
himself as a druggist, and it seems to me we are doing him an^ 
injury when we are making these laws. It seems to me that 
we want a law to be of the most benefit to the greatest number. 
Mr. Jamieson — I want to say just a word in explanation. I 
wish the gentlemen distinctly to understand that the Board of 
Pharmacy is not making this request. I also want them to- 
understand that the Board of Pharmacy, under the law, have no- 
right, or there is no provision in the law, which grants them 
the right to issue permits, through registration, or registration 
of assistants, except on examination. We do not have any 
other right : we do not ask any other. We simply want the 
sentiment of the druggists, as to whether it would be desirable 
to have any law incorporated, any law that the Board may issue 
permits in certain localities. That is all I want to know now, 
and we are not asking it ; we are simply asking you as to the 
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advisability of it. As Mr. Smith has said, we will have to meet 
these obstacles in every legislature. The Board of Pharmacy as 
a Board, and as individuals, will stand, to a man, for just such 
a law as the druggists of lUinoiB ask for, and want. We have no 
suggestions to make in relation to this matter, but simply to 
say, do you desire that this feature be incorporated in the law ? 
that is all. Distinctly understand that the Board is not bringing 
this up as the policy or desire of the Board. What is your 
desire, gentlemen? that is ours. 

Dr. Whblplky — Before we drift too far from the remarks 
made by Mr. Green, or his scheme of either conciliating or para- 
lyzing the physician, I would like to say a word to that point. It 
has been my rather unpleasant, although appreciated, privilege 
of hearing this same question discussed in a great many differ- 
ent States, or several of thg different States, and^the same con- 
dition of affairs seems to 6xist wherever we have ]jharmacy 
laws. At the present time in Missouri, we are working to place 
ourselves on a level with Illinois in this respect. At the pres- 
ent time, any one who is, registered as a physician, has a right 
to register, without examination, as a pharmacist. For instance, 
homoeopaths, who have no knowledge whatever of medicines as 
we handle them, or as prescribed by the average physician, 
have a perfect right to register, on payment of one dollar, to 
open a drug store, and dispense prescriptions as they come 
along. Now the question, as has been very tersely placed by 
Mr. Green, is before us, and the question comes, how shall we 
dispose of it 'i There seem to be two propositions : one, of con- 
ciliating the physician ; and the other, of paralyzing him. It 
«eems to me that there is another, a third. The German saying 
is, that of all good things there are three ; and the third is, to 
educate him. 

Mb. Green — Too big a task. 

Dr. Whelpley — I expected you would say that, but never- 
theless he is being educated ; the public are learning that there 
is a^ifference between a pharmacist and a physician. They are 
learning it in several ways ; they are learning it because pharma- 
cists are becoming better educated, and there is more difference 
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ence between them, and the physicians are learning more about 
pharmacy. The point that I really wanted to make was that if 
a pharmacist studies medicine he is not going to do as much 
prescribing as one who does not study medicine. I dare say 
there are many druggists here who feel perfectly competent ta 
prescribe for the boys ; but if you had studied inedicine and had 
a larger oversight of therapeutics and the study of medicine you 
would not feel so competent to prescribe, and that rule work& 
both ways. In a medical college, where the medical students 
are required to study pharmacy, they are not so anxious to 
register as pharmacists without an examination, and I believe it 
is the duty of every pharmacist to encourage feeble medical col- 
leges that have departments devoted to instruction and teaching 
of pharmacy, such as will enlighten the physician and give him 
an idea of the scope of pharmacy, and teach him that he cannot 
learn the drug business by one or two lectures a week in a medi- 
cal college during a term of that .institution. I have had the 
privilege of talking with a good many physicians, and I have 
found, as Mr. Loehr said, that the better class do not care to- 
register as pharmacists, they do not dare to do so. So the ques- 
tion is, continue in this way to educate the physician and educate 
the public, and at the same time keep our arm up as a guard 
and ward off this legislation every year. Supposing it does^ 
come, supposing an effort is made every year, do we expect to 
get a perfect pharmacy law and sit down the rest of our live& 
behind that in ease as a barrier ? It seems to me it would be 
almost selfish to expect to do that. If we know that this ques- 
tion is coming up in this legislature every year, simply go there 
and defeat that. Ry experience you will gain experience every 
year how better to head it off, and somehow the question will 
become less and less a vital question as the druggists and the 
public become better educated. 

Mr. Forsyth — No doubt all the members present certainly 
understand the question ais it now is, and as there are three or 
four other propositions in the same line, I now -move yoo 
that the Committee on Legislation be instructed to draft an 
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ameDdment to the present pharmacy law, as suggested by the 
Chairman of the Committee on Legislation in his report ; that 
will bring the matter up for final disposition, and I think we 
have discussed the question sufficiently. 

Me. Ebeet — I would just offset what Mr. Forsyth has said, 
because I am afraid that may. go further. I am opposed to 
that. I hope the pharmacy law will be left just as it is. I just 
want to avoid the passage of it, if possible. I believe if you 
will allow your Pharmacy Board to use the policy they had in 
other matters, in regard to meeting this question, they will meet 
it every time. Just give them a little more scope, and, when 
they come here next year, do not haul them over the coals 
because they did not prosecute a man who had given a boy a 
dose of Epsom salts, or some such thing. Now, if you will give 
them all the policy they want — L believe they are all policy men 
(laughter) — if you will allow these men the privilege of smooth- 
ing over those matters, you won't have any more difficulty. 
There are a lot of stores being run in Chicago,' that have not 
any registered pharmacists in them — 

A Member— ^ You ought to report them. 

Mr. Ebbr'f — These men are men of policy ; they are wink- 
ing frequently, now let them wink whenever it is necessary, 
and you won't require any change in the law. 

It was moved to lay the motion on the table. 

The President — ^The motion was not seconded ? 

Mr. Green — Inasmuch as we hold another session of this 
Association before the legislature convenes, I move you, sir, 
that that first proposition of the present Legislative Committee 
be referred to the Legislative Committee to be appointed for the 
coming year, without any recommendations whatever. 

The motion. was seconded, and, on viva voce vote, was 
declared carried, by the President. 

A division being called for, a rising vote was taken, result- 
ing in the motion being carried by 34, against 9. 

The Secretary then read the second proposition, and a 
motion that it be concurred in was adopted. 
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The third and fourth sections were then read, and motions 
that they be concurred in were carried. 

Mb. Forsyth — I would like now to move you that the Com- 
mittee on Legislation for the coming year be instructed to pre- 
pare a draft amending the law in the direction that we have 
adopted, to be presented at the next meeting of the Association, 
60 that we may see that it is in proper shape. 

Mb. Ebebt — I second that motion, and would like to add, if 
there may be an addition to that, that a clause be inserted which 
would make the present law, which returns the fee for examina- 
tion, providing the applicant does not pass, that he shall have 
one more examination, and if, after two examinations, he does 
not pass, the money be retained by the Board of Pharmacy. 
The idea of these young men coming up and trying examina- 
tion after examination, as I haje known them many times, for 
the same five dollars, is taking up the time of the Board, when 
they certainly have had the benefit of it in the examinations. 

Mb. FoBSYfH — I accept that amendment. 

Mb. Smith — I would like to be heard on that question. I 
think that it is a little severe. I can imagine a great many cir- 
cumstances where a young man will have to make some sacri- 
fice to get five dollars to go before the Board for examination, 
and if he fails to pass before the Board, he certainly would want 
to go again ; and if he did not pass the second time, if he is 
made of the right kind of stuflF, he would want to go the third 
time ; and I would be in favor of retaining a portion of the fee, 
but it seems to me to be too much to retain the whole. If it is 
in order, I would move that the Board retain two dollars of the 
fee instead of the full fee. 

Mb. Ebebt — The Board earns the money every time they 
examine an applicant, and 1 do not believe that any man has 
any right to come up there, and take the time of the Board from 
three to five days, at no expense at all to himself. They come 
up continuously, and the Board is bothered and hampered by 
men who do not believe they can pass, and who want to try if 
this set of questions is not a little easier than the others, and 
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by some means squeeze throngh. I do not believe we want to 
return the money. It simply makes it that much lighter on the 
gentlemen who support that department. 

Mb. Gseen — I wish to make an addition to the teport of 
Mr, Ebert. That is, that the fee charged for the man who is 
registered on time qualifications be raised from two to five 
dollars. Why should he be privileged to come up and pass his 
examination for any less fee ? I think it certainly is as little as 
he can do to pay the regular fee that the examinate would have 
to pay, for a privilege equally as great. 

Mb. Mabtin — That is a separate question, and would have 
to be brought up as a separate motion. I think myself, that it 
would be no more than proper that at least a part of this money 
be retained for the services of the Board. Of my own knowl- 
edge, I know of a number of candidates who have been before 
the Board for examination, time and again, four and five, and 
even six times, and have failed, until they finally succeeded. 
Now that is quite an expense to the Board, and I believe it 
would be no more than right if at least half of the fee be 
retained at such a time, and I would like to make an amendment 
to the amendment, that half of the fee be retained, on the first 
failure, or any of the failures. 

Db. Whelpley — I saw a paper handed in recently, and at 
the end of the paper John Jones signs his name and says, 
*'Thi8 is my fifth examination ; where does the Board meet 
next time ?" (Laughter). 

Mb. Smith — I would offer still another amendment, and that 
is, that the applicant be entitled to three examinations when he 
deposits his money, and if, at the end of the third examination, 
he does not pass, his examination money be then retained by 
the Board. (Seconded). 

Mb. Ebebt — I want to say, in opposition to that, that in 
reality the postage and the work that is done by the Board, 
more than covers the five dollars ; by the time the examination 
is over, the five dollars that the Board received has been used 
up, and we druggists of the State of Illinois do not want to tax 
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ourselves with any more money — I should judge that we had 
little enough — to pay for these examinations. Let these boys 
that are going to be benefitti^, pay for examinations as they 
come along ; that is the right way to do it. 

Mr. Smith's amendment is voted on and lost. 

Mr. Ebert's original motion was then re-stated by the Secre- 
tary, — that, after having failed twice in examination, the fees of 
the candidate shall be retained by the Board of Pharmacy. 

Motion was seconded and carried. 

The motion of Mr. Green, that the fees of those registered 
on time qualifications should be raised to the same as those 
registered on examination was then seconded and carried. 

Then Mr. Forsyth's motion, that all of these pt'opositions be 
referred to the Committee on Legislation, that they present a 
draft at the next meeting, modifying the propositions, was 
seconded and carried. 

On motion of the Secretary, Mr. Green's paper was also 
referred to the Committee on Legislation. 

The Committee on President's Address being ready to report, 
Mr. Feldkamp read the following : 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PRESIDENTS ADDRESS. 

Officer 8 and Members of tJie lUineis Pharmaceutical Association: 

Your Committee on President's Address respectfully submit the fdllow* 
ing report : 

1. As the best solution of the problem of cutting prices on proprietary 
articles, we believe that the plan of the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, perhaps slightly modified, meets all requirements. 

2. We should suggest that the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association 
request the Board of Pharmacy to register under the five years' experience 
clause as few as possible, and that the Committee on Legislation, of this 
Association, be instructed to take the necessary steps tending to have the 
registration fee increased to $1.50. (Referred to Committee on Legislation). 

3. We heartily concur in the remarks of the President on the subject of 
the practical examinations of the Board of Pharmacy. (Concurred in). 

4. Your Committee does not deem it advisable, at this time, to inter- 
fere in any manner, with the examinations of the late Board. (Not 
concurred in). 
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5. In the matter of the sale of intoxicants, your Committee believes 
t&at the Association has always taken a position against the sale of liquora 
for other than medicinal purposes. (Adojpted). 

6. We believe that any arrangement that could be effected with thjs^ 
State Board, making its Secretary the permanent Secretary of the Associa- 
tion, to be most desirable. (Not concurred in). 

7. Your Committee believe that' Sections 3 and 8, Article V, Constitu- 
tion, and Article III, Section 1, By-Laws, should be amended, as recom- 
mended. (Referred to the President to present at the next session). 

Closing, your Committee desires to note the completeness and scope of 
the President's report, and the conscientious and admirable manner in which 
he has discharged the duties of his important office during the past year. .

Mb. JaMieson — I move you that the diflferent points in the 
report be considered seriatim^ and let us pass upon them. Be- 
cause there are some points there which I think need elucida- 
tion ; other points I think need elimination. I for one do not 
know what the plan of the American Pharmaceutical Associa-^ 
tion is in regard to cutting prices. On the other hand, I am 
decidedly opposed to the Secretary of the Board acting as secre- 
tary of this, the greater association, the greater body. You 
want the Board under the control of the Illinois Pharmaceutical 
Association, and not vice versa, 

Mr. Jamieson's motion was seconded and carried. 

The first section of the report was read by the Secretary. 

The Secretary — I move that this section be passed and 
referred to the Committee on Commercial Interests. 

Seconded and carried. 

Section Two was read, and, on motion of the Secretary,. 
referred to the Committee on Legislation. 

Section Three was read and adopted. 

Section Four was read« 

Mb. Ebebt — I think that that report should be modified in 
this way. I do not think that the President intended any inter- 
ference. To the best of my knowledge, the President simply 
in his address spoke about that the time had come that the 
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standard might be raised. As we are aware, the law has 
been in existence for ten years, and it might be well for them to 
be a little more strict. It was simply a suggestion, and I think 
tlie suggestion certainly is a good one. 

The President — I think 1 will explain this, gentlemen. In 
my address, in speaking as I did, I had no intention of inter- 
ference with the Pharmacy Board. I simply said, as the law 
had been in force for ten years, and had been very liberally 
construed, certainly to the satisfaction of every intelligent phar- 
macist in the State, that the time had come when we should 
make the examination of a little higher description, in order to 
register less pharmacists. That is all. Now I know the Phar- 
macy Board know more really about the character of examina- 
tions and what is required of them, than I do. That is simply 
my view of the matter. Perhaps if I had sat down and talked 
with the Pharmacy Board, and they had explained matters to 
me, I might not have mentioned that in my address. It was 
with all respect to our honorable Board that I made this, and in 
suggesting that the Association, through a competent commit- 
tee, prescribe a certain course that all applicants should pass a 
satisfactory examination in, that was a suggestion, I think, 
made by the President of the Texas Association, Mr. Williams, 
last year. It was in order that the Pharmacy Board itself 
might feel that they had some support of their State Associa- 
tion ; that the Association would back them up in anything 
they did. Everything that the Pharmacy Board does now, of 
-course, is laid directly to the Board. The applicants should 
understand that they must not do this ; that any fault that they 
have to find must be laid on the State Association. The State 
Association makes the Pharmacy Board ; we elect them to 
oflSce ; and in reading over the proceedings of the Texas Asso- 
ciation, it struck me that that was a very good suggestion. 
Perhaps we might, in course of time, have the Association, 
through a competent committee, prescribe a course that appli- 
cants should pass examination in, not in pharmacy only, but in 
the ordinary branches, at least, of English. 
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Mr. Forsyth — While I heartily concur in the remarks made 
by the President in his address on that suggestion to the Board 
of Pharmacy, 1 believe the Committee on the President's Ad- 
dress have misunderstood his intention, and I therefore move 
that that portion of the report be stricken out, as having no 
bearing on what the President had intended. 

Motion was adopted. 

The fifth recommendation was read by the Secretary, and, 
on motion, was adopted. 

The next (6th) recommendation was read, and, on motion of 
Mr. Martin, was laid on the table. 

The seventh recommendation was read. 

The Secretary — I would suggest that this be referred to 
President Culver, to present at to-morrow morning's session. 

Mr. Jamisson — I second that motion. Adopted. 

The last section was read and adopted unanimously by a rising^ 
vote. 

Mr. Forsyth — I now move that the whole report be adopted 
as amended. Seconded. 

Report of the delegates to the American Pharmaceutical 
Association was read and, on motion, adopted. 

REPORT OP DELBGATES TO THE AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL 

ASSOCIATION. 

The undersigned, appointed Delegates, respectfully report, that they had 
the honor to represent the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association at two con>- 
secutive annual gatherings of the Amierican Pharmaceutical Association, 
this being due to the holding of the 1890 meeting in September, and the 
meeting for this year in the latter part of April, 1891 ; this early date being 
necessary on account of the location in the far South, the City of New 
Orleans. 

The meeting for 1890, which was held on the 8th, 9th and 10th of Septem- 
ber, at Old Point Comfort, Virginia, was largely attended by members and 
their families and friends. This was to some extent due to the reputed 
reputation that this place has as a seaside summer resort. 

The meeting, with all the discomforts of heat that attacked the visitors, 
was, as a whole, a very interesting gathering. Many old members were 
present, and the Association honored itself by selecting one of its oldest 
members, who was present at the organization of the Association in 1851,. 
Alfred B. Taylor, of Philadelphia, for its President. 
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The acting President, Karl Simmon, of St. Paul, presided during the ses- 
sions, and his address was full of timely suggestions, and many of them 
were subsequently acted upon and adopted by the Association. His reference 
to the untimely death of the President, Professor Emlen Painter was very 
feeling and appropriate, and his suggestion of the appointing of a commit- 
tee to draw up necessary resoljiitions to his memory was carried out. 

The death of our old friend and fellow colleague, George Buck, of 
Chicago, was noticed at length by the Council, in its record of the demise of 
members during ihe past year. 

Among the many interesting subjects brought up during the session, 
was that by one of our members, inviting the American Pharmaceutical 
Association to meet in the city of Chicago in 1893, during the holding of the 
World's Fair, and also requesting the appointment of a committee, who shall 
invite the International Pharmaceutical Congress to meet with it at the same 
time. This was adopted, and subsequently at the New Orleans meeting a 
committee was appointed to make arrangements for such a meeting. 

The sessions of the different sections were full of interest and value to 
the professional as well as to the everyday practical pharmacist, for an 
unusual number of valuable papers of original research and reports of a 
practical bearing were presented and discussed. 

Thb Session at New Orleans, 1801, was called to order on the after- 
noon of April 37, with a very good attendance, Illinois being unusually well 
represented, about twenty being present from this State. 

While the meeting the previous year was largely scientific in character, 
yet a feeling cropped out that showed itself more emphatically at the New 
Orleans meeting — the demand for greater attention to the commercial phase 
of pharmacy, resulting in the section on commercial interests consuming 
nearly one -half of the sessions. 

The committee appointed to report on some action in relation to the 
suggestions from the Manufacturers' Association, presented the formulated 
•conditions to govern the sale Of patents, which was adopted by the Asso- 
ciation, and which are herewith presented for your consideration. 

In a scientific way the session was marked by some interesting features. 
Among many valuable papers presented and read, the one by Professor Lloyd, 
of Cincinnati, " On a Scheme to Establish a Comparative Standard for Alka- 
loidal Qalenicals," received the greatest attention, and beyond a doubt was 
the most valuable contribution to pharmacy during the year. 

Mr. A. E. Finlay, of New Orleans, was elected President ; Geo. J. Sea- 
bury, First Vice-Pres. ; W. H. Torbert, Second Vice-Pres. ; L. T. Dunning, 
Third Vice-Pres. ; with the old reliable Maisch in charge of the records, and 
Sheppard with the treasury box. 

Prof. C. L. Diehl, who has for so many years made the report on the 
Progress of Pharmacy, resigned, and Dr. Chas. Rice, of New York, was 
elected to the position. 
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Our State should be more largely represented in the membership of 
the American Association, and we trust the pharmacists of the State will 
yield to iAiportunities of Prof. Whelpley, and avail themselves of the privi- 
leges which this membership conveys. 

The next meeting will be held on the 14th of July,. at the White Moun- 
tains, N. H.

The Seoeetart here spoke on behalf of the American Phar- 
maceutical Association, setting forth the advantages of mem- 
bership, and urging members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical 
Association to join. 

The Pbesident — We will now hear from the delegate to the 
American Medical AssociatioTi, Section of Materia Medica, 
Mr. Whelpley. I will state for the benefit of the Association, 
that Mr. Whelpley is also the Secretary of that section of the 
American Medical Association. 
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Dr. Whelplet — I am rather pleased to have the pleasure of 
reporting progress, because I still have fresh in my memory 
the manner in which you said that physicians could not be edu- 
cated in the line of pharmacy this morning. A few years ago, 
an attempt was made to establish a section in the American Medi- 
cal Association that would permit of pharmacists affiliating with 
the physicians. The first attempts were very discouraging, but 
through persistent effort, they have been successful, and I must 
also say, that the success has probably been due as much to the 
efforts of the physicians in the association as to pharmacists, 
who are not eligible to membership in that organization ; that 
is, that it was due to a few physicians in the American Medical 
Association, who are as anxious to see this section established, 
as members of the American Pharmaceutical Association were 
to see the fact accomplished. The first meeting of this section 
was held in the city of Washington, last May, where it was 
organized, and quite a lengthy and interesting programme was 
.carried out. Possibly, not all of you are familiar with the plan 
of organization of the American Medical Association. Instead 
of having all matters come before a general session, as you have 
here, the main scientific work is divided up^ into subjects. For 
instance, there are sections on surgery ; on general medicine ; 
on various specialties ; and the last one is on materia medica 
and pharmacy. It is supposed that all who are especially inter- 
ested in these subjects will attend the respective sections. The 
attendance at these sections vary greatly. The entire attend- 
ance of the association was something like twelve hundred 
members — ^fifteen hundred claimed, so we can safely say twelve 
hundred — the attendance at some of the sections would reach 
seven hundred or eight hundred ; from that it dwindled down 
to one section which had two members, comprising the chair- 
man and the secretary. It may be interesting to know that 
they were unanimously re-elected to their offices. The section 
on materia medica and pharmacy was fairly well attended, 
especially when we consider that it was the first meeting of that 
section. There were more pharmacists than physicians present, 
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but quite a number who were both pharmacists and physicians. 
The paper were such as were especially intended for physicians ; 
that is, they were prepared by pharmacists. There were a few 
papers, prepared by some of the physicians, which it was rather 
diflScult to tell whom they were intended for. At least there 
was one paper read before the Association, that told the medi- 
cal and pharmaceutical professions that they they should be 
thankful that such a new chemical had been discovered as 
Antikamnia. I would like to say, in defense to myself, that 
they were read before I was present at the meeting, and there 
were no remarks. But the general feeling of the Medical 
Association towards this section is very encouraging. The 
oflScers of the American Medical Association were asked to 
address that organization, which is a compliment which we 
could scarcely have expected, or at least it is a privilege that 
we could not have scarcely expected ; and in addition to this, 
Dr. Taylor, who has for forty years been a member of the 
Revision Committee of the Pharmacopoeia, was asked to address 
the association, and I dare say that some seven or eight hundred 
physicians were told things about the pharmacopoeia that they 
had never known before. 

Now some of you may ask, What can you do, or what can be 
done, to further the interests of this work that is started ? You 
can at least send delegates to the meetings of the American 
Medical Association. If you are not going in person send dele- 
gates to this section, and instruct those delegates in the matters 
that you would like to see brought before the Association, that 
is, instruct them in the questions of mutual interest between the 
physician and pharmacist. They will be brought before the 
section, and if considered of sutficient importance by this sec- 
tion, after being digested by the members, 4t is brought before 
the American Medical Association as aSbody. In that manner 
you are enabled, through this road, to go from the individual 
pharmacist to the national organization of physicians of the 
country, which is an opportunity which we could scarcely have 
expected a few years ago. I trust that you will appoint dele- 
gates, and, if you feel so disposed, instruct them in the manner 
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which I have suggested. The Secretary of this section was 
elected as a pharmacist and not as a physician. Under the 
present status of affairs, only members of the American Phar- 
maceutical Association can become officers of the section, but 
the disposition is to place members of the American Medical 
Association who are also pharmacists in the positions. (Ap- 
plause). 

The Pkesident — I think we can safely refer this excellent 
report of Dr. Whelpley to our Secretary. 

The Seoketaby — I would make a motion that this Associa- 
tion send a strong delegation to the meeting of the American 
Medical Association at Detroit next year, as I incorporated in 
my report, upon advice from the Secretary of the section, Mr. 
Whelpley. 

Motion is seconded and carried. 

The President — I notice that the wholesale drug trade of 
Chicago is pretty well represented here — Mr. Lange, of Mor- 
risson, Plummer & Co. ; Mr. Hunt, of Fuller & Fuller ; and Mr. 
John Blocki, of the John Blocki Drug Co. ; Mr. Lewis, of Stev- 
enson & Co. ; and Mr. Engelhard, who represents the Western 
Druggist^ of Chicago ; also, Mr. Brown, of Leavenworth, Kansas. 
Mr. Lange, can you tell us anything about the National Whole- 
sale Druggists' Association ? 

Mr. Lange — I am sorry to say I cannot. I never attended 
one of their meetings. Mr. Brown, I think, has been sent here 
as a delegate from the Wholesale Druggists' Association, and he 
is quite an orator. We will be glad to hear from him. 

Mr. Brown — I must say on this occasion, ladies and gentle- 
men, it is not always that we can enter a pharmaceutical body 
and find ladies interested and assembled to hear the papers or 
the speeches made before them, and I hope that this is the open- 
ing of a new era that is to bring to our minds that the ladies 
must be our fellow sisters in pharmacy. I think the time is 
coming when they will take their share of the burden, and the 
men and women will work in this noble profession in which most 
of us are engaged. I believe in reforms of this kind, and yet 
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this morning, I know not what to speak of. I may say to you 
that my presence here is due to your presiding officer and the 
indefatigable Secretary, Mr. Hallberij. Mr. Hallberg is a 
dentist of the first class, he can pull anybody out. No doubt 
you have been discussing this cut rate problem to your hearts^ 
content, and no doubt you have been interested in the subjects 
that are coming up before every Association, and in which, as a 
double member of it, I have been interested also. I may say to 
you, without fear of contradiction, that I believe the halcyon era 
of the proprietary medicine business is coming to a close. I 
think this era which has covered our entire country, and which 
has created trouble on every side, which has made men false to 
themselves and false to their customers, is now about to close. 
I was particularly struck with the remarks of Mr. Moore, who 
is an advertising agent in New York, when he said that a firm 
in New York, who had a contract with a firm in Europe, that 
had been advertising to the extent ef $300,000 in America, had 
been cabled to cease all contracts, they could not afford to adver- 
tise any more in this country, and it was used as an argument by 
saying, that if half a dozen foreigners were to withdraw their 
Advertising from American papers, it would take millions out of 
the pockets of the publishers. And now I say — for heaven's 
sake, how many billions do they take out of the poor people's 
pockets? How many millions are taken out of the people's 
pockets who are gulled by these endorsements that are floating 
over the country. If I were to say to you that ten millions of 
dollars are taken from our people, probably it would not be too 
much. Now I believe with the American, that if anybody has 
got to be swindled, I want the Americans to do the swindling. 
I believe the American idea, that the pharmacists of America 
are equal to, and possess as much genius and as much ability as 
they do in any foreign country. It is possible that a man may 
have been borii in Europe, and when he has come to this 
country and allied himself with the Americans, he possesses 
none the less the genius of a foreign land. The German may 
•come over here, he is interested in chemistry, and the 
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atmosphere of this country does not prevent his exhibiting all the^ 
genius that is possible. Now why is it that Americans always 
seek something in Europe, and Europeans can get up theiir 
preparations and sweep this country, as it is done ? It is abso- 
lutely under the control of many foreign firms, who are con- 
trolling the medicine trade of this country, and that being the- 
case, 1 do not wonder that Associations everywhere are very 
much interested in the question of proprietary medicines. I 
believe the time is coming when every druggist will put up his^ 
own goods, when every druggist will put up conscientious goods, 
and that the goods that they put up and recommend to the public? 
as substitutes, will be as good, if not better, than that which is- 
advertised in the market. The retail drug business does not 
pay. We will concede the fact. There is no money in it. And 
when it comes to cutting prices, there is a great deal less, and 
there is nothing left but to continue the business and do it with- 
out profit, and this diflSculty, you will readily see, is the culmi- 
nating point, and the point upon which I will take issue. I do 
not wish to say much on this question at present, but I would 
like to wish for you a very harmonious meeting. I was directed, 
on behalf of the Kansas City Pharmaceutical Association, on my 
way to this place, to extend to you their congratulations and 
good wishes, and on behalf of the Western Interstate Pharma- 
ceutical Association, we also do the same, and wishing you a 
pleasant and profitable time, I shall be pleased to enjoy your 
sessions. (Applause). 

The President — As I said before,' the wholesale trade ia 
pretty well represented here, and I should be glad to hear from, 
any one. Won't Mr. Lewis have something to say, — Mr. Lewis, 
of Robert Stevenson & Co. 

Me. Lewis — I take more pleasure in listening to what is said, 
I think the best thing the wholesalers can do is to listen ; they^ 
can learn something. 

Mb. Blocki was called upon to speak, but declined. 

The President — We would like to know what the feeling ol- 
the wholesale druggists is in regard to the Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation ; whether they love us or not. 
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Mb. Hunt being called upon to speak, said : I think our 
coming here and attending the sessions of this meeting is evi- 
dence that we are interested in the Illinois Pharmaceutieal 
Association, otherwise we would not have been here. We cer- 
tainly are very glad indeed to see a gathering of representative 
men from all over the State, to advance the interests of the 
retail drug trade, and we will always be glad to co-operate with 
them. 

Me. Lewis — If there is nobody that is going to say anything 
I might as well occupy your time. There are a great many 
•questions which have been occupying the wholesale trade and 
the retail trade for a number of years,. and those questions are 
beginning to crystallize, coming down to the point. As I said, 
we have come here to listen ; at the same time, as. you would 
like an expression, — I think that the first thing the retail drug- 
.:gist should bear in mind is, that the wholesale druggists look to 
them for their support, and that the wholesale druggists intend 
to support the retail druggists. It may be that individual 
instances occur when it does not appear to a retailer that the 
wholesaler is working in his interest, but those errors are errors 
in judgment, they are not errors in policy. When that idea is 
thoroughly impressed on the minds of wholesaler and retailer, 
all these very little differences which may come up, these indi- 
vidual differences, can be easily settled. But it seems to me 
that the first thing that the drug association should get firmly 
iixed in its mind, is that we are all working towards one com- 
mon end. The great evil which the whole drug association, 
retailer and wholesaler, has got to combat at the present time, 
is the fact that the whole business is tending to a proprietary 
system, and when I say a proprietary system, 1 do not mean 
patent medicine, but I mean every kind of medicine is proprie- 
tary, and the trouble about that is, that it binds the hands of 
^very young man ; it keeps a person from developing ; it takes 
the capital from every retailer and spreads it over such a thin 
surface that he cannot concentrate it at one point. It compels 
^very retailer to keep a thousand articles where he used to keep 
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a hundred. It compels the wholesaler to keep a larger stock to 
supply the retailer. What is the result ? Not only the cost of 
keepitig everything is doubled, while the business itself has not 
doubled, — more than that, this fact that everything in medicine 
is becoming proprietary, leads to a very serious economic ques- 
tion, and that, I suppose, is what the druggists are to discuss. 
Everything being proprietary, a person can buy the same thing 
at one place as well as another, therefore, the territory from 
which the wholesaler or the retailer must derive his support, i&^ 
circumscribed. That is true as far as the wholesaler is con- 
cerned, and I know it is, to a certain extent, true with retailers ;. 
therefore, if the territory is circumscribed from which we must 
derive our support, if we must give the same medicine to one 
person as to another, it is absolutely necessary that a certain 
liberal profit should be assured to every one who keeps those 
medicines, otherwise the whole bulwark must fall. Now, that 
being the case, the interests of the man who supplies the retailer 
are the same as the retailer's himself, because, if one falls, the 
other falls, and no wholesale dealer will adopt a policy which is 
intended to impoverish a man from whom he derives his sup- 
port. Those, 1 think, are plain facts which must be apparent to 
you all ; but in the matter of general policy, while the matter of 
general policy may be agreed upon by all, when it comes to the 
individual carrying out that policy, there may be instances and 
details where there are errors in judgment to give rise to bad 
feeling. Now the object, as I understand, of the wholesalers — 
my object in coming down here, is to hear what other people 
have to say, and see what the trouble is, and, if the trouble can 
be remedied, to do what little I can do. 1 thank you for your 
attention. 

Mr. Armstroj^g, of Peter Van Schaack & Sons, being called 
upon to speak, said : Mr. President and fellow druggists, — ^I 
am here to represent the well-known house of Peter Van 
Schaack & Sons, and very much regret the fact that some mem- 
ber of the house is not here in my stead. I have listened with 
very much pleasure to the meeting this morning, and wish te 
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extend to the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association the good 
wishes of our firni, and hope, as the years roll on we may see 
the membership roll of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association 
grow with it. Wishing all the members the, beet success, and 
assuring them of our hearty co-operation in all matters of busi- 
ness interests, we can assure you heartily of our co-operation in 
in aU you do. 

Mb. Engblhabd, being called upon to speak, said : 

Mr. Engelhard — Mr. President, and Ladies and Gentlemen : 
This is the first time in several years that I have had the oppor- 
tunity to address a convention of druggists. It always gives me 
great pleasure to meet them face to face; and to meet them in 
convention. I have always felt a great interest in all that per- 
tains to their welfare. 

I desire to say at this time something, not as a representative 
of any periodical, not as a representative of druggists, nor as a 
representative of physicians, but as a representative of a class 
that give physicians and druggists being, the class for whom we 
all work, the class to whose interests we are all devoted, the 
class to whose interests we all intend to prove true, and that is, 
the great public. We are not working for ourselves alone, we 
are working as members of the great body politic, and to the 
extent that we are true to that trust, we shall be true to our 
trust as citizens and as professional and business men. 

It was with considerable concern that I read in the Chicago 
daily papers, in the New York and Boston papers, and in the 
St. Louis papers, recently, a diatribe, which for malevolence and 
untruth probably is unsurpassed in the history of pharmacy. At 
the recent meeting of the National Editorial Association at St. 
Paul, one gentlemen, a representative of advertising firms in the 
East, took it upon himself to advocate the cause of the pro- 
prietary medicine man, and in so doing, took occasion to stab a 
vital blow, so far as he was able, at the name and fame of phar- 
macy throughout America. The thrust was of such a nature 
that it secured the co-operation of the Associated Press and of 
the leading publications throughout the country, and to-day, a 
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conspiracy is in operation in which are represented nearly all of 
the leading daily papers of the United States^ not only to injure 
the druggist financially, but to defame him, because he has 
dared to exercise his right to tell the great public the truth 
about the damnable decoctions that flow from the hell-pots of the 
patent medicine man. (Applause). The druggist is the one 
man who stands between the public and the infamy of the 
patent medicine man, and because he has dared to be true, 
because he has dared to be intelligent, and because he has dared 
to be honest, the great papers of this country, fed fat upon the 
revenues of the patent medicine man, propose to join hands to 
sacrifice the druggist and his profession. 

Mow then, gentlemen, let it be distinctly understood, that a 
conspiracy so vile can never succeed — a conspiracy which does 
not take into account the public health, the public welfare, the 
afflicted and the suffering, can never succeed. Let the druggist 
stand firm to his principles ; let him recognize that a distinc- 
tion does exist between honest substitution, and dishonest substi- 
tution. Honest substitution is the substitution that is required 
when the druggist stands between the victim and the patent 
medicine man and urges him not to use the accursed stuff; when 
he guards him against the use of a medicine that is falsely 
advertised, and that is exorbitantly sold. A druggist who 
gives information that is true and honest, and dissuades a pur- 
chaser of one of these nostrums from buying, and succeeds in 
substituting a preparation of his own, with the full knowledge 
and consent of the purchaser — a preparation of his own or some 
manufacturer whose integrity and skill is unquestioned — so long 
as the druggist, Mr. President, is honest in his substitution, tells 
the patient or customer just what he is furnishing, so long as he 
protects that customer from exorbitant prices and from the 
villainy of the nostrum manufacturer, so long as he stands 
where he ought to stand as the representative of what is true 
and honest in medicine — protecting the public, advancing its 
interest at every possible point, be will be assured of the public 
confidence and esteem. (Applause). 
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But a word may be said on the other side, and it is the few 
knaves in pharmacy who have brought a large measure of 
odium upon the trade and upon the profession. There is such 
a thing as dishonest substitution. A man goes into a drug 
store and asks for a certain preparation^ and is given another 
preparation, not as good, not as pure, as that which is called 
for, and is not advised of the substitution. That is dishonest ; 
that is a violation of ordinary mercantile honesty. A physician 
who prescribes a certain brand of preparation, means that such 
should be furnished, because he knows its strength, because he 
has tried it, and because he bases this prescription on its proven 
strength and uniformity, and he is entitled to have that pres- 
cription filled the way he writes it, and if the druggist substi- 
tutes anything in its place, he is guilty of a dishonest act, just 
as guilty as if he had put his hand into the pocket of the inan 
for whom he fills the prescription, and filched therefrona the 
diflference between the price of the original and the substitute. 
Now, then, let the druggist honestly substitute whenever it is 
in the interest of the public ; let him decline to substitute when 
such substitution would be a violation of ordinary and personal 
honesty. While, therefore, substitution may be wrong, and, 
no doubt, is nothing less than robbery, when practiced without 
the knowledge or consent of the physician, patient, or customer, 
I hold, on the other hand, that the substitution which rises up 
and dares to speak the truth about any preparation, declaring 
in plain terms, at the expense of losing a sale, that this is a 
dishonest preparation, or a dangerous preparation, perhaps, 
such substitution must live and must triumph, despite all the 
calumnies that may be heaped upon the druggist by the men 
who are in league with the nostrum manufacturers and who live 
from their revenues. 

The patent medicine men declared, through their hired repre- 
sentatives at the National Editorial Convention, that the druggist 
is a thief, because, forsooth, he substitutes. We will give them 
another reason why the druggist substitutes, aside from his 
devotion to the interests of his patrons and the interests of the 
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public health, and that is, because the nostrum manufacturer pro- 
tects himself in a good profit, and does not protect the retailer 
in any profit. The nostrum manufacturer cannot expect the 
co-operation of the pharniacist when he fixes the prices at which 
he will sell, so as to insure to himself a profit of three to five 
hundred per cent, and is willing that the druggist shall be left 
to make his living on a margin of five or ten to fifteen per cent. 
If the nostrum manufacturer expeciks the co-operation of the 
retailer it must be based on two fair propositions. First, that 
th« retailer shall be true to himself, and true to honesty and the 
public. Second, he must guarantee to the druggist a certain 
positive return for such co-operation. If he does not pay the 
retail druggist for selling his goods, he must not blame the 
retailer if he declines to sell them, as he should decline, and 
the time is coming when he universally will decline, unless 
the latter-day patent medicine policy of intimidation and villifi- 
cation shall immediately cease. 

At a convention of manufacturers in New York city, at which 
I happened to be present, I learned that the proprietors were 
disposed to insist that they will grant no concession to the retail 
druggist until the retail druggist is strong enough to enforce hi& 
demands and compel compliance. The position of the retail 
druggist, on the other hand, as I took occasion to state, ought 
to be that the price of his co-operation is a good profit on his 
sales of those goods, and that manufacturers cannot evade that 
responsibility without destruction to their own interests. The 
manufacturers, being so comparatively few in number, are in a 
position to accomplish reforms and protect the retail druggists 
when the retail druggists, alone acting for themselves, would be 
absolutely powerless. To bring about unity of action between 
thirty and forty thousand retail druggists would be well nigh 
impossible — to bring about unity between the several hundred 
wholesale druggists was a diflBcult task, but to compel the manu- 
facturers to evolve a system of protection for the retailer out of 
deference to self-interest would not be such a diflBcult matter. 
When you once convince the manufacturer that his salvation 
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depends on the protection of retail druggists, the manufacturer 
will provide the way, and legal quibbles and technicalities all 
will be swept aside, and the way will be found, but the way 
must be shown to the manufacturer, and he must be compelled 
to stand by the retail druggist. I hope, therefore, whatever i» 
done at this time will be done in a clean, clear-cut way, so that 
the manufacturers will understand that the Illinois Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association, representing every registered pharmacist in the 
State, means to stand first by honest, reputable preparations ; 
and, second, that they propose to get a good living profit on 
their preparations as the price of their co-operation. Adopt 
this policy, secure the co-operation of the wholesale druggists,, 
which 1 believe they promise you now at this time, demand what 
is just of the proprietors, and the day of cut prices and of the 
triumph of the factotum stores will be a thing of the past. 
(Applause). • 

The Pkesidbnt stated, that in view of the fact that the 
subject of commercial interests and the plan of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association were yet to be taken up, it had been 
suggested to him that a short afternoon session be held. 

Mb. Jamieson moved that a short afternoon session be held,, 
nothing but trade interests to be considered at that time. 

Meeting adjourned till Two o'clock p. m. 
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SECOND DAY— Aftbenoon Sbssion. 

Meeting called to order at Two p. m., by President Culver. 

The Psesident — I notice that an old friend of ours, Mr. 
Leo Eliel, of South Bend, Ind., is present, and I waut to wel- 
come him to the privilege of our meeting, and ask him to ad- 
dress us. 

Me. Eliel — Mr. President, and Gentlemen of the Illinois 
Association, — I must confess that I did not come here with the 
intention of taking up any of your valuable time, or talking to 
joxi. I understood that matters connected with commercial in- 
terests would come up at the meeting this afternoon. Being 
almost a citizen of Illinois, the city of Chicago having extended 
its limits very close to the western edge of the little town that I 
happen to reside in in Indiana, I am a little interested in whatever 
•action may be taken at this meeting in connection with com- 
mercial interests, especially those in connection with cut rates, 
and in connection with whatever action may be taken regarding; 
the jobbers and proprietors of nostrums who furnish the factotum 
stores — I believe Mr. Engelhard called them — with these goods, 
«nd I really had no intention, and do not desire at the present 
time, to say anything on the subject. Later on, however, as 
the discussion warms up, I may have something to say on the 
matter. But while I am here I cannot tut express my gratifica- 
tion at the apparent change which has come over the members 
of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association. At the last meeting 
which I had the pleasure of attending, it seemed to me that the 
Association was more of a "growlery" than anything else. I 
am very happy to state that all this seems to have passed away, 
And everything seems to be serene, and matters generally have 
been smoothed over nicely. The discussion this morning was 
very interesting to me. You well know that Indiana is so fortu- 
nate or unfortunate, as we may take it, not to have a pharmacy 
law, but we are sure of having one the next time our legislature 
meets. The legislature meets but once in two years ; their time 
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of meeting is very brief, and there is so much that smacks of 
politics — Indiana being a pivotal State — that the legislators have 
very little time to devote to matters pertaining to public interest. 

The Pbbsident — I did not understand Mr. Smith this morn- 
ing to say whether he had his report of the Committee on Trade 
Interests, of which he is Chairman for our Association, ready or 
not. He is also Chairman of the delegation to the Section of 
Commercial Interests of the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion. 

Mr. Smith — Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Associa- 
tion, I had a partially written report prepared upon trade inter- 
ests, but my report started and dwelt considerably upon mat- 
ters that I felt were largely thrown in the shade by a matter that 
has come up since I started that report, and, as the report wa» 
unfinished, I shall simply attempt to open the discussion of 
the matter of trade interests by a statement of a few facts, 
without making any written report. I did not finish my report 
because I had had no interview with my colleagues in the mat- 
ter, and expected that they would probably have something ta 
suggest in the report. 

The matter that I refer to, as one that I regard the most 
important among trade interests, is the matter that was referred 
to so stirringly this morning, the matter of substitutes. We 
have all, probably, learned that the retail druggists must take 
care of themselves, but for an individual druggist to say that he 
he would take care of himself, is rather overdoing the thing. 
The only way for the druggists of the State of Illinois and this^ 
great country to take care of themselves, is to stand together. 
The illustrious gentleman spoken of this morning, Mr. Richard- 
son, who so roundly abused the druggists of this country as substi- 
tuting, has called us all manner of mean things, and the ques- 
tion is, whether we, as druggists, will stand under reproach of 
this kind without a remonstrance. If we move together, we 
are a powerful body, but if we attempt simply '^each man ta 
run his own business," regardless of the business of anybody 
else, we will find that there will be considerable clashing. I

feel especially hurt in regard to this matter, as probably most of 
you are aware, that I have not for the last three years been in 
the retail trade, but have been in that so-called nefarious busi- 
ness — non-secret medicine making. I have no apologies to 
make for the non-secret business, it will take care of itself, and 
we are intending to take care of our business. I only want to 
say this, — ^it has been asserted by Mr. Eichardson that non- 
secret preparations are worthless, and that implication has gone 
out to the people throughout the country. I only want to say 
that we, as manufacturers, publish every formula of every prep- 
aration that we make. We will give a thousand dollars to any 
chemist that will analyze any of our preparations and find that 
they are not true to formula. As to the substitution business, 
I fully concur in the remarks made by Mr. Engelhard, this 
morning. We ask no man, no druggist, to substitute any of our 
preparations, and we do not believe he could if he wanted to, 
because they do not resemble the patent or proprietary articles. 
It may be well for us, gentlemen, to look for a reason for this 
•outburst from the National Newspaper Association at St. Paul, 
which brought forth the introduction of an article such as was 
there offered by Mr. Richardson. It seems to me, gentlemen, 
very clearly, that somebody has been hurt. Somebody has hiad 
their toes tread upon. Mr. Richardson is an agent, — an adver- 
tising agent for those patent medicine concerns, and he is doubt- 
less paid for the work that he has done, and that resolution or 
that article would never have been offered had not the patent 
medicine men felt that there was a need for it. In other words, 
the patent medicine business was largely decreasing ; it was 
decreasing so largely that they could not afford to advertise 
their preparations, hence this attack on the druggists. This 
article applies, of course, as well to the preparation that you 
make yourselves, aud hence there is a common interest among 
us to protect ourselves. We all feel that we are in a respectable 
business, that our business is honorable, that it needs no defense 
on our part, but we have been attacked, and it seems to me that 
we ought to express ourselves in undisguised terms as to the 
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language that has been used in regard to the accusations against 
us. 1 have a number of articles, taken from different news- 
papers in the country, and the article as offered by Mr. Richard- 
son, but it will take too much of your time to attempt to read 
them, and I suppose that nearly all of you have read the articles, 
they have been going the rounds of the newspapers. 

The druggists in this country are known in the places where 
they live ; and most of them, I am glad to say, are not only 
respectable citizens, but citizens in good standing to whom 
the people go for advice, whom they believe and trust, and have 
prepared themselves to judge of some of these articles that they 
offer for sale ; and they certainly ought to have an opinion in 
regard to them, and ought to stand, as it were, between their 
customers and the goods that they sell. If a druggist knows 
that an article is a dangerous preparation, as, for instance, 
"Bromidia," which ladies often take to produce sleep, not 
knowing what a fearful habit it was to get into, I think that a 
druggist who will come between his customer and a preparation 
of that kind, does his customer a great service. He is certainly 
capable to judge, and he ought to do it in a conscientious way,' 
and more than that, he ought to devise them some other prepa- 
ration less hurtful, some harmless preparation that will take the 
place of it, and in doing that I think he is doing the right thing. 

We cannot in too strong terms condemn an article that has 
been thrown out world-wide, as that of Mr. Kichardson, and 
has been taken up by the newspapers all over this country. 
Now, right under that head, I might say, in connection with the 
cut rate plan, or the cut rates on proprietary articles, that this 
probably was the thing that brought out, as it were, this very 
attack. The fact that patent medicines were being sold all over 
the country at cut rates, and not entirely by department stores, 
but in many places by druggists — I have a list of preparations 
advertised by one of the wealthiest druggists in this country, 
Mr. Eobinson, of Tennessee, who has broken up more retail 
drug stores than a great many department stores, advertising 
preparations like this, for instance: '^Wanted to sell, 5 gross 
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Warner's Safe Cure, at 86 cents ;" wanted to sell, one gross of 
Hood's Sarsaparilla, at 65 cents"; wanted to sell, Pills, at 5 
cents," and so on through. He takes up the whole list of pre- 
parations and offers them at cost — a drug store, not a depart- 
ment store. A druggist, because he has accumulated wealth, 
and because other druggists have made inroads in his trade, 
advertises in this way to hurt the business, and the complaint 
made by retail druggists to the manufacturers that they were 
compelled to sell these patent medicines at cost, in order to re- 
fute the position taken by the retail druggists that they will not 
sell these preparations unless they can be sold at a profit, may 
bring out this article, in order that they may refute any objec- 
tion ^made by the druggist showing that the druggists have been 
compelled to sell the class of goods in which they could make 
money. We all know it is useless to go over the retail drug 
trade as it has been in the last few years ; in very many places, 
as was suggested this morning, the doctors have quit prescribing, 
and the dry goods and the junk shops have taken up the 
powder and perfumery, and when the proprietary articles are 
sold at cost, it naturally leaves almost nothing on which to do 
business with a profit, and hence, though these goods were sold 
at good prices, I claim that it is the druggist's privilege and it 
is bis duty to make that class of goods that he knows are good 
preparations, and offer them to the public at such prices as he 
can make a better profit on than the proprietary articles. 

The American Pharmaceutical Association has adopted a 
plan by which, it is hoped, to stop the cutting in proprietary 
articles, and as that is not very long, I will read them, and also 
some suggestions or some additions that were made by other 
State Associations. (Reads). 

THE AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION PLAN. 

We recommend that proprietary articles be sold hereafter under the 
following conditions : 

1. Manufacturers and owners of proprietary preparations on the con- 
tract plan agree to sell their products to druggists only. 

2. Wholesale druggists or distributing agents agree to sell contraci 
goods solely to druggists, excepting in those localities where no druggists 
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are in the business. Wholesale druggists are not to supply any dealer in the 
cut-off list. Further, wholesale druggists agree not to substitute when an 
order is presented for any articles on the contract plan. 

3. Retail druggists to sign an agreement including all contract or 
rebate articles, that they will not violate the conditions of said agreement, 
and further agree not to substitute another article for any other article re- 
quested, that is, on the contract or rebate plan, nor deliyer such goods to 
any dealer on the cut-off list ; and it is hereby provided, that the names of 
all druggists be placed upon the cut-off list who fail to sign the agreement. 

4. Under no consideration shall any manufacturer, wholesale druggist 
or retail druggist, directly or by collusion, supply any proprietary prepara- 
tion in the contract plan to dealers on the cut-off list. 

5. Manufacturers, wholesale druggists or retail druggists shall refuse to 
sell commission merchants, brokers, expressmen or agents, any article on 
the contract plan, unless such sales are for export, or for purchasers who 
are removed from domestic competition. 

6. Manufacturers and wholesale druggists, or distributors of articles on 
the contract plan, agree not to sell such articles to any retailer of said arti- 
cles who will not agree to sell at full retail prices. Neiiher toill manufact- 
urers or owners of proprietary preparations on the contract or rebate list, or 
wholesale druggists, sell any article on that plan at retail, unless at retail prices. 

7. Manufacturers of proprietary articles on the contract plan to make 
their contracts in such a manner as not to materially increase the purchasing 
price of the retailer. 

8. Any manufacturer or owner of any proprietary medicines on the con- 
tract or rebate plan, wholesale druggist or retail druggist, violating his 
contract shall be placed on the cut-off list as a penalty for such violation. 

The conditions which are presented above have been submitted to the 
Association of Manufacturers of and Dealers in Proprietary Articles, with 
the view of aiding them in the work of solving the cut-rate problem, the 
details of the said plan being left to the judgment of that Association. 

The New York Association made some important additions, which, for 
better comparison, are printed in italics along with the original draft. It 
has been felt that the proprietors were given too much latitude under the 
conditions. To remedy this, and to make the conditions more equitable, as 
well as for the purpose of strengthening the entire project, these additions 
commend themselves to the Association. 

The Missouri Association passed a resolution " requesting that the retail 
price be invariably printed upon all packages of proprietary goods." 

Kow, gentlemen, it seems to me it would be well for us to 
add our voices to those that have already been expressed in 
regard to this plan. If we can adopt any plan by which the cut 
rates can be stopped or be prevented, we should lend our aid in 
this direction. As I said before, we can do nothing singly, we 
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must stand together, and if we stand together in these matters 
we will accomplish a good that will be a benefit to us in the trade 
and to the whole country at large. 

The Pbesidknt — I would like to read at this moment a 
communication from the President of the Kentucky Association. 

Frankfort, Ey., August 24, 1891. 

To the President and Members of the Pharmaceutical Association of Illinois .' 
Please accept fraternal greetings from the Kentucky Pharmaceutical 
Association, and allow me to introduce Dr. J. P. Barnum, member of the 
Kentucky Pharmaceutical Association, from Louisville, Ky., who is hereby 
appointed a delegate to your meeting on the 36th instant, at Kankakee, with 
full power to confer with your body upon any matters promotive of the 
interests of the two Associations.

You will remember, gentlemen, that Dr. Barnum addressed 
us this morning. 

Now, gentlemen, we will take up this matter of section on 
Commercial Interests of the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, of which Mr. Smith, of Decatur, is Chairman of delegation. 

Mr. Brown — I would like to have a discussion of that led by 
the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association. It is said first that 
the retailer is cut out. Do you understand he is cut off of in 
not getting goods ? Now if the jobber violates, he is cut off and 
he cannot get goods ; if the manufacturer violates he is cut off 
and cannot get any goods on the contract plan. How are you ' 
going to help it ? You can enforce it against the retailer ; you 
can enforce it against the jobber ; but if you take it against th« 
manufacturer and say he must not manufacture goods, you can 
not help it. 

The Secretary — I would like to ask Mr. Brown whether 
the retail druggist would not be very likely to remember such 
manufacturer as is found violating these condition!^, and remem- 
ber him to the extent of making it a very costly experiment on 
the part of the manufacturer in practically refusing to sell his 
goods ? The retail druggist can, in nine cases out of ten, control 
the sales of the manufacturer. 
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, Mb. Bbown — Bat there is no union in that. It is just simply 
that the manufacturer should be cut oflF from his own goods. 
Now, if it is simply to say that if the manufacturers violate, the 
druggists of the country shall boycott the goods — if the manu- 
facturers' goods are found in any department stores, the goods 
shall be cut off and the druggists hereafter shall not sell them. 

Mr. Eliel — Mr. President, this is the question that I wanted 
to talk to, that I came to talk to and listen to. It seems as if the 
members are a little diffident here about rising to talk to this 
subject. I have been for some eight or nine years on combait- 
tees of the American Pharmaceutical Association and other asso- 
ciations having these questions in hand, and I have paid 
considerable attention to them. Two years ago, on behalf of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association, I visited the National- 
Proprietary Association and the National Wholesale Druggists' 
Association. At the meeting of the Wholesale Drug Associa- 
tion the resolutions which I presented on behalf of the Ameri- 
<;an Pharmaceutical Association were unceremoniously sat down 
upon. The jobbers simply knew or realized the fact that the 
retail druggists were a very disunited set of men ; there are 
some thirty-five thousand.of them, whose interests arq different 
in different localities, consequently there can be no pressure, 
brought to bear upon the jobbing trade sufficient to induce them 
tp give any attention to the desires or wants of the retail trade. . 
It seems that matters have changed but very little since that- 
time. There has been a slight change. . The Proprietary Asso- ' 
<)iation whom I visited, and before whom I laid this matter, > 
gave me very much the same answer, but with this addition on^ 
the part of the President of the Association,-— Dr. Pierce, of/ 
Buffalo : " Mr. Eliel, when you come to me with eight or ten or 
^fifteen thousiind signatureis, .-or if you, can show that you are! 
back of that many people and make these demands, then, your > 
demands will have some force and will receive our attention, 
but unless you, or other representatives of your Association can • 
do that, we can waste no time with you." Now that is all the 
45atisfaction we got from these proprietors whose goods we are

advertising over our couDters, — the majority of us are advertis- 
ing in our stores. We display their goods ; we display their 
magnificent lithographs ; we put them in our windows ; we put 
them on our counter-tops, and advertise their goods ; and, in 
large trade centers we sell them just for the pleasure of selling^ 
them, as a rule. 

Now I say, gentlemen, there is a way out of this thing if 
you are a mind to take it. The way out is a very simple one, if 
you are a mind to go the way. It is simply this, if the manu- 
facturer will continue to allow his goods to be sold in dry-goods 
shops, in cut-price stores, drop his goods. Local stores in the 
various cities and towns of your State can take that matter in< 
hand, and can control it absolutely. We control it absolutely in 
our little city. We have about 25,000 population, — we have 
eighteen drug stores. About three years ago a proprietary article 
got into the hands of one of the advertisers there. It was a face 
preparation, a preparation which sells for twenty-five cents ; thia 
establishment cut the price to fifteen cents. We talked this- 
matter over in a meeting, and, as a result of our conference, we 
put the price down to ten cents, with the explanation to our 
customers^that the goods were made principally of carbonate of 
lime and some oxide of zinc, and that they were dear at any 
price. Well, the result was, that we could not sell the goods at 
any price, we simply killed the sale of the goods. Now we can 
do identically the same thing with any of the other proprietary 
articles on our shelves ; we do it in our store right along ; we 
can all do it if we are only a mind to do it ; we can do it by 
standing between our customers and the fraudulent preparations 
we are obliged by circumstances to hand out. 

There is another way — if the jobber will sell to a cutter 
knowingly, make the fact known ; let the jobber supply the 
cutter. The cutters are few, the other customers are many. 
Let him take the choice between the cutter and the legitimate 
dealer, and his vocation will very soon be gone. Possibly you 
may have some jobbers who will sell exclusively to cutters, and 
some who will sell just to the legitimate trade. Then also^ 
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<lrop the goods of this I'obber who supplies the cutter, in your 
pharmacies, and what will the result be ? The manufacturer of 
pharmaceutical proprietary preparations and nostrums will have 
to choose between the legitimate trade and the cutter, and I 
have no doubt but that he will prefer the legitimate trade, 
because it is ninety-nine to one. I believe the proportion is 
greater than that. It is a very easy thitig — the only thing is, to 
«tand shoulder to shoulder. I believe -there is just as much in 
this comraderie among us as there is among any trade or profes- 
sion, and it is certainly worth while to try the thing. The 
opportunity is ours, why not take hold of it now and try to put 
it through. If you know of any preparation that is being sold 
to cutters, either by the jobber direct or by the manufacturer, 
-drop the jobber, drop the manufacturer, and drop the preparation, 
wind up the whole business. 

I have fought this thing for the last eight years. I have 
tried in various ways, and we do not seem to be any further 
■along towards the end of this solution than we were at the 
beginning. Now let us try the other thing. We can do it very 
easily. Nine times out of ten the pharmacist, standing behind 
his own counter, being acquainted with his trade, and having 
the confidence of the public, can influence his customer. Now, 
one of the preparations which this famous, or infamous, Kich- 
ardson spoke of in his tirade, is Scott's Emulsion. Now, that is 
an example of what of one can do behind his own counter. 
When a customer comes in, asking if we have Scott's Emulsion, 
I tell him yes ; if he wants that kind he can have it. The way I 
tell him that usually brings out another question or two, and I 
tell him what kind oi emulsion it is ; 1 tell him what it contains 
and what it does not contain ; I tell him some things that it 
contains that it has not on the label, and the result is that I do 
not sell Scott's Emulsion in one. instance where I used to sell a 
dozen, especially since this abusive article appeared. Hood's 
Sarsaparilla is another item. When Hood sent his man out 
here, I declined to sign his contract. I had half a dozen of hieT 
goods on hand ; I have been in the habit of buying Hood's 
goods by the gross ; I have sold but very few since that time. 
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I sell just as much Sarsaparilla, but it is my own. I think everj 
man can light that thing in his own establishment if we fight 
together. (Applause). 

Mb. Baknum — I have the honor to represent a state (Ken- 
tucky) that has npt got a cutter in it, nor a cut store, and I do- 
not believe one can live there. (Applause). We found, years 
ago, that we were in just about the same trouble that you are 
in, and we took verv much the same course that Mr. Eliet ha» 
done. We stand together, shoulder to shoulder, whether we. 
are right or wrong. When we agree to a thing, we will stick 
to it. The result is, that the cutting store that we had, the dry 
goods establishment, failed in about eighteen months. Another 
establishment of the same sort run three months, and shut 
down. If a druggist attempts to cut, we go and reason with the 
gentleman, and if he should continue, we let him alone very 
severely, and being let alone in our country means something, 
socially, morally, and politically. He is not one of us. The 
result is, take the broad State of Kentucky, from the Ohio river 
to the Mississippi, we have not got a cutter nor a cut store. I 
do not know but that we have got people who would do it if 
they dared, — the general community is with us, the people are 
willing to give us a fair profit on our goods ; they feel that we 
earn all the money that we get, and the great thing really with 
us all is, to educate up the public, and to educate up the physi- 
cians to the right point. Our business, I suppose, is about like 
the balance of the drug trade, we do not make any too much 
money. But very few of us exhibit those beautiful posters,, 
and very few of us recommend anybody's patent medicine. If 
people come and call for it we sell it to them, provided we are 
satisfied that it is not a perfectly noxious article. If it is, why 
most of us, decline to keep it. But we find that by careful 
organization among ourselves — we meet every few weeks ; we 
talk over all these matters, and if there is any diflference of 
opinion, we almost always manage to reconcile it before leaving, 
so that we can pull together, and the result has been, — the influ- 
ence has spread over the whole State until the; troubles that are 
rife in other States do not affect us. ;

One of the best things — the best adjuncts we have had, has 
been our State Board. We have, perhaps, one of the best State 
Boards in the Union ; careful, gentlemenly men, who have no 
trouble with the drug trade. We have not had a lawsuit, prose- 
cution, nor a case for the State Board to exercise their authority 
in two years. Gentlemen, by using careful means, we have 
succeeded in getting our trade together and effecting results 
which we all so much desire. (Applause). 

Thb President — Any thing more on this subject, gentle- 
men! 

Me. Jamieson — We have a number of druggists from Chi- 
cago who are very modest fellows. You would not think so, 
ordinarily,- but there are a few here, of the modest gentlemen, 
who would like to speak on this question, and they have simply 
requested me to say this : that so far as the wholesale drug men 
of Chicago are concerned, we have an expression from every 
house, that they will, in every way possible, protect the interest 
of the retailers ; that they will not sell to any man who will cut 
the price of goods, and we simply ask that this Association 
request the wholesale drug trade of the State to co-operate with 
us in Chicago in this matter. We would like to have the 
endorsement of the Association on that, that they co operate 
with us in the same request to the balance of the wholesale 
trade throughout the State, that they will not supply the cutters 
either in this or any other State. It is much to our interest 
that the druggists in Missouri, Indiana, Kansas, or any othdr 
State, should be protected, because it is this reciprocity between 
the trade that is helpful. We hope to have them take the same 
action in relation to their jobbers in the other various States to 
prevent the cutters in Chicago from getting supplies, or the 
cutters elsewhere in the State from getting supplies outside of 
the State. Our jobbers in Chicago have agreed, to a man, to 
stand by us in this matter, and will assist us in any way possible, 
and I would like the Association to request the balance of the 
jobbing trade of the State to stand by us in this request. 
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Mb. Martin — Mr. Jamieson somewhat forstalled a mild 
report which was about to be made by a committee which was 
appointed by the Chicago Retail Druggists' Association some 
two weeks ago, to bring this matter of the wholesale druggists' 
selling to cutters before this Association. This committee was 
composed of Messrs. Feldkamp, Scherer, and myself. Serious 
charges at that time were brought against the wholesale drug- 
gists of the City of Chicago. Pursuant to a communication that 
was sent at that time from the Kansas City Retail Druggists' 
Association to that of the Chicago Retail Druggists' Associa- 
tion, a mass meeting was called, the matter was discussed pro 
and con, and the result was that this committee was appointed. 
Since this committee has been appointed, the journals- have taken 
the matter up. We find that the Chicago journals and the jour- 
nals of the immediate surroundings have, however, come to the 
conclusion that the serious charges made were not tenable, and 
that most of these goods, although sold to an apparent cut rate 
house, were actually sold upon misrepresentation. However, 
since your committee was not appointed for the purpose of inves- 
tigation, but simply to bring it before this Association, we deem 
it unnecessary to make any further comments upon that subject, 
but merely bring it before this Association for careful consider- 
ation. This much, however, can be said, that it has been of 
beneficial result to the retail trade of this state, in that so far it 
has brought the retailer and the wholesaler much closer together 
than they were before, so that even if an injustice may have 
been done at the time to the wholesale trade, they will bienefit 
in the end, and the retailer also. 

The President — Mr. Jamieson, you might put what you have 
said in the form of a resolution, to be brought before the Associa- 
tion, after they have passed on the report of the Committee on 
Legislation. It is in order, gentlemen, before we go on, that 
this report on trade interests be received. 

Mr. Martin — I make that motion, Mr. President. 

Motion is carried. 

Mr. Ebekt — I move you that we take up the report that has 
the plan of the American Pharmaceutical Association. I think 
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that will be the best way, and then if these gentlemen have some 
other plans, why let them select oae. We have heard the thing 
read ; I guess most of us know about it ; it is simply to discuss 
if it is advisable to adopt it. 

Mb. Brown — It is understood that the visiting delegates 
shall be allowed to speak on questions oif vital interest to every 
State. 

The first section was read by the Secretary, and, on motion, 
was adopted. 

Section 2 was read, and, on motion, adopted. 

The Seobbtary — I would like to say a word with reference 
to the third section. This is the vital section which requires a 
druggist to sign a contract that he shall not substitute one pre- 
paration for another. As I define it, this means that when a 
man goes into a store, puts down a dollar on the show case, and 
says, '' Give me a bottle of Hood's Sarsaparilla," and the drug- 
gist reaches up to the shelf and gets a bottle of Johnson's or his 
own, puts it on the show case, gets the man's dollar, the man 
puts the bottle in his valise and do^s not find out that he has 
Johnson's instead of Hood's until he gets fifteen miles from the 
place, — that is substitution. 

Section 3 is read by the Secretary. 

Mr. Brown — That is the section I do not take much 
stock in. We have had a gentleman hei'e from Indiana who 
has told you just exactly his position on that thing. Now I 
think it is well to stop a moment and think, if we are going to 
pass a resolution that is going to rule us out of the drug trade. 
We want to know if we are going to bind ourselves, hand and 
foot, to the proprietors of these goods. We want to know 
whether the adoption of this will divide us. Half of the drug- 
gists may sign it, and half not. There are men in this place 
who will say : "I will not sign a contract to anybody ; I shall 
not bind myself to stand by any infamous stuff that is put iip by 
some manufacturers, but I shall stand between the public and 
the manufacturer." There are a great many who will say, that 
it a preparation goes out that is injurious, positively injurious, 
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aad that preparation is offered on the contract plan, I say he 
will not staltify himself and sign a contract. Now it is well, 
gentlemen, to see what we are about ; if it is the intention tx> 
bind ourselves to the manufacturers of these nostrums, oar 
voices must be stilled, and our conscience must be stifled in 
order to carry it on. Now, what you do here to-day has some-' 
thing to do with every State in the Union. Tou are not here to- 
Bay simply what the Illinois people want ; you are here to ex- 
press the opinion that shall be forwarded to every State in the 
Union, and, therefore, we plead that you hesitate in pursuing a 
course that you can see will be stultifying yourselves. 

Mb. Martin — I do not see anything in that section that is 
so terribly harmful. I flm of the same opinion that Mr. Hall- 
berg is. My opinion is to recognize substitution ; that too, will- 
fully, and without the knowledge or consent of a person asking 
for a preparation, give him an article, different from what he 
calls for — that, I believe, is the only meaning that should be 
placed on substitution in the line of pharmacy, and, for that 
very reason, I cannot see any reason why we should not sign. 
I will even go further. A gentleman comes to my store, and 
asks for Hood^s Sarsaparilla ; he asks me, is that preparation 
good? I have signed that agreement. I will tell him — "My 
dear sir, that is a proprietary remedy. I know not what it con- 
tains. I am not here to analyze it ; I do not know what is con- 
tained in it. I know nothing of it ; I cannot recommend it to 
you." Do you believe that gentleman is going to buy it ? In 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred, he won't. He will say, 
" Do you know anything which is good," and I will say, *' I can 
recommend this, for I make it, and know what it contains.'^ 
And, if he enters into conversation with you, you can even go 
so far as to ask him — " How do you find this : do you find it is 
doing you good ; why don't you use some of my own ?" You 
can even go that far. If the customer, after the remarks that 
you make, believes what you tell him is the truth, you have not 
substituted as long as he has bought it with his eyes open and 
believes that you are telling him the truth. He has full 
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confidence, and he buys it with the full knowledge of what you are 
giving him — the full knowledge that you are giving him some- 
thing else than what he first demanded. 

Dr. Whelplby — ii we find this diflference of opinion be- 
tween retail druggists, whose interests are common, how much 
diflference will there be when this question will be settled by 
manufacturers, wholesalers and retailers, when we haye threi^ 
interests involved. This section of this plan was the one that 
occupied more time, caused more discussion in the American 
Pharmaceutical Association, than all the other sections put to- 
gether. When this plank was first taken up, the proprietary 
men in the association stated that it meant by substitution, that 
a retail druggist has no right to ofler his goods as being as good 
as any other line of goods. For instance, he could not sell his 
sarsaparilla in the place of Hood's, or Ayer's, or anybody else's ; 
that is, he could not advertise his goods to his customer. 
The proprietors saw that the plank would be lost on that 
ground. Then they changed their views and their creed, a& 
Prof. Hallberg tells, that all it meant was, that you could not 
willfully and maliciously force a man, through a method of dei- 
ception, to take anything that he did not intend to buy. The 
Arkansas Association adopted this plan, with the exception of 
the section which we have under consideration. 

Mb. Engelhabd — ^It seems to me if by substitution is meant 
substitution without the knowledge of the purchaser, that that 
substitution is a swindle, and to incorporate a proposition of that 
kind for any body of retail druggists to sign, is an insult. If, 
on the other hand, it means that the druggist dare not exercise 
his discretion, then I would say the druggist would stultify him- 
self. In one case it is insult, in the other it is stultification. 1 
do not see, gentlemen, how you can avoid either horn of that 
dilemma. That brings me to another consideration it may not 
be out of place to mention at this time. It is called to mind by 
the remark of Mr. Martin. A customer comes to Mr. Martinis 
store ; he is an intelligent .man ; he asks for a bottle of some 
preparation ; he has read that it was an excellent' thing for certain 
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Omenta, and it has been very highly extolled by the manu- 
facturer. He asks, " What do you know about this ? " and Mr. 
Martin says, "I do not know anything about it." " It is your 
business to know, sir." '' Well, it is a secret preparation, and I 
do not know." " Well, you are licensed to practice pharmacy 
because of your professional acquirements, and in order, that 
you can give the public proper information, and protect them 
from any and all deleterious, injurious, dangerous or poisonous 
preparations ; now then, if you do not know, and it is not your 
business to know, for heaven's sake, as a profession, why do you 
not restrict the sale of patent medicines to men who do know their 
business." 

Now I have changed my mind radically within the last five 
years with reference to the sale of patent medicines. I have 
heretofore maintained that patent medicines should be sold by 
anybody who can get money enough to buy them at the whole- 
sale houses ; but believe now that no man should he permitted to 
sell medicine of any kind unless he he qualified^ and thoroughly 
-qualified ; and if a person goes to him and asks him, "What do 
you know about that preparation ? " he must be in a position to 
say, " I know it is poisonous, dangerous ; or, it is good and 
pure." 

Now, gentlemen, while we are talking about pharmacy legis- 
lation, let us come to the root of an important question. If there 
is anything that threatens the life and health of people ; if there 
be one thing, with the exception, perhaps, of drunkenness, that is 
<;ausing more misery and suffering than anything else that can 
be named, it is ''patent medicine." Patent medicine exercises 
a greater influence to-day upon the public health than legiti- 
mate medicine ; and why ? Because one is antipodal of the 
other. One opposes the other. One stands in favor of health, 
and the other stands in favor of money at any price what- 
soever. Now, I may not be heard again for years before 
the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association, but I will be remem- 
bered in this, that if there be one. thing to which the energies, 
ihe efforts, the highest ambition of the druggist should be 
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pledged, it should be to secure an absolute monopoly of the sale 
of (dl medicine of any kind whatsoever in the hands of the most 
qualified to dispense those medicines, whether they be proprie- 
tary, or otherwise. (Applause). I slightly digress, but I wish 
to emphasize this point. The argument is, that any boy can 
hand out a bottle of Ayer's Cherry Pectoral, or any proprietary 
compound, as well as the most distinguished pharmacist in the 
world. True, all will admit. That is the proposition that will 
be placed before your Committee on Legislation, in Springfield, 
and in the capitals of all the States ; but that boy, if he is 
asked whether that preparation be good or bad ; that boy, if he 
is asked whether that will save a child, or that will cure a child, 
or that will be beneficial, or otherwise, can give no information. 
He is just like Mr. Martin with reference to his secret nostrum. 
I am a registered pharmacist ; I am licensed by the State ta 
sell ; I am asked whether this is good or bad ; I say I cannot 
tell, 1 do not know anything about it. Gentlemen, it is a trav- 
esty on legislation ; it is an insult to American intelligence, 
and, if there is one thing that the druggists of the United States 
should band themselves together for, it is, first to grapple the 
nostrum monster by the throat and make it at least decent and 
civilized, and then say, first of all, there shall be no more 
secret preparations, but if there be secret preparations, those 
preparations shall be secret only to the public, but not to th^ 
men charged with the sale of those goods. (Applause). 

Now, with reference to the point under consideration. I 
charge that that clause was inserted by the manufacturers, and 
it is a wanton, deliberate, malicious insult if it means to say 
that the druggist .shall not exercise his intelligence; it is an 
insult if it means to say that a druggist will deliberately swin- 
dle ; it is an insult in either case ; it ought to be eliminated. 

The Secretary — ^If there is any doubt as to the definition of 
substitution, I have a letter from the great mogul himself, Dr. 
Pierce, of Bufiklo. At the time Mr. Eichardson distinguished 
himself in such a way, 1 wrote to Mr. Pierce, and told him fiatly 
that if he had any connection with Mr. Kichardson ; if he had 
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in any way authorized Mr. Bichardson to make these state- 
ments, that we would go before the Proprietors' Association, at 
Louisville, Kentucky, next month, and demand that they 
must stamp this outbreak of this advertising fakir, Bichardson, 
as being entirely irresponsible and unwarranted, and in reply to 
that, I got from President Pierce the following. Here is a defi- 
nition from the fountain head. 

Sault Stb. Maris, Mich., Aug. 16, 1891. 
a 8. Hallberg: 

Dear Sir,— Your letter of August 4th has reached me, having been for- 
warded from Buffalo. We have read the articles you speak of in the 
Pioneer Press and the Chicago Herald, with much interest, but would 
say, that Mr. Frank R. Richardson is not in any way connected with the 
World's Dispensary Medical Association,— our advertising agent, who places 
all of our matter, being Mr. Lester B. Smith of the Tribune Building, New 
York. We think that Mr. Richardson gave his own opinion as a free and 
independent man, and certainly without any backing from the Proprietors' 
Association. At the same time, we can but think that you misinterpret Mr. 
Richardson's address, or the article which appeared in the Chicago 
E-erald, inasmuch as Mr. Richardson does not chargie.that 40,000 druggists 
of the United States are substituting inferior articles for the proprietary 
medicines. Of course we do lose many thousand dollars every year through 
unscrupulous dealers, whether in dry good s,^ grocery or drug trade, who do 
substitute inferior articles at less prices than they can get our genuine goods. 
Thus the growing evil of substitution operates to a great extent, even 
against those of us who have done our utmost in our endeavors to protect the 
retail t^ade in realizing a fair profit upon our preparations. Far be it for 
us to accu3e our friends, the legitimate druggists, of this chicanery. The 
honest druggists of these United States (and they include the majority of the 
trade), are not trying to substitute other articles for those, asked for, and 
they appreciate, as well as do the public in general, the double wrong in 
such a proceeding, since it is the advertising and reputation that bring the 
customer, and when the dealer endeavors to give the customer something 
in the place of that advertised article^ lie is certainly to be condemned by 
every fair-minded person. 

Trusting that this explanation wUl. meet with your approval, I remain,

Mb. Martin — Mr. Engelhard apks the impossible; he is 
ahead of the times. . To. ask of. a registered pharmacist at the 
present day to positively .fenp^, the ipgredients of the proprietary 
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mediciDes is asking something rather great. They are coming 
out so rapidly and so numerous that it would require an army 
of chemists to analyze them and find out what they contain. But 
-when you get our legislatures of the states to pass laws that it 
shall be compulsory for every manufacturer of one of these nos- 
trums to put the formula on the outside of the package, by 
«wom statement, then, gentlemen, it will be time to ask the 
registered pharmacist to know what is contained in them, and if 
oven then in doubt whether their sworn statement is correct, 
then let the legislature appoint a state chemist, whose business 
it shall be to ascertain the contents. 

Me. Engelhard — 1 desire to say that my proposition pre- 
supposed legislation of that kind. 

Mb. Eliel — It would seem to me that the adoption of this 
third clause of this resoluti(^ passed at New Orleans, supposing 
its adoption here and its general adoption, would carry with, it 
the idea when we sign that contract — which I, for one, will 
never sign, whether that will rule me out of the retail drug 
business or not — that we are substituters. Mr.; Engelhard stole 
some of my thunder in that respect. I cannot see how such a 
clause as this passed through the American PharmaceuticiEtl 
Association. The idea of signing a contract agreeing not to 
substitute, would be a tacit acknowledgment that we are sub- 
stituting, or, in other words, swindling. The only kind that 
may be called substitution is the kind described by Mr. Hallberg. 
I do not believe that when a party. asks for a preparation, you 
hand it out and at the same time say, '^ Here is something that 
l:know to be a great deal better," I do not believe that that is 
substitution, nor can it be called substitution, if we sell the 
preparation that we know is better than the article called for. 
I. think again, we ought to stand between our customers and the 
manufacturers of these nostrums. Now I have a case in my mind 
which occurred in my store only yesterday morning. A lady 
asked for a preparation known as Modene, I think it is. Some 
time ago I had occasion to. analyze it ; a lady had used it, and 
did not use it right, and it produced a dreadful sore on her face. 
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I found it to be quick lime and sulphate of zinc. We had it on 
sale, but I told the lady what it was and spoiled the sale. It 
may be under this clause that we had not a right to do such a 
thing ; and I would recommend the rejection of the clause, 
because it is an insult to pharmacists. 

Mb. Forsyth — If the letter just read by the Secretary is the 
interpretation of the word substitution, 1 do not believe there is 
a man in this tent who would sign such a contract. I hope there 
is not, and in order that the question may be disposed of, 1 move 
you that that clause be stricken out. Seconded. 

Mr. Armstrong — It occurs to me that that clause is one of 
the most important in the lot in carrying through this resolu- 
tion. If the retailer desires the co-operation of the manufac- 
turer and the wholesaler in carrying out this about protecting 
him and his brothers, he must in return expect to do something. 
If he binds the manufacturer to sell to the druggists only, and 
then the wholesaler to sell to dealers in the drug trade only, it 
would be a one-sided contract, and the thing cannot possibly go 
through. Now, if the manufacturers go to work and guarantee 
to sell to the drug trade only, they must in turn expect some- 
thing at the hands of the druggist. The druggists, it occurs to 
me, in the earnestness to protect themselves in this matter, have 
in some way forgotten that there are others to consider as well 
as themselves. There are men that have thousands of dollars, 
in fact, all of their wealth, invested in these medicines that they 
are pushing before the public. 

Then the question comes up, What is the nostrum ? You 
say, with nine druggists out of ten, if you come up and ask 
them what are the contents of a certain preparation, that they 
will have to tell they do not know. How can they take down a 
preparation and say, this is a better preparation for what you 
want ; I have a preparation of what you call for. Now, is that 
doing justice to the manufacturer ? In fact, it makes a kind of 
blackmail on them. It is just simply a matter of time and 
wealth in very many cases whether a remedy is a good thing or 
whether it is a nostrum. It seems to me, if you have a prepa- 
ration which you have found to be good, you recommend it

to the customer ; that is all right, but as soon as you put an 
advertisement in the paper recommending the purchase of 
this remedy as you believe it to be, then the article becomes a 
nostrum. That is what I should judge by the remarks made 
here to-day. Now I think, that in considering this matter fairly, 
that if a man goes into a store and asks for a certain prepara- 
tion that has been advertised and worked up, that the druggist 
should see that he gets what he asks for. If he asks for a prepa- 
ration that is good for a certain ailment, and asks, "What do 
you recommend for it ? " then it is all right to give him a prepa- 
ration of your own ; but if a man asks for a thing he should 
have it. I like to see the druggists protected in a matter of 
this kind, but I should like to see them take a liberal action in 
regard to it. 

Dr. Whblplet — This is the same line of argument that we 
had in New Orleans. It is followed out by the manner in which 
the proprietary men are members of the American Pharmaceu- 
tical Association under the reorganization scheme. It is leaving 
the ethical, pharmaceutical or professional side entirely out of 
the question. But even when that is done, I believe there is 
sufficient reason — argument based upon purely trade principles — 
to prevent any druggist from signing any such contract as this. 
When a customer comes into a store, and wants something to 
purify his blood, has not tlie retail druggist as much right as 
any one to state that his own blood purifier is not only as good 
as any other, but the best blood purifier made ; that it is equal 
to some blood purifier that was discovered by the forefathers of 
the Indians that lived long before Christopher Columbus came 
to America? I believe he has, and I do not believe any retail 
druggist, from the business standpoint alone, could sign a con- 
tract that prevents him from advertising his business in a legiti- 
mate manner. 

Mb. Ebebt — I would like to say a word on that. I am very 
glad I know how this very series of resolutions, and how this 
plan was passed at New Orleans. It was passed by a class of 
men whose business it was to see that it was passed. It was 
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passed by a ''commercial section;" the proprietors had the 
swing of the New Orleans meeting ; and if you look at their 
officers, and how they elected their officers, you will see that it 
was a commercial meeting, run by the proprietors and certain 
wholesale druggists. Now the right thing to do, gentlemen, if 
you want a plan ; if you want to bo protected, you want to be 
just as honest — you want to protect the man from whom you ask 
protection. If you ask the wholesalers to protect you, and if 
you ask the proprietors of nostrums to protect you, you have no 
right but in fairness to protect them. Now let us be fair about 
this. • We might as well be fair, and treat men like we want to 
be treated. We may all, by and by, be proprietors of remedies, 
and we will want to be treated fairly. The right thing for this 
Association, is not alone to rescind this section, but not to 
approve of the plan. The whole plan was concocted by the 
nostrum manufacturers, and was foisted upon the American 
Pharmaceutical Association. They came to New Orleans, and 
with their whips, and with their arguments, they carried the 
American Pharmaceutical Association into this very trap which 
is right before us now. The right thing for the Illinois Phar- 
maceutical Association to do, is not to adopt all those other 
sections that are beneficial to us, and wipe out one that seems 
to be something for the benefit of the manufacturers, but to say, 
We will have nothing to do with it, and until you will present a 
plan which is much more creditable to us all, we won't accept 
the plan. My idea is not to approve only those that are bene- 
ficial to us. That is where you stultify yourselves ; that is 
where the bait was ; it was at the first two resolutions, then 
came the third, then comes a little more of the sweetening. We 
do not want to adopt any part of it. We want to be free 
agents. 

Mr. Forsyth — When I offered that motion I did not intend 
to include the entire section. I prefaced my remarks by saying 
that if the letter read from Mr. Pierce was an official expression 
from them sis to the meaning of the word substitution, then I 
move that that part of the section be stricken out that would 
cover that. 
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Me. Ebert — That jug has simply one handle. It simply 
binds the wholesaler and the manufacturer to the retailer, and 
they have nothing at all. They want some consideration. 

Mb. Forsyth — What do they want, the earth ? 

A Member — Mr. Chairman, as tlie gentleman back here who 
has just spoken, pointed out, there are three distinct interests at 
stake here ; all should be conciliated, but in doing so, it seems 
to me that the object is very plain. The object of the manu- 
facturers in putting in this clause was, to prevent the druggist 
from recommending any preparation except that which was called 
for, no matter what the druggist may know about it. While I 
believe that the technical understanding of it is as Mr. Hallberg 
stated it, that the true meaning of the term substitution is as it 
was read, that was not their object in putting it in ; but believing 
their object to be to prevent me from exercising my free will and 
my knowledge and skill, and they do my thinking for me, and 
binding me up to do just what they say, without any opinion or 
without any feeling in the matter at all. I look upon it as an 
insult for them to ask the druggists to sign any such contract, 
and I hope that the section will be stricken out. 

The Secretary — 1 would like to say what I regard as the 
raiaon d^etre of this section. If I understand it right, it is the 
work of some of those polished men who know how to define 
the chemical term substitution, in order to lead the proprietors 
into a trap: This is the bait that we have got in there for them 
to swallow ; for them to accept these conditions ; after we get 
that adopted, then we will define what substitution means. It 
is put in by the manufacturers, of course, for an entirely differ- 
ent purpose. It is the pound of flesh that they want ; but the 
retail druggists, knowing more about the definition of chemical 
and pharmaceutical terms than the proprietors of patent medi- 
cines, thought that they would be able to take care of them- 
selves and define this entirely on one side, after these conditions 
were once approved by the joint convention in Louisville. 

Mr. Martin — If we are to take. the definition of the manu- 
facturers, and not the technical meaning of the word, then I 
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move you that this matter be laid on the table, the entire mat- 
ter ; then there is no use of any further discussing it. 

The question being called for, the motion on striking out 
that part of the section which relates to substitution, was put to 
vote, and adopted. 

At the request of Mr. Brown, the Secretary read the sec- 
tion, leaving out the words voted to be stricken out. 

A motion to adopt Section 3, as it now stands, was put to 
vote, but was lost. 

Mr. Jamieson — I move you that the further consideration of 
this matter go over until the morning session. 

Seconded, and carried. 

Meeting adjourned till Nine a. m., the next morning. 
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THIRD DAY— Morning Session. 

Meeting was called to order at Ten a. m., in the hotel parlor. 

The President — Before going into this section on trade 
interests, we will refer to a few things that we omitted yester- 
-day. We have not heard from the Committee on Prize Essays, 
Oscar Oldberg, Chairman. 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PRIZfi ESSAYS. 

The committee find no mention in the reports of the Proceedings of this 
-Association of any Prize Fund in the hands of its Treasurer, but have, by 
personal inquiry, learned that certain bondn, reported by the Treasurer, 
belong to that Fund. What the amount of the Fund is does not appear. 
Tour committee, therefore, recommend that hereafter a separate statement 
of said Fund be made, annually, by the Treasurer, in his report, and that 
the moneys and receipts on account of the same be kept distinct from all 
other funds upon the books of the Treasurer. 

Under the present By-Laws no award of a prize was warranted during 
this year. 

It is respectfully recommended that the Committee on Prize Essays be 
in»?tructed to consider and report some plan to render the Prize Fund a more 
€fifective stimulus to useful contributions to knowledge through this Asso- 
•elation than it has been heretofore.

Mb. Oldberg — The report may be condensed very much by 
«imply saying, that the committee thinks that, in the reports 
annually rendered by the Treasurer, the Prize Essay Fund 
should be mentioned separately, under its proper head, as dis- 
tinguished from other moneys in the hands of the Treasurer, 
and carried on his books. The committee does not know now, 
from the Proceedings of the Association, that the Association 
has a prize fund ; at least what the amount of that prize fund 
is. Under the By-Laws, no award of a prize has been warranted 
during the past years, and it is further found by the committee, 
that, as no prize has been awarded at any time from this fund, 
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it would seem that the By-Laws do not provide for the use of 
this prize fund in such a way as to render it an effective stimu- 
lus towards bringing contributions of useful work to the Asso- 
ciation, and, througii the Association, to the profession. It is 
therefore, suggested by the committee, that the Committee on 
Prize Essays to be appointed for the coming year, be instructed 
to consider and report upon some plan to render the prize fund 
more effective, so that, hereafter, the existence of a prize fund 
may serve as a stimulus. It has not in the past. 

On motion, fhe report of Committee on Prize Essays was 
adopted. 

Mk. Ebert — Mr. President, I think that something should 
be done in regard to this matter, at this time. I just noticed in 
the Constitution, or at least in the By-Laws, it refers to the 
award of the prizes ; but, as Mr. Oldberg has just mentioned, 
there is nothing which would indicate what the prize is in our 
reports, and also, that there is such a thing as a prize ; for that 
reason, no one receives any prize. Now, the Treasurer's report, 
if I am not mistaken, shows that we have some three hundred 
and sixty odd dollars in bonds. Now, if we have got three 
hundred and sixty dollars for a specific purpose, we might, just 
as well make use of it for that specific purpose, as to let it go on 
in this way, and I think it has been only an oversight on the 
part of the Association, that it has not been made use of. We 
cannot use this money for any other purpose, because it was 
donated for this specific purpose, and something should be done 
.to utilize it. The amount of interest that accumulates is about 
sixteen dollars a year. Now 1 think this income of sixteen dol- 
lars might be set aside as a prize for the best paper, or the best 
contribution, or something else. 

Mr. Oldberg — The By Laws provide for some original inves- 
tigation. Now, there are other kinds of work that are as valua- 
ble. I think that compilation is valuable, if it is done in a 
definite direction, and in an intelligent way. It is not necessary, 
it seems to me, on the contrary, it is injudicious, to confine the 
award of prizes to the class of papers now specified in the 
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By-Laws. I think if a committee think the matter over carefully 
they might suggest some way by which this prize, small as it is, 
bring out something in the way of useful work. Toward that 
heretofore nothing has been done, absolutely nothing. 

The Seorktaby — It seems to me that sections 4 and 5 cover 
everything necessary in the question. 

Me. Ebebt — We have got the money and it is lying idle, 
and it might just as well be known that there is money which 
ought to be used for this purpose, and I think that we might 
just as well decide that it should have something more than 
this notice in the By-Laws. 

The President — Mr. Ebert might get up a resolution, or 
whatever he thinks is right in this respect, and hand it in after 
a while, and then it can be attended to. 

The Secretary — Before we can have any more business the 
Secretary must bring an important matter before the Associa- 
tion. The vote for the Board of Pharmacy has been received, 
and has been tabulated, but there are eighty-seven cards which 
have ten votes on instead of five. It is necessary now to have 
the sense of the meeting as to how we shall count the votes on 
these cards, if they shall be counted at all. The card states 
specifically that out of twenty-five names presented, five shall 
be voted for for this vacancy on the Board of Pharmacy ; that 
is, either five of the twenty-five names presented, or any other 
five names of registered pharmacists eligible for the oftice. In 
spite of that statement, printed on every card, we have received 
eighty-seven cards with ten names on instead of five, men voting 
for the five at large, and then again for the five from the twenty 
dififerent Congressional Districts of the State. In order to com- 
plete the tabulation of this vote, it is necessary that this ques- 
tion should be decided upon now, so that some committee can 
be appointed to tabulate these remaining eighty-seven cards, 
which has not, of course, yet been done, but* which will not 
require more than ten or fifteen minutes. 

A motion by Mr. Forsyth, that the cards be thrown out, was 
adopted. 
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Report of Committee on Papers and Queries was called for, 
but it was stated that Mr. Hiss, the Chairman, had missed the 
train. 

The Prbsidbjnt stated that, if there were no objection, the 
unfinished business would be taken up, and requested, at the 
same time, that members would be as brief as possible in their 
remarks. 

Section 3, with the substitution clause left out, was read by 
the Secretary. 

Motion by Mr. Forsyth, that the section be not concurred 
in, was adopted. 

Section 4 was read and, on motion, adopted. 

Section 5 was read and, on motion, adopted. 

Section 6 was read and, on motion, adopted. 

The Secretary — Now, this is the section which, it is 
claimed, is not suflSciently stringent with reference to manufac- 
turers, and consequently, the New York Association has incor- 
porated the following, which Mr. Seabury, of New York, has 
sent to our Association 'for consideration. The addition to that 
section 6, as adopted by the New York Association, is as fol- 
lows. (Reads part printed in italics). 

Mr. Forsyth moved the adoption of the addition. 

Mr. Brown — I recognize that the action of Illinois is repre- 
senting the entire West. We all know, and we look with pride 
to the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association, and also the State 
Board of Pharmacy, and we recognize it wherever we go 
throughout the West, that Illinois leads them all. Now I fear 
that the action that you have taken so far to-day, may have 
some bearing to a large extent on the Associations west of us, 
and it is for this reason only that I arise to protest against some 
of these sections that have been passed by this body ; not that 
I do it for the purpose of changing any one's mind, but merely 
to express a sentiment that this is far beyond the limits of your 
state. 

Now in regard to the question of tbe section just read by your 
Secretary. The wholesale druggists agree not to sell to any one 
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who is a cutter or any oue who will sell to a cutter. Now what 
are the conditions ? Do they pilt up a forfeit if they do not do 
that? No, it is just simply a statement made. Now to make 
that objection complete, there is a penalty inflicted upon the 
retail druggists who violate this agreement, that they are to be 
placed on the cut-off list ; their names are to be published broad- 
cast over the land, and some of the best men of this state are to 
be placed on that disgraced list. It is done with a view to 
rendering them odious and a warning to all other druggists that 
that man is on the cut-off list because he is dishonest. Now 
when you come to the jobber ; he makes a break*; they put his 
name on the cut-off list, and his name is published all over the 
country. That probably don't interfere so much with some of 
us, because we are not all in the jobbing business. But when 
it comes to the manufacturer, when he breaks that promise, why 
don't you cut him off, put him on the list and publish it over the 
land. There is no provision for it. It seems to me that any 
manufacturer found violating this contract, and if any depart- 
ment store or any one is selling goods at less than the regular 
rates, that the manufacturer shall be notified that such parties 
are engaj^jed in selling at less prices and that the manufacturer 
shall withdraw his ^oods from that place, or else his name or 
their names shall be published over the country .as selling at cut 
rates. We want a fair thing in this. State to the manufacturer 
positively, that if he sells to any one that cuts rates, his name 
«hall be published over the country, and that no honest, fair 
and legitimate druggist who has gone into this contract shall sell 
his goods. The point is, we want to put him in a position that 
he shall protect the retail drug men, and to simply say, that if 
his goods are found in the hands of cutters, that he shall be 
notified and shall withdraw them, and when the goods are with- 
' drawn, then they will sell the goods again ; and if he. don't 
withdraw them, then he will be put on this cut-off list and every- 
body warned against him. 

, The President — Are you ready for the last motion, gentle- 
men ? The motion by Mr. Forsyth was to add to section six 
the resolution of the New York Association. 
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Mr. PoitsTTH — ^If Mr. Brown will embody his remarks in the 
form of a short addition to this, I thtak that the Association will 
be very glad indeed to adopt it. I know it would strike the 
druggists of Cook County in the right place, because there it is 
where this evil is probably the greatest of any place in the State 
of Illinois. 

Mr. Brown — I will say, in addition to what I have spokQn 
of, that all goods found in the hands of cutters, that the 
owner or manufacturer of the goods shall be informed by any 
druggist residing in the vicinity, that such goods are sold at less 
than the regular retail price, and that he shall give notice that 
he shall withdraw his goods from the hands of cutters within the 
space of three months, if not, his name shall be put on the cut- 
off list. The question has been asked. What are we going to do 
with the manufacturer who don't sign the contract? It is a 
question we cannot do anything with. Every druggist is a man- 
ufacturer to some extent, and if he had a hundred thousand dol- 
lars invested in it, he would come under our list. So we cannot 
reach that. Of course, I regard the question as quite a sound 
and serious one. 

Mr. Forsyth — 1 have just discovered that Section 8 does 
make such a provision. (Reads). 

New York addition to Section 6 was read again. 

Mr. Forsyth — I accept the amendment offered by Mr. 
Brown. 

Motion to adopt addition to Section 6 was carried. 

Section 7 was read, and, on motion, adopted. 

Mr. Brown was requested to write out his modification of 
Section 8, and Mr. Forsyth moved, in the meantime, that Sec- 
tion 8 be adopted. 

Motion to adopt Section 8, as modified by Mr. Brown, was 
carried. 

Mr. Ebert — Mr. President and gentlemen, without wishing 
to take up any more time with this, I move you that we lay the 
whole subject on the table. I do not think that the Illinois 
Pharmaceutical Association wants to present a plan, as we have 
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formulated it, to the wholesalers nor to the manufacturers. It 
is a one-sided affair, it is not a just thing to the manufacturer, it 
is not a fair thing to the wholesaler, and it is not a fair thing to 
us. It says nothing, it is simply a matter of resolutions. It 
means nothing ; there is nobody behind it ; you simply print it 
and send it out, and it amounts to nothing. 

Now, when it comes to do anything, let us come together as 
a section, or as a thousand men of Illinois ; sign our names as 
we did in Chicago, asking the wholesalers not to sell to cutters, 
and not to sell to customers at retail prices. When six hundred 
and fifty of the druggists of Chicago got together and made 
resolutions and appointed a committee, of which I happened 
to be one of the members, the first wholesale druggist to whom 
we went snapped his fingers. He said: ''You come here 
as what — an association? You do not amount to anything as 
an association ; there are no two of you who agree to any one 
thing." We stopped right there. This committee went and 
got signatures of seventy-five men who pay their bills, and 
agreeing only to trade with those who protect them. We took 
these seventy-five names to the wholesale houses, and what- is the 
result? Every wholesale druggist in the city of Chicago is 
to-day on his knees, and has sent a letter that they will stand 
by us. Now I say that if a thousand men in th^ State of Illinois 
will put their names to a piece of paper that they will not sell 
the goods of any manufacturer who violates the trust, then, 
gentlemen, you have got something to back you. All these 
resolutions amount to nothing ; and you simply place yourself 
in a position where you are a laughing stock. They snap their 
fingers at you. There is nothing to hold them ; there is noth- 
ing to hold you. I move to lay this on the table. 

Mr. Martin — In seconding the motion of Mr. Ebert, I 
would say, I am of the same opinion. We are asking of those 
men that they protect us, and are not willing to give them any- 
thing in return. 

The President — If you will allow me to make a suggestion, 
it seems to me that we, as business men, will be dishonest if 
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we adopt these sections. You cannot be honest and ask every- 
thing of the manufacturers and wholesalers, and not give any- 
thing in return. 

Mr. Forsyth — I fail to see where Mr. Martin, Mr. Ebert, 
and even the President himself, tind that we are asking so very 
much from the manufacturers and jobbers, and giving nothing. 
Now, for heaven's sake, what are we asking from them ? 
Simply that they will sell their goods to druggists only, and that 
they will not retail their goods. Is that asking too much ? It 
is only a small measure of self-protection. You say we are 
giving them nothing in return. We are giving them our money 
for their worthless trash, placing it on* our shelves, exposed to 
view, and advertising it for them. There is not a manufacturer 
of patent medicine that has not waxed rich at the expense of the 
retail druggist. 

If Mr. Ebert could suggest some plan that would be better — 
of course the plan that he has indicated I fully endorse, know- 
ing full well that it is the only sound view to take of the subject, 
but, in a State as large as the State of Illinois, with no money 
at the disposal of this Association, it is extremely difficult to 
spend the time and the money necessary to travel from one end 
of the State to the other to procure signatures. 

Mr. Ebert — In reply to that, I would say that this commit- 
tee, consisting of Mr. Jamieson, Mr. Bodemann, and myself, 
have formulated such a plan, and I think it would be feasible 
for us to adopt it immediately. If Mr. Jamieson were here, I 
think it could be elaborated in a few minutes, and if you will 
excuse me, I will go to find him. 

Mr. Patterson — It seems to me, as I understand this mat- 
ter, that this is a proposition that comes, indirectly or directly, 
from the manufacturers themselves. This proposition was sent 
out to ascertain the wishes of the retail druggists, if this would 
be satisfactory to them. It does not seem to me that these 
resolutions are binding on anybody. There is no penalty 
attached, except this mention as to being put on the cut-off list. 
Now, the manufacturers, evidently, want to adopt some plan 
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that will cover our wishes, and this is the proposition that they 
have made, and, it seems to me, not more than right that we 
should express ourselves, and that is all that this means to do, 
for this Association to express its approval of this plan that 
they propose, or its disapproval. It does not bind me, it does^ 
not bind you, but it seems to me, that that is all that they ask, 
and all we can do is to give our approval or our disapproval of it. 

Mb. Ebert — Of course, in making such a motion as I have 
made, I do not wish to treat the American Pharmaceutical 
Association discourteously. I simply want to say why I do not 
approve of the American Pharmaceutical Association plan, that 
it was brought over lo tlie Association by a schemer, and it was^ 
schemed through, and it was only carried by four votes. I 
want you to understand, it was only carried by a bare majority. 
It is a stain upon the American Pharmaceutical Association. 
It'is a scheme of the manufacturers; they brought that plan 
there. I do not wish to say anything against the American- 
Pharmaceutical Association, or be discourteous to it, but I hope 
it will not be approved by this Association. 

Mr. Patterson — I just wish to say to Mr. Ebert, that I be- 
lieve the plan suggested by him,is the only one that is likely to 
accomplish and perfect improvements in the sale of goods, but 
it does seem to me, as though if we pass the resolution oflfered 
by Mr. Ebert to lay this matter on the table, that it does look 
discourteous to the American Pharmaceutical Association. It 
seems to me, that now that we have adopted these resolutions, 
to throw them aside and lay them on the table, would be a little 
discourteous. I think that we had better approve of them, or 
disapprove of them, as a whole, and not take that action. 

Mr. Ebert — I would like to withdraw my motion to lay the 
subject on the table, because it is not debatable, and very likely^ 
some other suggestions will be made. 

Mr. Jamieson— (Being called upon to state the plan which 
had been spoken of by the Chicago Committee, among other 
things, said : ) I do not believe it is either fair or courteous to 
adopt those portions which are of material benefit to us, and 
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eliminate the balance of the contract, which might be ot interest 
or benefit to the others in the contract. If we are not prepared to 
accept this proposition as a whole, I would rather defer action 
until such time as we can arrive at a contract that will be equally 
and mutually agreeable. We may go on and adopt something 
here that the trade does not want ; we cannot bind them ; but if 
the gentlemen engaged in the retail drug business in Illinois will 
sign an agreement which sets forth in as few words as possible 
what we actually do need toward the protection of our business, 
formulate some plan and present that to the manufacturers and to 
the wholesale trade, they will be in some position to state what 
they want, and have those requests respected. To-day we are 
not in that position. You cannot tie a man until you have his 
signature to something he will agree to and not go back on. 
Before we are able to discuss and decide upon a question of this 
magnitude, we must have the signatures of the business men, 
the druggists, of Illinois. We cannot decide this question here 
to-day for the business men in Illinois who are not here. Let 
us lay this matter aside for another year, and in the meantime 
prepare ourselves to discuss this intelligently next year, and 
decide upon it intelligently then. 

Mr. Martin — If Mr. Ebert will withdraw his motion, I, as 
a second, will consent, and would like to move instead that the 
whole matter be referred back to the Committee on Trade Inter- 
ests to report at the next meeting. 

Mr. Ebert — I wish to correct a wrong impression which I 
may have created. I said that seventy-five druggists of the city 
of Chicago signed a proposition. I do not wish to infer that the 
remainder of the six hundred and fifty druggists in the city 
refused to do that, but that seventy-five of us banded together ; 
and then, when we went to see the wholesalers, they all very 
cheerfully agreed to do anything that was fair and just. I will 
be pleased to withdraw my motion to lay this on the table. 

Mr. Forsyth — This contract was simply in efl[ect that we 
bind ourselves to quit trading with such wholesale druggists who 
continue to sell to cutters, whether in department stores or drug

stores, and such wholesalers as retail goods to consumers at 
wholesale prices. If the members of the Illinois Pharmaceu- 
tical Association throughout the length and breadth of this great 
State would sign such an agreement, we need not go to the 
manufacturers ; we can control it right there at the outset. I 
recognize the fact that the wholesale druggists are the retail 
druggists' best friends; there is no getting around that, but 
very often a little self-interest on their part prevents them from 
seeing matters in their true light. An agreement of this kind 
was signed, as Mr. Ebert stated, by every wholesale druggist in 
Chicago, and gladly signed in good faith. I believe that they 
intend to live up to that agreement ; I know that the seventy- 
five druggists who signed on the other hand intend to live up to 
their part of it, and I think that we can promise that before the 
meeting of next year we can get seven hundred more gentlemen 
to sign that contract. The question is, whether you gentlemen 
in the country will join us by signing a similar contract, so that 
prices in the other parts of the State can be controlled. 

Mb. Jamieson — Mr. President, I came in here not knowing 
how much gray matter had been expended on this question by 
the gentlemen from Cook. I am not in favor of coming down 
here from Chicago with anything that we may find necessary to 
do there and say, gentlemen, you must accept this. You gen- 
tlemen have just about as good ideas, — some of you that I have 
heard, — a great deal better than some of our Cook County 
friends. In regard to the matter that Mr. Ebert brought out, 
that seventy-five had signed in Chicago, I simply wish to say for 
the balance who had not signed, that the matter had not been 
presented to them ; that we had not time to do it. Mr. Ebert, 
Mr. Bodemann and myself, as a committee appointed at mass 
meeting, started in to see the wholesale trade. We found our- 
• selves in just this position, — that we could only talk for our- 
selves. I said I would quit on this until we had a constituency • 
behind us. We started in, and in a couple of days got seventy- 
five names. We got a reply from every wholesale house in 
Chicago, and I believe, honestly and sincerely, they intend to 
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do whatever they can for the interest of the retail drug trade. 
It certainly is to their interest. I found, also, that they had 
grievances against us ; I think some of them were well taken. 
They said : '* You are going to tie us up ; what are you going to 
do about these little societies that are going to buy goods at 
wholesale rates and divide them up among themselves ; is that 
fair to us? " I said, no ; I do not think it is. Every man of 
the seventy -five has agreed that if the wholesale trade will stand 
by us, we will agree to buy goods from them. Is not that fair? 
We can only speak for the men who have signed this contract. 
The contract was short enough, it was the soul of wit in that. 
We simply said : 

*' We, the undersigned, hereby agree to withdraw oar accoante from any wholesale honsfr 
which lells to cutters, or which sell at wholesale prices to consumers." 

That is a fair proposition, that is all there is to it. Now, that 
being an implied threat, we agree that if they will do that, we 
will protect their interests by withdrawing from any society 
which we had found necessary to try and meet these prices. If 
this is not considered feasible, then formulate some other that 
will obviate the trouble. I would like to hear from the repre- 
sentatives of the wholesale houses who are here, as to what they 
think, and I believe their opinions are material. They have said 
that they are with us in these matters, — would heartily co-operate 
with us. If they believe that this plan is feasible for Illinois, 
let us hear from them. There is Brother Lange over there ; he 
could give us some idea. We are talking business now, let us 
hear from him. 

Mb. Lange — Mr. President and Gentlemen : I believe our 
house, Morrisson, Plummer & Co., signed the agreement which 
Mr. Jamieson mentioned, in common with others. I am very 
glad to know that there was such an agreement. We have in 
Chicago several Associations for purchasing various articles and 
distributing them among the members. That cuts us out of 
legitimate profits. I think we are entitled to the sale of these 
goods. I have no objection to a man whose business is large 
enough, to buy a lot of goods for himself ; but I do object to 
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fifty men getting together and buying it and distributing among 
themselves. I think we are entitled to such sales. We are wil- 
ling, and we are anxious to help the retail druggists by keeping 
the goods out of the cutter's hands, whether they be dry goods 
stores or drug stores, and we have agreed to do so, and I be- 
lieve every jobber in Chicago intends to live up to that agree- 
ment. On the other hand, it seems fair that the retailers 
should buy from their jobbers such goods as they want. It is 
not fair to take that trade away, simply for the saving of five cents 
an ounc6 on antipyrine, and articles of that sort. I think it is 
evidenced already in Chicago, that the department stores are 
finding it difficult to get some goods. It will be well to look 
after the stores in this direction. I have been told that goods 
have been coming from Peoria into an Ogden Avenue depart- 
ment store, in the vicinity of some of our customers. I do not 
believe that an outside wholesale drug house can say, truthfully, 
that when they send goods to a dry goods house in Chicago, 
that they do not know what is to be done with them. It will be 
well to look after the jobbers in neighboring cities in that direc- 
tion. The Chicago jobbers will take care of the general trade as 
far as they can, and will look after the trade in the StatS at large. 
I think that is all I can say on the subject. 

Calls for the question. 

The President — The question is, that this matter be referred 
back to the Committee on Trade Interests. 

Mr. Ebert — If I might be allowed to make an amendment 
to that — that the Committee on Trade Interests be requested to 
formulate some plan, and present it at our next meeting, by 
which time we can arrange it, or rather get it into shape. 

Mr. Martin — I accept the amendment. 

Mr. Jamieson — I think we do not want delay. Let us go 
right to work at something now. Gentlemen, let us do some- 
thing now. 

Motion was put to vote and carried. 

The President — I can say for the country druggists, that we 
will join with the city druggists and co-operate with them. 
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Mb. Jakieson read tbo following resolation : 

Resolved, That this Association commend the action of the Wholesale 
and Retail Druggists of Chicago in their efforts to protect their mutual 
interests, and recommend that the Druggists throughout the State co- 
operate with them in this work. 

Motion to adopt was seconded and carried. 

Mb. Forsyth — Mr. President, I would move that a com- 
mittee of three be appointed to secure the signatures of the 
druggists throughoat the State to the Chicago plan. I would 
suggest that the Chicago committee be made that committee. 

Adopted. 

Mb. C. M. Bennett — It occurs to me that the plan is a little 
too much of a shot-gun dose ; it don't hit the mark. If we 
could have a man in every county in the State of Illinois that is 
interested enough in pharmacy to give his attention and write to 
every druggist in his vicinity, and if he gives that letter a waste- 
basket veto, drive over there some day and talk it over with him, 
saying we want an expression, that we want to know how he feels 
about it ; then, when we get together in a year from now, we 
can talk this thing over intelligently. We know if we leave 
this work to a committee, the committee sends out a letter to 
every druggist in the State of Illinois, and not one in five will 
reply. 

Mr. Bbown — I would like to ask if it is understood thai 
the druggists of Illinois are to abide by the action of this com- 
mittee? Then it must be understood that no action can be 
taken by the druggists of Illinois until such time as the com- 
mittee shall make a report, even if the convention meeting at 
Louisville should adopt the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion plan. I would like to have it understood. 

Mb. Jamieson — I think that matter can be settled very 
quickly. As I said in the first place, there is no person or com- 
mittee who can bind the druggists of Illinois to any plan until 
after they have agreed over their own signatures what they will 
do. You cannot bind the druggists of Illinois on this business 
proposition, and whatever they may do at Louisville will not 
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bind us. We can say, in regard to this, we are not prepared to 
•decide on that for one year. Let us go to work on the druggists 
•of the State, and find out what they want, what they will sign. 
Then in a year from now we will be able to report. This might 
possibly be the best plan, but we are certainly not in a position 
to say anything about it. In a year from now, when we come 
back here, we think we will be in a position to give an answer 
or to speak upon what we are going to do, but to-day we cannot 
«ay anything about what we are doing. We have not rejected it ; 
we have referred it back to the Committee on Trade Interests. 

The Secbetaby — In connection with this matter, we have 
an invitation extended to us by the St. Louis Apothecary Asso- 
ciation, to send a delegation to the meeting which convenes in 
the City of St. Loais, on the third of September, which is, as 
you know, to be a convention made up, chiefly, of delegates of 
the local associations in all the larger cities throughout the cen- 
tral and Western States. Further particulars, of course, can be 
furnished by Dr. Whelpley. 

Djr. Whelpley — I would simply state that this convention 
is the outgrowth of the success that the St. Louis Apothecary 
Association has had in controlling the cut rate problem in the 
■city of St. Louis. The idea is to give our experience, in com- 
mon with the experience in other cities, and adopt some plan 
that will extend the success of those cities where success has 
been attained, to all of the territory extending from the Gulf of 
Mexico to the Lakes, and from the Bocky Mountains to the 
AUeghenies. The convention will be held at the Southern 
Hotel, in St. Louis, commencing at ten o'clock the morning of 
the third, and each association of druggists, no matter whether 
it is city, state, county, or other local association within the 
territory named, is invited to send delegates representing each 
one hundred members or fraction of that number. It will be 
perfectly correct and proper for this organization to send their 
delegates instructed, if you feel so inclined ; in fact, I believe it 
would be better to do so than to simply send them there to see 
what is going on. 
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Mb. Smith — I move that the Chair appoint three delegates. 

The Secbbtary — I amend that by making it five, because 
we ought to have three from Chicago, and Mr. Thomas Knoe- 
bel, of East St. Louis, one of our oldest members, will be pres- 
ent, and probably, Mr. Loehr. 

Motion, as amended, is seconded. 

The Pbesident — Gentlemen, to appoint this committee is 
not a very pleasant duty for me to perform. 

Dr. Whblpley — I believe with a membership of four thou- 
sand you are entitled to forty. Will it not be well to appoint as 
many as will promise to go, up to that number, not to exceed 
forty. I think that would be the proper method to proceed. Find 
out how many will attend, and give credentials to all who are will- 
ing to go, up to the number of forty, and it is not likely to 
exceed that number. 

The Secbetaey — I suggest that the President ask for volun- 
teers, who will go to St. Louis at their own expense, the third 
of September. 

Mb. Smith — I withdraw my motion. 

Motion to call for volunteers up to forty members, is 
adopted. 

The following volunteered : Mr. C. L. Feldkamp, Chicago ; 
Mr. Melle Williams, of Taylorville ; Mr. Loehr stated he would 
go, if he possibly could. 

Mb. Pattebson — You have now some four or five members 
on this committee, and I would suggest that this be disposed of 
by authorizing the members already appointed to fill the va- 
cancy, and leave the matter with them. If they can get on the 
ground, they can appoint their colleagues. 

Motion was seconded by Mr. Ebert, and carried. 

Db. Whelpley — I would like to state that these delegates 
will be received in St. Louis with the usual hospitality of the 
Mound City. (Applause). 
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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON ADULTERATIONS. 

W. G. KiBOHGAssBB, Chairman, being called for, the Secre- 
tary read a synopsis of the report, stating that the full report 
would be printed in the Proceedings. (See full report after the 
Proceedings). 

Motion that the rei)ort be received was carried. 

Db. Whelplbt — There is a moral to this story, and these 
reports seldom have the moral embraced in them, and that is 
the fact that we should do something more than to find out that 
the goods are adulterated ; they should be returned to the manu- 
facturers. The manufacturers will continue to adulterate as 
long as the goods are sold, no matter how many of these reports 
we make. 

REPORT OP COMMITTEE ON UNOPPICINAL FORMULAS. 

Mb. Hallbebg — ^The Committee on Unofficinal Formulas, of 
which I happen to be Chairman, would like to state that, com- 
mencing now with this year, immediately upon the publication 
of the Pharmacopoeia next spring, we will then commence opera- 
tions on the National Formulary, and we would like to have 
suggestions with reference to the amount and number of formu- 
las of all preparations to be incorporated in the next revised 
edition of the National Formulary. In addition to that I would 
like to direct the attention of the members to a very good plan 
that has been instituted by the Missouri Association to call the 
attention of the physicians to the National Formulary, and that 
is the most important work connected with the National Formu- 
lary. The Missouri Association Committee have formulated a 
circular which they have sent around, as far as they could afford, 
throughout the State to the medical profession, even had it printed 
in some of the medical journals, and sent around in other por- 
tions of the country, calling the attention of the physicians to 
the National Formulary, to the desirability on the part of physi- 
cians to prescribe preparations in the National Formulary instead 
of the proprietary medicines, and 1 'would like that this com- 
mittee be authorized, if the opportunity is afforded, to, as soon 
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as possible, get np a circular of this character and circulate it a» 
freely as it can to the medical profession of the State. 

Mb. Pati^brson — That is one of the most important sugges- 
tions I have heard this morning. It strikes me as being in the 
right direction, and I move that that power be granted tojthe 
committee, and that they, as soon as possible, send out to the 
medical profession, calling attention to the National Formulary^ 
as suggested by the Secretary. 

De. Whblplky — 1 can state that we have received direct 
results from these circulars, by an increase in the sale of the 
National Formulary in the State of Missouri, and an increase in 
the number of prescriptions which specify "N. F.", especially 
in the city of Kansas City and the City of St. Louis, and we feel 
well satisfied with the work that has been done. 

Motion that the report of the committee on unofficinal formu- 
las be accepted, and also the suggestion of the Secretary was- 
seconded and carried. 

The Secbetaby — We have now the Secretary of the Board 
of Pharmacy, who has on former occasions been slighted, be-^ 
cause he was not down on the programme, and he will present a 
report of the Board of Pharmacy. 

Mb. Fbank Fleuby came forward, and stated that, as- 
he supposed every member had a copy of the report, it would 
not be necessary for him to take up the time of the meeting ta 
read it, except, merely as a matter of record, he would read 
over the receipts for the year 1890, which were $6,523.77. This 
includes the registered pharmacists on original registration by 
examination, the assistants by examination and on original reg- 
istration, renewals, etc. ; expenditures were $6,444.68 ; balance 
in the Treasurer's hands, December 81, 1890, $79.09, which 
was turned over to the Treasurer of the Illinois Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

Motion that the report be received was carried. 

The Secbetaby — Before we change the subject, I think there- 
is a very important consideration that will have to be settled in 
connection with this. It is estimated it will require $550 ta 
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defray the expenses of the Association for this year, — the year 
1891, — and the only source that we have in obtaining money 
from is the Board of Pharmacy. 1 believe there is only a baga- 
telle, a few dollars in the treasury now. Here is a condition 
that confronts us. In order to have the report of the proceed- 
ings of this convention printed and distributed to the* members, 
— and they certainly ought to be distributed after they are printed, 
otherwise there is no use printing them, — to defray the expenses 
of the Secretary and the stenographic report requires from $560 
to $600, and if the Board of Pharmacy cannot liquidate those 
expenditures within a very reasonable time, we ought to devise 
some other means of raising the money. 

The President — Did you not state the other day, Mr. Sec- 
retary, that there would be something like a hundred dollars left 
from the entertainment fund ? 

The Seobetaby — ^The entertainment fund has nothing to do 
with the Association fund. We have secured less than $100 
from members in attendance. We expected to have two hun- 
dred in attendance ; so that if we come out whole on the enter- 
tainment we will do well. 

• . Mb. Flbuby — The amount paid out in 1889 for the Illinois 
Pharmaceutical Association was $349. 

The Sbcbbtaby — I would like to ask Mr. Jamieson if he 
would be kind enough to give us his ideas as to whether the 
State Board can give us the required aid at this time. 

Mb. Jamieson — Mr. President, this matter has been under 
discussion by members of the Board. As you will remember, it 
is a matter of record, two years ago the Association found them- 
selves in as bad, or worse condition than they are now. I then 
pledged for the members of the Board that, for these proceed- 
ings, if the members themselves did not receive their expenses, 
that those proceedings at least should be paid for that year. To 
briefly go over the ground, — when the law was put in here mak- 
ing the registration fee one dollar, it was based upon the lowest 
possible amount that the Board could get along with and do the 
work anywhere near right. Formerly, as you all are aware, it 
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was two dollars ; one year it was reduced to $1.50. It was 
made $1.50, expecting that the 50 cents would go towards main- 
taining the Association. We made the registration $1.50, with 
the understanding that we could get along with the dollar, and 
the 50 cents would maintain this Association handsomely. As 
you all are aware, the 50 cents was knocked out in the legislature, 
leaving us only the dollar, which it was found was absolutely 
necessary, and that only by the strictest economy, to carry 
through the work of this Board. Now we have not done the 
work that we ought to have done in the last two years in the 
matter of sending men over the State to see that this law is en- 
forced in all the various sections. The law was founded for the 
protection of the public and incidentally the druggist, the regis- 
tered pharmacist. We have simply had to allow a good deal of 
work to go by, because we did not have the money to send men 
over the State to look after it. I do not believe it is fair ; I do 
not believe it is just or legal to take the fund from the treasury 
of the board which has been appropriated for a specific purpose, 
to the maintenance of this Association. I do not believe that 
we will be justified in doing it, and certainly if we do, it would 
be at the expense of the proper carrying out of this law. 

We have for some time had under consideration, as you 
have heard yesterday from Mr. Green's paper, the question of a 
better form of examination. I have never been satisfied, since I 
have been a member of the board, with the present form of tech- 
nical examination. It does not come up to the requirements of 
a correct and proper examination in my judgement. We have 
now, for the first four months, resolved to institute a monthly 
practical examination for the same fee that the law permits us to 
collect. Heretofore the experiment has been carried on mutually, 
as between the applicant and the examiners ; it was left with 
us whether we would grant the examination by this practical 
method, or whether the applicant should take it and pay the ten 
dollars extra. About fifty of them have done that way, showing 
conclusively to us that this is the popular examination. If fifty 
men are willing to pay five dollars extra for that amount of exam- 
ination, it shows that in their judgment this is the better form. 
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The Board is very anxious to make this the examination if it is 
at all possible within our means. We are trying it now for lour 
months, which will bring us up to the first of January, and 
on the first of January, if this plan is feasible, it will be the only 
examination which we will offer to applicants. They will all 
have to pass the practical examination which you are, no doubt, 
familiar with. Now I do not believe the Board will be in any 
position, — I cannot see how we will be in the position to offer a 
dollar to the Association. I cannot see where we are going to 
have the money ; in justice to the men who put up their dollar 
for the carrying out of this law, and as oflScers of the law, we are 
not justified in diverting the money which is intended for a spec- 
ified purpose to some other purpose, however laudable. We 
must carry out the law, and as we did last year, after paying 
those expenses, we turned over $79 that we had on hand. If we 
have, at the end of the year, — and that is the only time that we 
could by law turn the money over, — after we get through this 
work and have anything left ; but I cannot assure you that we 
will have a dollar left, so that I think some other plan will have 
to be resorted to. 

Mb. Flkuby — Four hundred dollars has already been paid 
out of this year's fund. 

The following resolution offered by Mr. Travis, was here 
read : 

Resolved — That the Secretary of the Board of Pharmacy be requested 
to send out solicitations for contributions of 60 cents from each registered 
Pharmacist in the State, for the purpose of defraying the expenses of the 
Association for the year. 

Me. Jamieson — Is the Secretary of the Board the proper 
oflScer to do that ? 

The Secretary — If the Secretary of the Association is to do 
this, it will require almost as much of an expense to get this 
money as it may amount to, while the Secretary of the Board of 
Pharmacy will be able to send out these communications without 
any additional expense. 

Mr. Jamieson — The Secretary of the Board might be author- 
ized to send out such a communication as that over the signature 
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of the Secretary of this Association, but he would not as an officer 
of the Board, and as a legal officer, be authorized to send out a 
request to the druggists of this state for that purpose. 

Mb. Fleuby — Allow me to make a little explanation, and 
state to the members how it is feasible for me to send it out 
without expense. To mail this to all the registered pharmacists 
will cost at least $60, — that is, the postage alone will be $45. 
We have not got the money to do this. Now I can send out a 
circular gotten up by the Secretary of the Illinois Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association with the annual notice in November ; if they are 
prepared and sent to me, such a notice as the Secretary of this 
Association desires to send out. I will mail it with the annual 
renewal notice in November, which will reach the registered 
pharmacists then, but it would cost now to do it $45 for stamps. 
As the Secretary of the Board I desire to state, that while I am 
ready and wiUing to do anything in my power to assist the Phar- 
maceutical Association, and aid and assist the Secretary in the 
performance of his duties, I do not want my business to be 
mixed with that of the Association. This Board money should 
be sent to the Board Secretary, and the money for the Association 
should be sent to the Secretary of the Association. 

Mb. Ebebt — I hope that the Secretary of the Board of Phar- 
macy will not draw that little distinction, because when we send 
in our annual renewal fee we can just as well add that 50 cents 
to it. If we have to make a separate check for 50 cents, or send 
50 cents in currency or stamps, we will get no money ^ all. I 
hope that the Secretary of the Board will do that for us ; I do not 
think that the money will get badly mixed. We think he is hon- 
est enough so that he will turn it over to us, and I hope he will 
not stand on that point. 

Mb. Fleuby — If yon will allow me to, I will state, Mr. 
Ebert, where the difficulty lies. We have a system of book- 
keeping which is, I think, nearly correct for the Board, and for 
my part, I can state that it will mix things up very considerably. 
Every remittance that is made to the Secretary is entered on a 
slip of paper or the letter in which it comes. The envelope is 
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opened and the money is taken out, and in red ink is written, — 
received one dollar in currency, No. so and so, — the whole 
record is kept on either the renewal slip or the letter, and that is 
carried on through the cash book and everything. Now then, if 
he sends more money than is necessary, it will mix things up 
very considerably. For my part, I am under the direction of 
the Board of Pharmacy as their oflBcer, and the finance commit- 
tee, in methods of keeping the books, and I do think it will mix 
things up ccmsiderably. I keep a record of every dollar that 
comes in for the board, and if I get one dollar for the Board and 
50 cents for the Association, they will not say what it is for. 
They will enclose $1.50, fix up their slips lor $1.50 and get me 
mixed up. I try to keep the records of the Board correct, and I 
think the money ought to be remitted to the Secretary of the 
State Pharmaceutical Association. 

The Sbobbtaby — The resolution is provided with a special 
reference of such a character as not to take in these details. It 
was understood that it was to be done when the renewal blanks 
were sent out ; if it was not, then the Association could do it. 

Mr. Tbavis read modified resolution. 

Vote is taken and resolution adopted. 

REPORT OP COMMITTEE ON DECEASED MEMBERS. 

Mr. Frank Fleurt, Chairman. (See after Proceedings). 

Mr. Fleury requested that members report deaths on a 
postal card, and the record would be immediately entered on 
the registration book. 

Motion to accept report of Committee on Deceased Mem- 
bers was adopted. 

REPORT OP COMMITTEE ON REORGANIZATION. 

It is with some pleasure that we are able to report that the present 
system of organization has worked more satisfactorily during the past year 
than heretofore. 

There are some things about the organization, especially its financial 
condition, which it appears should be changed. But inasmuch as we have 
struggled along so far without dues we should try a few more years in order

to really test the plan. During the first two years without dues we received 
no aid or encouragement from the Board, and there was no money to pay- 
ordinary current expenses, but during the year 1890 we received from the 
Board its balance at the close of the year. The Board also met the expense 
of printing the report for 1889 and 1890, and advanced money for postage on 
reports. If the Board can do as well hereafter the Association will have all 
the money necessary. 

We do not deem it advisable to offer any suggestions for changes at 
this meeting. 

We would recommend that a Committee on Reorganization be retained. 
Respectfully submitted, G. Hbnrt Sohbbbck, 

Mbllb Williams. 

The report of the committee was adopted. 

The Seoketary — The next report, and I believe the last, of 
the Committee on U. S. Pharmacopoeia, Charles W. Day, Chair- 
man, the Secretary has been unable to find the whereabouts of 
Mr. Day. There is, for that matter, no special work for that 
committee at this time. The Committee on Arrangements has, 
of course, already made its report. Committee on Order of 
Business made its report to the Committee on Arrangements last 
June, when the Committee on Arrangements met here to formu- 
late the programme for the session. Committee on Apprentice- 
ship, T. H. Patterson, Chairman, informed the Secretary quite 
soon after being advised of his being appointed, shortly after 
the first of the year, that he would not make a report on that, 
as the subject was of a character that he had not paid a great 
deal of attention to, and that he would not be in a position to 
make a report, consequently we have none. Committee on 
Board of Pharmacy Records, William Bower, Chairman, left 
us under the impression that he would be here, but has failed to 
come, and we will have to do without the report. Committee 
on Papers and Queries has failed to materialize. The Chair- 
man missed the train yesterday morning and evidently missed 
it this morning. We have a number of papers, but we know 
very well it would be wearying to the members in attendance 
to listen to papers read. We have received some here, and 
the Chairman has some. 1 do not now recall the names of the 
contributors. 
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Kr. Martin stated that he had a paper, and read the title 
of it. (See papers following). 

The Sbobetaby also read the titles of some papers wliich he 
had, and said : 

The Seobetast would like to state that he had made an 
arrangement for a demonstration also, but it would take about 
twenty minutes in any event, and, under the circumstances, 
would have to defer it. 

Db. Whelpley — What was the subject? 

The Secbetaby — ^The subject was, '*The Methods by which 
the United States Pharmacopoeia is revised, with Miniature 
Copies of the U. S. P. of 1890." 

Mb. Ebebt — I make a motion that the papers in the hands of 
the Secretary, all these papers that have been contributed, that 
the Secretary make an arrangement with some journal, which I 
think he will have no difficulty in doing, to have these papers 
put into type, and, before he prints it in any one paper, furnish 
it to the journals that are in our immediate neighborhood ; for 
instance, in Detroit, or to any journal desiring them, that will 
bring these papers so that we can read them, and get what real 
merit there is in them, and also the merit of the contributors. 
If we leave this until our Proceedings are issued, and not having 
heard them here, we will not know what has been prepared. 

The Secbetaby — I object to any such reflection as that on 
the office of Secretary, whether I am the incumbent or not. To 
my recollection no : paper has ever been presented to this Asso- 
ciation, except one last year, that has not been printed, not only 
in the Proceedings but in nearly all the journals. 

Motion that the papers take the usual course, and be pub- 
lished in the Proceedings of the meeting, was adopted. 

The Pbesidbnt announced that the next order of business 
was the election of officers. . 

The Secbetaby suggested that the vote on nominees for the 
Board of Pharmacy be taken up next, and then went on to state 
that out of some four thousand cards sent out only eight hundred 
and eighty-two had been received, and out of those, the eighty- 
seven containing ten names instead of five had been thrown out 
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by vote of the Association. He then proceeded to read the 
Dames of nominees for State Board of Pharmacy according to 
the number of votes received, the highest coming first. 

After considerable discussion, a motion by Mr. Jamieson 
that the members proceed to ballot for three men out of the five 
receiving the highest number of votes, was adopted. 

Mr. Smith, of Decatur, being one of the five receiving the 
highest number of votes, withdrew his name, and the name next 
highest on the list was added. (For list of candidates, with 
votes, see after Proceedings). 

The following were then announced as nominees : H. W. 
C Martin, Chicago; I. N. Coffee, Cairo; A. B. Clark, Gales- 
burg ; G. Henry Sohrbeck, Moline ; C. H. Grube, Robinson 
(substituted for Mr. Smith). 

The following tellers were appointed by the Chair : Mr. H. 
H. Green, Mr. C. L. Feldkamp, and H. Smith, of Decatur. 

The result of the ballot was announced as follows : Sohr- 
beck 36 ; Grube, 30 ; Coffee, 27. Declared elected. Votes for 
Mr. Martin, 26 ; Mr. Clarke, 18. 

Election of oflScers being the next in order, Mr. Smith, in a 
neat little speech, nominated Dr. H. Lee Hatch, of Jacksonville ; 
and Mr. Martin placed in nomination Mr. K. C. Hattenhauer, of 
Peru. 

Result of ballot : Mr. Hattenhauer, 28 ; Dr. H. Lee Hatch, 
18. Mr. Hattenhauer was declared elected. 

Nominees for First Vice President were : Dr. H. L. Hatch 
and Melle Williams. The result of the ballot was : Dr. Hatch, 
36 ; Mr. Melle Williams, 8 votes, — Dr. Hatch being declared 
elected. 

Mr. Frank S. Friese, of Kankakee, being nominated as 
Second Vice President, the Secretary moved that the chair 
cast the ballot of the Association for Mr. Friese, which motion 
was adopted, and Mr. Friese unanimously elected. 

Mr. M. B. Travis, of Say brook, was nominated, and on mo- 
tion of Mr. Smith, elected by acclamation as Third Vice Prew- 
dent. 
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Mr. Ebert then nominated Mr. Melle Williams, Taylorville, 
as Treasurer, and a motion that the Secretary be instructed to 
cast the ballot of the Association for Mr. Williams was adopted. 

Nominations for Secretary being in order, Mr. Loehr placed 
in nomination Mr. C. S. Hallberg, and Dr. Patterson nominated 
Mr. T. C. Loehr. A motion was made that the nominations be 
closed, but as Mr. Loehr positively declined to serve, a motion 
was made that the chair cast the ballot of the Association for Mr. 
G. S. Hallberg, which was carried, and Mr. Hallberg declared 
elected. 

Selection of place and time for next meeting being in order, 
it was agreed on motion that the next meeting be held in Spring- 
field on the second Tuesday in June, the Executive Committee 
being empowered to change the date if found absolutely neces- 
sary, to avoid conflicting with other meetings, etc. 

A motion of Mr. Ebert, that the appointment of the Execu- 
tive Committee, and also the selection of the Local Secretary, be 
left with the incoming President and the Secretary, was carried. 

The Skcbetary — We have here the changes in the articles of 
the Constitution and By-Laws, as suggested by President Culver, 
written out, and notice filed that they will be taken up for vote 
at the next yearns meeting, being printed in the proceedings as 
they were last year. If there is no other business, I have a res- 
olution here that I would like to offer : 

Meiohed—TiuLt it is the sense of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association, 
that Chemistry, Pharmacy and allied seienees, arts and industries, in order to 
be properly presented at the World's Columbian Exposition, should have a 
section of their own. That the officers of this Association be requested to 
present this matter to the consideration of the Director General of the 
World's Columbian Exposition, and report upon the same at next year's 
meeting. 

Mb. Mabtin — I believe that the Article VIII of the By-Laws, 
which refers to the election of the Board of Pharmacy presented 
by Mr. Ebert, was not acted upon, and ought to be acted upon 
at this meeting. I therefore move that that be passed ; that the 
constitution be so amended. Seconded. (See By-Laws). 

Motion to adopt amendment was carried. 
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The Pbesidbnt appointed as a committee to escort the newly 
elected officers to the chair : Messrs. Sohrbeck, Forsyth and 
Schackmann. 

Mb. Hattenhaueb being introduced in a brief speech by Mr. 
Forsyth, said: "Mr. President and Gentlemen, I thank you 
sincerely for this marked distinction, the highest honor that it is 
in your power to bestow upon any man as an organization. I 
earnestly hope you have made no mistake." 

The other officers being duly presented, Mr. Forsyth intro- 
duced the Secretary in the following words : " Mr. President : 
It affords me the greatest pleasure to present to you the great, 
only, irrepressible, Mr. Charles Swante Nicanor Hallberg, who 
has been elected to the office of Secretary. To say that he will 
fill that office with distinguished ability goes without saying. 
The members of this Association know him well ; they hare full 
confidence in his determination to fill the office with credit to 
himself. 

Mb. Hallbeeg responded as follows : Mr. President and 
Gentlemen, — As I said before, I never sought this office. The 
office has been thrust upon me. I am naturally a modest 
man, and I think the office should seek the man, and not the man 
the office. (Laughter). I think that in whatever I have done 
here I have demonstrated the fact that modesty is one of the 
chief planks in my platform. (Applause). Inasmuch as I have 
had scarcely any breakfast, and certainly not any dinner, and in- 
asmuch as all of you are in the same condition, I shall not extend 
my remarks to the usual two hours and forty minutes limit. I 
thank you very much, gentlemen, and I hope that with the 
assistance of our worthy President and Vice Presidents, and with 
the esteemed and only Secretary Fleury at Springfield, we will 
be able to rouse up the interior of the State and have a good, 
large meeting at Springfield next year. (Applause). 

Me. Fobsyth, in a brief speech, moved that the thanks of the 
Association be extended to President Culver for his courteous 
government of the Association during the past year; which 
motion was unanimously adopted. 
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A motion of thanks to the Local Committee, the local drug- 
gists, and the Hotel River View, was made by the Secretary, and 
adopted. 

Upon motion of Mr. Flenry the Association adjourned to 
meet at Springfield, the second Tuesday in June, 1892, unless 
otherwise agreed npoo.

Your Committee on Adulterations begs to submit the following report : 

BEESWAX. 

A specimen of beeswax, cast in rectangular cakes of uniform size, 
color, etc., aroused suspicion, and led to an investigation of this drug. Five 
other samples, obtained from the jobbers of Chicago, and believed to repre- 
sent the drug as sold in the State, were examined at the same time. These 
samples differed greatly in color and general appearances, but all were found 
to be pure.

WHITE WAX. 

White wax was naturally examined at the same time. Of the five samples 
•examined two were found to be adulterated, the remainder pure. 

The adulterated specimens bore no trade mark, and were much whiter 
in color, the pure having a yellowish tinge. One sample consisted of 
Paraffin and Stearic acid only ; about 75 per cent, of the former and 25 per 
cent, of the latter. The other had a similar composition, with a small 
percentage of wax possibly.

BXPRB88BD OIL OF ALMONDS. 

The stickiness of the stopper and sides of a container of a French 
brand of the oil seemed to indicate the presence of some drying oil. 

Upon examination its high iodine absorption and the results of other 
tests, as itemized in table, proTe that the suspicion was well founded. 

Three or four more samples of the oil were examined, and, with the 
possible exception of a well known English brand, which behaved very 
similarly to specimens of oil extracted from almonds and used for compari- 
son, all oil of almonds on the market are believed to be adulterated or to be 
substitutions. Samples 1 and 5 were extracted from sweet and bitter 
almonds respectively, with petroleum ether.

A few samples of commercial honey were examined, and half of them 
found adulterated with glucose. When mixed with alcohol these specimens, 
Nos. 8, 4 and 6, turned milky, and subsequently a stringy, gummy mass was 
formed or deposited on the sides and bottom of the tube, indicating the 
presence of dextrin. The other samples are doubtlessly pure as follows :

MAGNEBIUM CITRATB SOLUTION. 

The department stores of Chicago are selling a Solution Magnesium 
Citrate at reduced prices. Only two samples could be obtained at 18 cents 
and 20 cents per bottle. 

Both were found to be citrates of magnesium, but both were below U. 
S. P. strength. No. 1 was especially feeble as regards magnesia, but de- 
cidedly acid. No. 2 was much better, about two-thirds U. S. P. strength. 

A few samples were purchased of the retail trade, and we regret to 
announce that one of them was inferior to No. 2 mentioned above. The 
other approached the U. S. P. preparation, but varies somewhat as noticed 
below. For comparison, the amount of MgO and citric acid per bottle of 
the officinal preparation are given in the table.

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HOUSEHOLD DISINFECTANTS* 

BY RICHARD C. FRERK8EN, CHIOAQO. 

In attemptiDg to answer the above, I deem it necessary to define 
several terms, so that anyone may see to which class certain chemicals belong. 

In a general sense, a dUinfeetant is. a substance that will destroy germs, 
which inhabit bodies undergoing decomposition, or abound in an unhealthy 
atmosphere. 

A deodorizer is a body which has the power to absorb odors caused by 
the decay of organic matter. 

An antiseptic is a body which has the power to prevent putrefaction but 
not the power to destroy actual germ life. 

Of course, the pharmacist, knowing the properties of chemicals, can 
easily see what to incorporate into a mixture in order to have it act as an 
antiseptic, deodorizer, or disinfectant. Should he desire to manufacture a 
preparation which will answer two of these purposes or all of them, it will 
only be necessary for him to see that they are not chemically antagonistic 
80 as not to lose their identity. 

Examples of these three classes are : DisinfeetanU : the elements I, Br,, 
and Gl, and Br; manganates and permanganates; sulphurous acid. In 
several cases compounds or salts of the heavy metals acts as disinfectants. 
Ag€l„ SnCl,, CUSO4, FeSOf, etc. Deodorizers: HsO., ("Sanitas") Anti- 
9epties : bodies containing the phenyl group, some essential oils, borax, boric 
acid, iodoform, carbon disulphide. 

According to the following analysis we can see the constituents of some 
of the proprietary articles now on the market. 

Piatt's Chlorides. — Solution of chloride of tin, mercury, aluminium, caU 
cium, sodium, zinc. 

Ohloralum. — Impure chloride of aluminium. 

Hartman*s Crimson 8aU, — Borax, 1 part ; salt (common), 6 parts ; alum, 
8 parts ; permanganate of potassium, 1 part. ^ 

Borophenol is prepared by allowing dried borax to absorb carbolic acid. 

Sanitas can be prepared by passing air through warm oil of turpentine 
which is in contact with water. 

Burnett's Disinfecting Fluid is a solution of chloride of zinc. 

MacDougaU's Disinfecting Powder can be prepared by adding crude 
carbolic acid to sulphate of sodium. 

Dried sulphate of copper and dried sulphate of iron, in equal parts, 
forms a valuable disinfectant.

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BROMOFORM* 

BY ANDREW SGHERER, CHICAGO. 

H18TOBT.— This body wae first noticed by Lowig in 1882, who supposed 
it to be bromide of carbon. Dumas did not believe the reaction as set forth 
by the former to be the true one ; hence, to confirm his own ideas, he made 
a series of analyses. These agreed closely with the theoretical composition 
of CHBrs. It is for this reason that we should credit the French chemist 
with determining the true chemical character of this important compound. 

Stkthbsis. — ^Experimental chemistry has taught us many ways to ob- 
tain this halogen derivative of methane. First, I may mention that it may 
be prepared by simple substitution, by allowing methane and bromine to 
react in the presence of diffused daylight. In this reaction, several com- 
pounds result, for instance GHBr,. CHsBrs, CHsBr and CBr4. It may also 
be derived by decomposing bromal (tribromacetaldehyde, GBrs.COH, also 
discovered by Lowig) with aqueous solutions of alkalies. Dumas observed 
it to be formed by the action of CaBrs on spirit of wine or on acetone 
(GHs.OO.CHs. Lowig stated that he had reason to believe that it could be 
produced from those organic compounds which we call indifferent, provided 
we treat them in a dilute form with Br. In such cases, when these are dis- 
tilled, we obtain a body which possesses the properties of bromoform. The 
amount however is so small that it dissolves in the water, which passes over 
at the same time. 

Its Mant^factury. — On a small scale, it may be prepared by decom- 
posing bromal (prepared by the action of Br on alcohol) with a caustic alkali 
and then distilling. If too little alkali is used, bromal will also distill over. 
The product, after freeing it from most of the water by mechanical means, 
is treated with strong sulphuric acid in order to remove the remaining 
water. Now, by again using the separatory funnel, the CHBrs may be ob- 
tained in a pure state. 

Theoretically there seems to be no reason why bromoform could not be 
prepared on a large scale by using calcium hypobromite in place of calcium 
hypochlorite in the old method for manufacturing CHGls. The process 
would be as follows : 65 parts calcium hypobromite, 10 parts alcohol, 150 
parts water and 10 parts slaked lime are placed in a flask and the resulting 
compound distilled with the water. The lower layer of the distillate would 
be the tribrom-methane. This could be freed from the bromine with EOH, 
then dried with GaGls and rectified. 

Physical Propkrtibs. — It is a clear, colorless, limpid liquid, possesses 
^n agreeable aromatic or ethereal odor, and a peculiar saccharine taste, 
which it imparts to water when dissolved therein. Specific gravity at 
14.6** G. is 2.775. Vapor density, 8.63. Solidifies at -8* G., and boils with 
slight decomposition at 161.0° G. Volatile, dissolves sparingly in cold water, 
but quite readily in warm water, also in ether.

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Chemical Phopbrties. — This halogen derivative of methane is, like 
the others of this class, characterized by the firmness with which these ele- 
ments are held in combination. Na, K (not in the cold) or Zn have the 
power of extracting the Br from this compound. No precipitate is caused 
with AgNOa, unless it is heated with the same. If a glass rod, moistened 
with CHBrs, is held in an alcohol flame, a smoky flame results, which dis- 
appears in a short time. 

Tests for Purity. — Distilled water shaken with CHBrs should give no 
precipitate with AgNOs. It should not react on test paper. Upon evapo- 
ration no residue should remain. 

LIQUOR MAGNB3II CITRATI8 *

Solution of citrate of magnesium has always been a constant annoyance 
to the pharmacist who prides himself on furnishing elegant preparations, 
first, in keeping the solution for some time, having it spoil by fungoid 
growths ; secondly, by precipitation, which is not always the case or occur- 
ring as often as the first. Citrate of magnesium solution is one of the most 
pleasant purgatives if properly prepared, especially when the citric acid 
syrup is of recent manufacture. If the solution stands for any length of 
time, it loses the carbon dioxide and the flavor becomes terebinthinate, 
owing to oxidation of the oil of lemon in the syrup used. Various formulas 
have been published in the current periodicals, and all have the same fault 
more or less. For instance, one which was supposed to be an excellent one, 
where boric acid is one of the constituents to preserve the solution. It was 
made in the form of a boro citrate ; even then the solution in our hands 
spoiled though the best of precautions were exercised. It was of no value, 
being therapeutically wrong, it having been proven that boric acid has a 
deleterious action on the kidneys in such quantities as were used ; conse- 
quently this was at fault. In a store where from 3 to 4 bottles are sold in a 
day, the solution can be made acccording to the U. S. Pharmacopoeia in 
dozen lots, and can be dispensed with all the requirements of the article. But 
where a store sells three or more bottles one day and not another for a week, 
it takes about a month to dispose of a dozen. As it takes considerable time 
to make it according to the U. S. P. method this cannot be done when there 
is an immediate call for it. Another method was tried. In the following 
process, time, quality and appearance were recognized and its constant 
employment for a year and a half has demonstrated that it is most suitable. 

Using this method the pharmacist will have the pleasure of dispens- 
ing a freshly made solution of citrate of magnesium having all the require- 
ments of the U. S. P. article in appearance and strength. 

Take of magnesia (calcined) 59 grains. 

Citric acid powd 250 grains. 

This is for an 8 ounce bottle. 
*A volunteer paper. 
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Take of magnesia (calcined) 88 grains. 

Citric acid powd 875 grains. 

This is for a 12 ounce bottle. « 

Pour the oxide of magnesium and citric acid into a dry, clean 8 or 12 
ounce bottle, as the case may be, and cork tightly with a good cork. With- 
out this precaution the salts are apt to absorb moisture, and the magne- 
sium oxide becomes carbonated, absorbing carbon dioxide. When a bottle 
of magnesia solution is wanted, add 2 ounces of water, and shake it in a 
rotary manner, so as to mix the ingredients ; then loosen the cork allowing 
the expansion of vapor, and a slight amount of COs, that has probably 
been absorbed by the magnesium oxide, to escape. The vapor is formed 
during the heat that is produced from the chemical solution. Cork well 
once more and shake forcibly when immediately a clear solution will form, 
add the rest of the water to be used and also syrup of citric acid or lemon, 
lastly the bicarbonate of potassium, cork, shake and dispense. 

(MgO)8 + (HsCflHfiOr + HsOa— 
Mg8(CeHA)8+(H,0)5. 
120 grs. of MgO. require 420 citric acid for neutralization and forms 450 
grains of citrate of magnesium and 90 grains of water. 

In the formula for 8 ounces of solution 206.5 grains of citric acid are 
acted on by 59 grains of MgO, leaving 43.5 grains of acid, of the formula 
amount ; of that 20 grains of bicarbonate of potassium decompose 14 grains 
of citric acid, leaving 29 grains for acid solution. In the formula for 12 
ounces of solution it is the same in proportion the quantities being larger. 

It rarely needs filtering if care is taken to select a good calcined magne- 
sia, that will answer the U. IS. P. requirements. Also the citric acid can be 
bought or powdered by the pharmacist. In this way it can be prepared in 5 
minutes time, having even made it when out, weighing each article, straining 
through cotton, labeling and dispensing in the same time. It is, as we have 
found it, the best way of having always fresh citrate of magnesium solution. 
It contains the same amount of citrate of magnesium in an acid solution as 
the U. S. Pharmacopoeia formulas furnish. 

NOTES ON SYRUP IODIDE OF IRON, OINTMENT NITRATE 

OF MERCURY, Etc.

EXTBMFOBAKEOCJS PBEFARATION OF SYRUP IODIDE IRON. 

There are many instances during one's career in the practice of phar- 
macy when patience and ready wit is severely put to the test. This is 
especially the case if such instances occur while in the act of dispensing 
prescriptions. 

I can recall a number of occasions in times past when I found myself in 
some such predicament, among which was one due, in part, to a physician's 
liberality in prescribing the syrup of iodide of iron, and on the other hand. 
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forgetfulnees on the part of employes in keeping sufficient stock on hand. 
It was at such times — and almost invariably in the eveninji: when we were 
most busy— that prescriptions calling for syrup cf iodide iron would be 
brought in, until the stock on hand was exhausted and we were obliged to 
call upon our neighboring pharmacist for additional supply. 

In the winter of 1874-5, after going through such an ordeal as aboTe 
mentioned, I began a series of experiments for the purpose of determining 
a formula by which the syrup could be made extemporaneously and yet be 
of the U. 8. P. standard. 

The result of these experiments was partially given in a paper which I 
read before this Association at a meeting held in Springfield in 1883, wherein 
I advised the use of Iron by Hydrogen (reduced iron), or alcoholized iron 
(powdered iron), in place of the iron wire of the U. 8. Pharmacopoeia. I 
did not at that time go into details nor mention the method employed to 
keep the syrup almost indefinitely in an ordinary stock or shelf bottle with- 
out perceptible change in the preparation. Made after the following for- 
mula such a preparation is obtained, which has the advantage of requiring 
fifteen or twenty minutes for manufacture — from beginning to finish — and 
can be kept in a pint or quart bottle, from which it can be dispensed ad 
libitum without injury to the preparation. 

I. — Take of Iodine 80 parts by weight. 

Acid Citric 2 parts by weight. 

Iron Hydrogen (alcoholized iron) . . 25 parts, or sufficient. 

Distilled Water sufficient. 

Syrup (hot) to make I(i00 parts, sufficient. 

II.— Take of Iodine 480 grains. 

Distilled Water li fl. ozs. 

Iron by Hydrogen (powdered iron). 160 grs. or sufficient. 

Citric Acid 10 grs. 

Syrup to make 10 fl. ozs. 

Place the iodine in a suitable Florence fiask, add the distilled water and 
the iron in small quantities by degrees. Care must be taken not to add too 
much iron at a time after the reaction has once begun — which is readily 
perceived by the violet brown color assumed by the liquid and also by the 
increase of temperature — as a too violent reaction would result in a loss of 
Iodine. The reaction is to be continued until the violet brown color of the 
liquid is changed to the characteristic green of the ferrous salts. The addi- 
tion of a slight excess of iron after this change has taken place, and before 
filtration, is advisable, as it serves to prevent the oxidation of this delicate 
solution during filtration. While this reaction has been going on, the Syrup 
should be heated to near the boiling point and the finished solution of fer- 
rous iodide immediately filtered into the hot syrup. Lastly make a 60 per 
cent solution of the citric acid and add to the finished syrup. 

The advantages of this formula are, the rapidity of preparation, the 
nicety of manipulation, and the result a stable compound of invariable 
strength, containing 10 per cent of ferrous iodide in solution ready for im* 
mediate use. 
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Tlie addition of the citric acid apparently tends to keep the solution of 
the ferrous iodide more permanent by preventing the liberation of the iodine 
from this feeble compound ; it may be, however, that a very small quantity 
of iodine is liberated duriuje: the first few days — I imagine I have noticed a 
slight darkening of the color at times, at the stated period — if so, it would 
appear that the presence of the citric acid acted the part of the sunlight, 
probably, converting the iodine into hydriodic acid, possibly with the for- 
mation of a minute quantity of a citro-iodide of iron, if such a compound 
be possible. 

I have here before you this pint shelf bottle, from which all but the 
remaining quantity — about li fl. ozs. — has been dispensed from time to 
time as occasion demanded ; the syrup was prepared some five months ago 
and has remained the same in color and appearance ever since. 

Tested with the test solution of nitrate of silver it is up to the standard, 
7.78 grammes, requiring 50 c. c. of the solution for complete precipitation, 
indfcating the original 10 per cent of ferrous iodide required by the U. S. P. 

OINTMENT OF NITRATE OF MERCURY. 

This ointment seems to have been the cause of considerable trouble to 
the pharmacist, its preparation being so frequently attended with unsatis- 
factory results that probably not more than five per cent of the retail pharma- 
cists of today venture upon this task, while the remainder are content to 
purchase their supply from the wholesaler or manufacturer, they being sub- 
jected to the annoyance ot receiving no two samples alike. 

It is my belief that the formula of the U. S. Pharmacopoeia needs little^ 
if any, improvement ; failure to obtain a satisfactory preparation generally 
being the result of some faulty manipulation on the part of the operator. I 
find that to obtain a perfect preparation it is absolutely necessary to use : 

(1) A good quality of Lard oil. 

(2) Accuracy in weighing, especially the mercury. 

(3) The use of only porcelain evaporating dishes : iron evaporating 
dishes, enameled, particularly with gray enamel, should not be used, the 
enamel being too frequently cracked, or contaminated with iron and less 
able to resist the action of the nitric acid. 

(4) The absolute necessity of preventing contact with iron of any sort 
during the manipulation ; a spatula (steel) will change the res alt, the iron 
being immediately acted upon, oxidizing a portion of the acid nitrate. It is 
for that reason that a steel spatula should not be used even after the oint- 
ment is finished,, bone being the most preferable. 

(5) Lastly, but also of considerable importance, is the use of a ther- 
mometer to gauge the heat. It requires much experience — more than the 
average pharmacist attains— before the thermometer can be dispensed with, 
and then only at the risk of a negative result. 

The sample here presented has been made some three months, and bar 
ring a small portion in the jar from which this was taken, where a careless 
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assistant had used a steel spatula while dispensing, has retained its beautiful 
lemon, almost light orange color, while the consistence is everything desired. 

SUNDRY OBSBBYATIONS. 

Five per cent of Tragacanth mixed with a small portion of water and 
added to the officinal glycerite of starch, as an excipient. 

Tartrate of iron and potassium, apparently made insoluble by tritura- 
tion in the dry state, will in most instances wholly redissolve if mixed with 
distilled water and immediately brought to the boiling point. 

In closing I cannot refrain from drawing attention to a custom allowed 
even in first-class pharmacies and not infrequently practiced by the pharma- 
cists themselves, and yet which ought to be sufficient for dismissal if prac- 
ticed by an employe : the dispensing of Seidlitz powders by the use of two 
tumblers. The patron gulps down about one-half the contents, while the 
floor lays claim to the other half. The proper method is to use a good-sized 
soda-water tumbler, a little over one- third filled with water. Dissolve in 
this the Rochelle salts and bicarbonate of sodium (contents of blue paper), 
then add at once the tartaric acid and stir a few times with a glass rod or 
silver plated spoon. Mixed by this method the patron can leisurely take 
the glass and drain its contents ; the last of the tartaric acid is still evolving 
carbonic acid gas in connection with the bicarbonate of sodium while he is 
drinking the liquid, and he obtains the much desired result. 

That the old method is still practiced in many pharmacies is evident 
from the eagerness with which many patrons attempt to swallow the entire 
contents at one gulp. To all such my advice is : "Take your time, sir 1" 



ON THE PRACTICABILITY OF TABLET MAKING IN RETAIL 

PHARMACIES.*

In preface to further remarks as to how tablets can be, and are advanta- 
geously prepared by the retail pharmacist, the writer will submit for your 
consideration a few reasons why they should supersede pills. 

It is an indisputed and well-known fact, that a great majority of pa- 
tients look upon medicine prescribed in pill form with abhorrence and dis- 
gust, and it has come to the personal knowledge of the writer, on more 
than one occasion, that when, after considerable effort, the patient was 
utterly unable to swallow a pill, the tablet was swallowed without any par- 
ticular effort or difficulty, and without nausea. Pills are old and full of 
horrors, and to the patient they seem large all over. For instance, call to 
mind the thread- worn phrase, **.Oh, Doctor, do not give me pills; they stick 
in my throat." 

Usually, pills are insoluble ; several hours being required for their com- 
plete disintegration ; and, in some cases, pass through without losing their

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spherical shape, notwithstanding the oft-repeated assertion, that " if you 
take a dose of compound cathartics, you are aware of their presence the 
next morning." In cases of severe griping, and the contortion of those 
brotherly nerves in the abdominal regions, it is highly probable that the 
same results from only one or two pills dissolving, and being insufficient to 
cause a free evacuation. 

Most all sugar-coated pills are white, and no matter whether quinine, 
rhubarb, compound cathartic, or what not, the patients jump at the conclu- 
sion that they are quinine, and think they are capable of doing that much 
prescribing themselves ; therefore, to a great extent, most physicians desire 
colored pills. In tablets you obtain all shades of colors, accuracy and 
weight, neatness, and inviting in appearance, and solubility. In short, 
medicaments administered in pill form are unreliable ; whereas, if adminis- 
tered in tablet form, compressed from the dry material, they are thoroughly 
disintegrated in from thirty seconds to thirty minutes. In cases where no 
material chemical change will result, and where tablets are slow in falling 
apart, a little tartaric acid and bicarb, soda may be dusted in the material 
previous to compressing, which will very materially assist them to fall 
apart ; such treatment is impracticable with pills. 

Pharm.acists who dispense in tablet form manifest a spirit of progress, 
observed by and pleasing to the patron, and are certain to have a beneficial 
influence with the physician. In the majority of cases of estrangement 
between physician and pharmacist, where the physician dispenses his own 
medicine, it is due chiefly to the lack of a progressive spirit on the part of 
the pharmacist. We will, however, admit that there are exceptions,— some 
physicians desiring both "the penny and the cake ; " but, as a rule, they do 
not administer their own medicine, because they are in love with the traffic, 
but because they desire to administer by a particular mode ; and the phar- 
macist is not equal to the occasion. In the form of tablets there is a very 
desirable and advantageous mode of administering bitter and nauseating 
medicines, and so considered by the majority of physicians to-day ; hence 
the practice with a large number of doing their own dispensing. 

Unless we stir up our energies, enliven the spirit of progress that may 
be in us, and lift ourselves out of the old rut of professional " etiquettism," 
from the old double-distilled dormant conditionalism, up to a level plane 
with the times, we shall see large and live manufacturing pharmacists regu- 
larly providing the physicians with their medicaments in keeping with the 
desire of the patronizing public, while we may be privileged to sell soda 
water and postage stamps, and eke out a miserable existence indeed. It is 
well to elevate ourselves to a high professional standing ; but don't let us 
lose sight of the business part of our calling, for in it we '' live, and move 
and have our being." The ailment demands treatment ere it becomes 
incurable. 

Now to the subject of this paper, the answer to Query : 

''It is probable that many of the tablet triturates and compressed pills 
may be advantageously prepared by the pharmacist." 
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The writer, from his own experience, and from the experiments of 
many others, can truthfully assert that retail pharmacists can advantage- 
ously compress their own tablets. Why not ? They are in touch with the 
physician ; they know what and how they want their tablets ; they know 
the chemical nature and the peculiarity of material ; and with such knowl- 
edge and their usual judgment, along with a little persistency, they can 
soon master the ''modus operandi" of preparation. Having a tablet ma- 
chine they are in a position to compress any desired formula to any degree 
of hardness. It is preferable to merely give enough pressure that the tab- 
lets may carry without crumbliDg, as their solubility is to a certain extent 
governed by their hardness. I do not propose to dwell upon physiological 
action, but it is apparent to all that if only a moderate amount of pressure 
is given, or if a base and radical are sprinkled in the material before com- 
pressing, the tablet will more quickly dissolve, producing a more effective 
physiological action, and thus enhance the therapeutic value of the drug 
administered. 

A machine to compress tablets rapidly and accurately must be automatic 
and somewhat complicated ; consequently it devolves upon the operator to 
give it vigilance and care if he would have success. It need not be so com- 
plicated, however, but that the operator, with ordinary judgment, along 
with a desire to make tablets, and pride enough to make them nicely, can 
readily operate. It is necessary, in order to obtain accuracy in weight and 
general success, to feed granulated material, notwithstanding the assertion 
of some tablet machine builders that their machines will successfully com- 
press from the powdered material. It is quite true that there are some 
large, complicated and expensive machines that will make tablets to a 
degree of accuracy from most of the material in powder form, but there 
remains a long list of articles which, to compress in their powder form and 
without previous preparation, would be an impracticability on any machine. 
But the time is not far distant when we shall see, placed on the market and 
accessible to all, a full line of granulated drugs and chemicals, properly 
prepared for extemporaneous compressing ; and when such is the case, it 
will only be necessary for the pharmacist to weigh out the desired amount 
of each ingi-edient, stir the whole evenly, set the machine for the weight 
desired, pour in the material, and turn them out easier and quicker than 
making a batch of pills. There are a great many articles that need no pre- 
vious preparation, as they can be readily obtained in granulated form, such 
as, for instance, chlorate potassium, bromide potassium, muriate ammonia, 
nitrate ammonia, bromide sodium, sugar milk, etc. 

It is not the writer's intention to convey the idea that tablets can be 
made with ease and without some little trouble : difficulty is manifested in 
every accomplishment, and indolence is not in the dictionary of the success- 
ful druggist ; but, based upon the experiments of quite a number of phar- 
macists who are in possession of machines, the writer makes bold to claim 
that to own a machine, to manifest interest and pride in its operation, and 
to bring the fact to the notice of the physician, will be both a source of 
remuneration and repute, unobtainable in any other manner. 
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The disparity betweeu the cost of the material and the market price of 
manufactured tablets, the certain knowledge of which is obtainable for the 
asking, tends very strongly to induce the pharmacist to place himself in 
such position that he may claim what is accrued thereby which rightfully 
belongs to him, and which he should obtain especially in this epoch, while 
enfolded in the horrible tentacles of the octopus of cut prices, which 
"sticketh closer than a brother." For the pharmacist, tablet making is 
practicable, feasible, profitable and advantageous to the perpetuation of a 
profession and calling that is honored, and whose members are esteemed by 
the world. 

In granulating, it is necessary to dampen sufficiently, that distinct gran- 
ules will be formed upon sieving, preferably through a No. 30 sieve. Gran- 
ulating enhances accurate feeding, and prevents considerably the gumming 
and binding in the dies. 

If the material to be compressed, has in it cohesive property, it is simply 
necessary to dampen with water, sieve and dry; if not, the excipient 
must contain acacia, gelatin, tragacanth, or sugar. Syrup acacia is a good 
excipient. The cohesive additions may be triturated with the material, 
dampened with water, sieved and dried. 

Some materials have a tendency to stick to the dies ; to obviate this 
sticking it is necessary to dust in after granulating, and before the granules 
are quite dry, from 5 to 10 per cent of some inert material, such as lyco- 
podium, finely powdered arrowroot, powdered French chalk — and in anti- 
septic tablets, powdered boric acid. Following are a few formulas for 
example : 

No. 1. Requires a cohesive addition and material to prevent sticking. 

Subnitrate bismuth, 60 grs. ; oxalate cerium, 60 grs. ; in which triturate 
20 grs. powdered acacia ; dampen with simple syrup, sieve, stir in 15 grs. 
powdered French chalk or arrowroot, then dry. 

No. 9. Requires only a cohesive addition ; the mint and sugar are to 
make them palatable. 

Willow charcoal, sufficient ; dampen with a solution of gelatin and 
sugar, sieve, dry thoroughly, and spray in enough spirit of peppermint to 
flavor. 

No. 3. Requires no cohesive addition, but material to prevent sticking. 

Bichloride mercury, 60 grs. ; chloride ammonia, 60 grs. ; dampen with 
water, pass through a hair sieve, dry somewhat, then stir in 16 grs. boric 
acid, then dry thoroughly, compress on a clear day, and keep in well- corked 
bottles. 

No. 4. Requires neither cohesive additions nor material to prevent 
sticking. 

In most all prescriptions there are some cohesive properties ; in such 
instances it is simply necessary to weigh the ingredients, triturate evenly, 
the same as in the case of pills, then dampen with liquid paraffin and ether, 
pass through a small sieve — which may be kept handy and which requires 
less time than rubbing to a mass — weigh out the amount for the first tablet. 
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put it in tbe die, set the macbine thereto, pour tbe material into the hopper, 
and you will have your 12 or 24 tablets in about tbe same time required to 
make the same number of pills ; if the material should have a tendency to 
stick make some inert addition to prevent it. For instance, 

Take of sulphate Cjuinine SOgrs. 

sulphate iron ; 15grs. 

sulph, strychnine Jgr. 

'"".sacid ) gr. 



to be made into 24 tablets ; triturate well, add liquid paraffin and ether, 
sufficient to dampen well ; sieve ; stir in 7i grs. powdered French chalk ; 
weigh out 2) grs., and set tbe machine thereto ; pour tbe material into tbe 
hopper and compress the 24 tablets. 

It is not to be presumed that you will have entire success at the first 
trial ; it must be acquired by practice and the exercise of judgment relative 
to the operation of the machine and the necessary preparation of the mate- 
rial. With the general principles furnished with the machine by the differ- 
ent makers, one can soon master the art ; but the machine must he adapted 
to the purpose, and the operator adapted to the machine. 

Judging from the results obtained hy a large number of pharmacists, 
and from personal observation, the writer would conscientiousiy recom- 
mend that you try the experiment ; equip your laboratory with a machine- 
there are several good ones iu the market— as the saying goes, " the woods 
are full of them." 

In conclusion, a few samples are submitted for your observation. They 
were made on the Jordan hand macbine, and kindly presented to the writer 
for this occasion of your anniversary, hy the several phannaoists whose 
names appear on the labels.

A meeting of the Executive Committee of the Association took place at 
the Sherman House, Chicago, Thursday, November 19, 1891. Those present 
were : 

President R. C. Hattenhauer, Peru ; and Messrs. Sempill, Hartwig and 
Fleischer, Chicago ; A. O. Wright, Waukegan ; A. W. Hartong, Rochelle ; 
G. C. Kellogg, Tiskilwa ; Chas. J. Rohe, Crete ; Jno. F. G. Helmer, Paxton ; 
John C. Dunbar, Monmouth ; Chas, C. Reed, Lincoln ; J. S. Frantz, Dan- 
ville ; Sam. F. Wilson, Neoga ; Frank R. Milnor, Litchfield. 

Among prominent members present were Messrs. Jamieson, Fleury and 
Hogan, of the Board of Pharmacy ; Ebert, Chicago ; and Sohrbeck, Moline. 
The Secretary reported that, according to the instructions of the annual 
meeting, he had solicited contributions in the sum of 50 cents from the Reg- 
istered Pharmacists of the State. While many had responded, and a few 
generously, only about $300 had been received. As the cost of collection 
had been great, only sufficient had been obtained to liquidate the indebted- 
ness of the Association for the past year, including the stenographic report 
of the last annual meeting. After exploiting different methods to collect at 
least $600 to defray the publication and mailing of at least 4,000 copies of 
the Report of the Proceedings for 1891, it was decided to solicit advertise- 
ments sufficient to defray the expenses. 

The Committee on Arrangements was directed to set aside the whole of 
Wednesday at the next annual meeting in Springfield for the consideration 
of commercial interests. Mr. Ebert reported as a delegate to the meeting of 
the N. W. D. A. at Louisville, and Mr. Jamieson referred to the work of the 
Inter-State Druggists' League. Mr. Frantz, of Danville, spoke of the suc- 
cess of the Vermilion County Association, in which every member had put 
up a forfeit, and Mr. Fleury recounted how some ten years ago he broke the 
back of the cutters in Springfield. Upon motion of Mr. Jamieson the plat- 
• form of the Inter- State Druggists* League was approved. 

The selection of nominees for the vacancy occurring on the Board of 
Pharmacy by the expiration of the term of office of W. P. Boyd, of Areola, 
resulted as shown on another page. 

The Secretary's bill for expenses of 1890-91, amounting to $83.80, was 
< allowed, as was also the stenographer's bill for reporting the 1891 meeting, 
of $75.
